The  popular  fancy  for  the  syncopated 
rhythm  characteristic  of  certain  negro 
melodies,  and  now  rejoicing  in  the 
euphonious  name  of  (>rag-time,"  has 
evoked  so  much  which  is  utterly  futile 
that  it  is  a  pleasure  to  enter  to  its  credit 
anything  possessing  a  degree  of  musical 
value.  This  pleasure  is  emphasized  iu 
the  case  of  one  of  the  most  original  and 
interesting.  "McAlheeny's  Cake  Walk; 
a  Two-Step  iu  Irish  Rag-Time,"  by  the 
fact  that  the  composer,  Mr.  Tames  C. 
McCabe,  may  be  numbered  among  Prov- 
idence musicians.  There  is  an  excep- 
tional degree  of  character  and  indivi- 
dual it}"  in  the  material,  especially  the 
passages  suggestive  of  the  Irish  bag- 
pipes— an  ingenious  device,  giving  to 
the  music  a  coloring  which  justifies  the 
title.  Not  the  least  important  element 
in  the  composition  is  its  extremely  effec- 
tive instrumentation,  which  reveals  the 
practical  knowledge  gained  in  orchestral 
experience,  and  already  successfully 
used  in  the  arrangement  of  songs  and 
other  music  for  orchestra,  notably  of 
DeKoven's  "0  Promise  Me!"  Mr. 
McCabe's  musical  standing  is  based, 
however,  upon  more  serious  work  than 
the  "McAlheeuy,"  clever  as  that  un- 
doubtedly is.  His  setting  of  Moore's 
"How  Dear   to   Me   The    Hour,"    is   an 


admirable  realization  of  the  spirit  of 
revery  which  characterized  the  poem  ; 
while  a  march  written  several  years  ago 
may  be  fooud  more  than  once  upon 
SeidPs  Brighton  Beach  program — sum- 
mer programs,  it  is  true,  yet  mainly 
classical.  It  is  perhaps  scarcely  a  mat- 
ter for  regret  that  Mr.  McCabe  should 
have  deviated  for  once  into  the  popular 
vein,  since  he  has  demonstrated  thereby 
that  a  rag-time  two-step  is  not  of  neces- 
sity inane.  Nevertheless  we  shall 
await  with  interest  his  return  to  work 
which  affords  a  fuller  scope  for  his 
ability  and  a  keener  and  more  lasting 
pleasure  to  lovers  of  good  music.

the  latter  of  which  was  then  the  common 
name  of  an  Irish  dance — Rinca  fad  a, 
was  the  real  name  of  the  dance— so  that 
my  charming  friend  is  quite  correct  in 
her  use  of  the  term.  Bailey  another 
excellent  authority  gives  (172S)  the 
use  of  the  bag  pipe  to  "Scotland,  Ireland 
and  the  north  of  England''.  Grove's 
Dictionary,  the  latest  and  by  far  the  . 
best  Musical  Dictionary  ever  written 
says  "the  Irish  bag-pipe  differs  from  the 
Scotch  in  having  a  softer  reed  and 
longer  tubes  with  a  chaunter,  that  is  a 
finger  pipe  giving  ten.  or  even  twelve 
notes,  the  scale  is  said  to  be  more  accu- 
rate than  the  Scotch. 


The  latest  annual  report  of  the  Nar- 
ragansett  Library  at  Peacedale  is  that  , 
of  November,  '99  From  the  '"Times" 
we  gather  these  facts:  "Five  hundred 
and  seventy-six  readers  took  out  960 
books,  classified  as  folio  as:"  Then 
follows  14  classes,  the  last  oi  which  is 
"Reference"  which  the  report  says  is 
"for  inside  use  only"  certainly  these 
could  not  have  been  "taken  out"  and 
hence  only  914  books  -were  taken  out; 
that  is  one  book,  and  a  half,  to  each 
taker.  Here  in  Providence  the  aver- 
age to  each  taker  of  books  in  189S  was 
eight  and  a  half  books.  This  shows 
the  paucity  of  readers  at  Peacedale. 
Practically  speaking  all  "Juvenile" 
books  are  Fiction,  hence  of  the  914 
books  taken  at  the  Narragansett  Libary 
684  were  novels,;  of  the  class  "Useful  : 
Arts"  but  one  book  was  taken;  of  Fine 
Arts  but  3;  Philosophy,  (natural  and 
abstract)  but  3;  men  may  draw  what 
conclusion,  thay  can.  from  such  a  show- 
ing, but  in  downright  truth  it  is  a 
shocking  showing.

selling  soft  drinks,  or  something  of  that 
kind";  since  the  writer  is  not  a  librarian, 
he  must  be  on  of  the  "poor"  whites  of

Lea  &  Blanchard  offered  their  publica- 
tions at  one  third  the  catalogue  prices. 
Book  Notes  thanks  Mr.  Dooe  for  his 
illustration;  it  was  bright;  now  will  not 
the  gentlemen  kindly  tell  us  why  a 
small  reference  library,  in  every  man's 
home,  at  immediate  use  for  his  chil- 
dren, can  not  do  better  work  than  any 
Free  Public  Library  can  ever  do?  Even 
ray  versatile  friend  must  look  aghast  at 
any  possible  answer  to  such  a  question; 
but,  in  very  truth,  Mr.  Dewey,  or  Dui, 
is  himself  a  paradox;  how  could  so  wise

These  companies 
should  issue  schedules  of  values  for 
legs,  arms,  eyes,  noses,  &c. .having  refer- 
ence to  ages  and  family  cares,  for  the 
education  of  jurors;  it  should  also  be 
stated  upou  which  particular  highways 
or  part  of  a  highway  a  citizen  can  safely 
pursue  his  lawful  business;  the  Com- 
pany should  also  declare  whether  the 
same  care  used  on  Westminster  street 
is  to  be  violated  upon  every  other 
thoroughfare.  As  a  matter  of  fact  the 
life  oi  every  citizen,  no  matter  how- 
humble  he  may  be,  is  entitled  to  just  as 
much  care,  at  the  hands  of  a  Street 
Railroad  Company,  as  the  property  of 
the  Company  is  at  the  hands  of  the 
humble  citizen.

Title  number,  410S,  in  the  Brinley 
catalogue,  is  Plain  Truth,  a  Tract  of  84 
pages,  printed  in  Philadelphia  by  R. 

Sabiu,  in 
his  Dictionary  of  American  Books  says, 
Candidus  wrote  Plain  Truth]  but  he 
does  not  tell  us  who  Candidus  was.  The 
title  pages  of  the  Tract,  tells  us  all  that 
Sabiu  knew 

Cushing,  in  his  Pseudonymes,  First 
Series,  gives  the  name  Charles  Inglis 
as  being  "Candidus,"  but  in  his  second 
series,  Mr.  Cushing  gives  the  name,  Dr. 
William  Smith,  as  being  "Candidus,'' 
and  as  the  real  writer  of  Plain  Truth. 

Allibone,  does  not  mention  Plain 
Truth  in  his  account  of  Smith  (William) 
and  his  writings;  but  he  refers  us  to 
Duyckinck's  Cyclopedia  of  American 
Literature  V.  1.  p.  388  but  Duyckinck 
does  not  mention  Plain  Truth. 

There  lately  fell  into  the  hands  of  the 
writer  a  Tract  bearing  this   title  ;    "Ad 


ditious  to  Plain  Truth,"  addressed  to 
the  Iuhabitauts  of  America,  containing 
further  remarks  on  a  late  pamphlet  en- 
titled Common  Sense,  written  by  the 
author  of  "Plain  Truth,"  Philadelphia, 
printed  by  R.  Bell,  1776.  It  is  paged  95 
-136  and  has.  prefixed  a  Tract  with  this 
running  heading  "The  American  Con- 
gress on  the  Rights  of  Englishmen.'' 
Three  leaves,  six  pages,  but  not  paged. 
These  Tracts  must  be  of  excessive  rar- 
ity since  they  have  escaped  attention  of 
all  bibliographers.  Cushing  should  ex- 
plain his  two  entries;  and  if  William 
Smith  is  correct  then  Cushiug's  "Dr." 
is  wrong,  for  Smith  was  not  a  "Doctor" 
but  a  "Doctor  of  Divinity."  "Dr." 
stands  for  the  first,  but  D.  D.  stands  for 
the  last.  It  is  a  curious  circumstance  that 
the  Rector  of  Trinity  Church,  Newport, 
in  17S9-1797  was  William  Smith.  Both 
these  men  were  Scotch,  both  Episcopa- 
lians, both  graduates  of  Scottish  Univer- 
sities, both  Doctors  of  Divinity,  both 
published  many  pamphlets,  but  they 
must  not  be  confounded.  Duyckinck 
refers  to  a   list  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Smith's

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It   is    a   public    misfortune    that    the 
Reverend  Norman  Plass  escaped    being 
sent  to  the  State  Prison    for  a    term    of 
years  under  the  indictment  which    was 
brought   against     him,    for    blackmail; 
not  that  he  was  guilty  under  the  indict- 
ment, by  the  evidence;  he  was  not;  but 
if   he    could    have    been    sent    to    State 
Prison,  there  would  be  a  hope   at    least 
that   the    attention    of    men    could   be 
aroused  to  the   enormity   of    the   action 
against  him.     The  case  appears  to  have 
been  instigated    by    two  attorneys  who 
were   counsel    for     Boy  den,    who     had 
some  forty  cases    pending   against    him 
for  illegal  liquor  selling.     There   is  not 
in  the   letters    of   Plass,    nor    in    Mam- 
ford's,  nor  in  Van    Slyck's    testimony  a 
particle  of   convicting   evidence;  Attor- 
ney General  Tanner   obtained   through 
the  Grand  Jury  an  indictment  for  black- 
mail,   for   dismissing   an    action     upon 
payment      of    costs,     which      was      all 
that  Plass  proposed;  do  Attorneys  Gen- 
eral never  do  such  things;  and    when    a 
case  is  dismissed  upon  payment  of  costs 
by    the    Attorney    General,    is    it  black- 
mail?    If  Plass  was  guilty,    so,    too,    is 
the   Attorney    General,    when   he    does 
such  a  thing.     Is  Mumfofd  to  be   justi- 
fied in  going   against    a  clergyman,    or 
any  other  man,  before  the    Grand  Jury 
upon    such    fiimsey  evidence  ?     It   was 
positively  an  outrage.     The  Grand  Jury 


was  used  to    accomplish    the    very    end 
which  all  Grand  Juries   were    organized 
to  prevent.     A  Grand  Jury  was  first  be- 
gun   for  the   very    purpose  of  stopping 
Attorneys    General,  from  bringing  such 
cases  as  this  against   citizens.     The   At- 
torney General's  action  bears  a  striking 
similarity  to  that  of    Ex-Attorney    Gen- 
eral Burbank,  in  fighting  in  the    Grand 
Jury  for  the  indictment  of  a  woman    for 
keeping  a  brothel  in  a  house  of    which 
I  the  Attorney  General  was  the  landlord, 
!  and  under  the  statute  just  as   guilty   as 
!  the  Woman.     It  is    a   fundamental  law 
j  that  a  man  can  be   punished    no    matter' 
J  what      his      position,      be      he    Judge, 
i  attorney  general,    or    lawyer,   who    sets 
I  the  criminal  law  in  action,  maliciously, 
j  without  reasonable   cause,  whereby  an- 
other   man    suffers    damage    either    in 
money  or  in  character.     Such  action  is 
good  ground    of    action;  malice  is  to  be 
i  inferred  from  the  fact  of  a  prosecution 
1  instituted  for  a  collateral  purpose,  such 
j  as  the  frightening  of  a  man,  or   the  en- 
j  forcing  the  payment  of  a    debt.     (How

Have  attorneys  inherent  rights  above 
ordinary  mortals  to  compass  the  de- 
struction of  men  ? 

There  was  in  this  case  another  tiling 
done  which  deserves  the  severest  cen- 
sure. It  was  the  publication  by  the 
Journal  of  a  letter  by  McAusland. 
This  letter  was  not  in  the  case  as  pre- 
sented, it  never  went  to  the  jury,  it 
never  had  judicial  investigation,  the 
writer  was  not  under  oath;  now  why 
did  the  Journal  make  it  a  part  of  the 
report  of  the  case  ?  There  can  be  but 
one  reason — it  was  for  the  purpose  of 
getting  it  unexamined  before  the  jury. 
Such  a  thing  is  an  utter  abomination  ; 
but  will  the  Attorney  General  make  a 
suggestion  to  the  Court?  Weli,  hardly, 
since  the  publication  of  the  letter  tend- 
ed to  help  his  end  of  the  case— and 
Courts  consider  themselves  powerless 
to  act. 

Will  not  men  rise  to    the   seriousness 


of  these  questions,  look  to  the  practice 
in  courts,  and  remedy  the  great  wrongs 
which  are  done  almost  every  day  by 
these  most  dangerous  agencies;  or 
must  we  wait  for  the  coming  of  an- 
other Algernon  Sydney,  whom  Lord 
Lyttou  with  the  profoundest  eloquence 
describes;  these  are  his  words  concern- 
ing the  "Apology "  of  Sydney  in  1693, 
in  which  Sydney  sets  forth  the  terrible 
wickedness  of  the  Lord  Chief  Justice, 
Jeffries — and  describes  the  law,  under 
his  judicial  administration,  as  being 
turned  into  a  snare,  instead  of  a  pro- 
tection, comparable  only  to  the  times 
of  Richard  the  second  (13S0T  ''God 
only  knows  (continued  Sydney)  -what 
■will  be  the  issue  of  the  like  practice  in 
these,  our  days,"  and  the  headsman 
grasped  his  axe,  poised  it,  and  then,  as 
was  the  etiquette  of  his  fearful  office, 
cried  out  to  his  victim:  "Are  you  ready, 
sir— Will  you  rise  again?"  "Not  till 
the  general  resurection — Strike  on  !" 
answered  Sydney.

Prof.  Gardner  of  Brown  University 
announces  that  the  study  of  Trusts  will 
be  taken  up  by  his  classes,  and  special 
announcement  is  made  that  in  this 
teaching  he  shall  remain  absolutely 
neutral.  Prof.  Andrews  formerly  held 
the  chair,  occupied   by    Prof.    Gardner; 
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under  the  antagonism  of  the  late  W.  F. 
Sayles,  Andrews  was  given  the  "grand 
bounce,"  going  to  Cornell,  because  of 
his  anti-tariff  opinions,  which  were 
President  Wayland's  also,  and  which 
Wayland  taught,  but  Andrews  did  not 
teach — he  simply  expressed  his  own 
opinions.  Professor  Gardner  is  a  pro- 
tectionist, and,  since  the  Tariff  is  the 
mother  of  all  Trusts,  he  must  be  a  safe 
teacher  for  Trusts.  Still,  after  the 
treatment  of  Andrews,  he  either  sees 
the  value  of  discretion — at  all  events  to 
himself —or  the  Journal  malignes  him. 

But  Book  Notes  would  not  be  itself 
were  it  to  fail  in  courage  in  calling  at- 
tention to  an  "open  letter"  concerning 
the  action  of  the  Corporation  in  attempt- 
ing to  control  the  private  opinions  of 
the  teachers  at  this  college.

opinions,  or  opinions  judged  erroneous, 
should  be  restrained."  The  third  name 
signed  to  this  fundamental  principle  is 
Henry  B.  Gardner,  and  the  answer  given 
to  the  question  is  that  given  by  John 
Milton,  "Though  all  the  winds  of  doc- 
trine were  let  loose  to  play  upon  the 
earth,  so  Truth  be  in  the  field  we  do  in- 
juriously by  licensing,  and  prohibiting, 
to  misdoubt  her  strength;  let  her  and 
falsehood  grapple,  who  ever  knew  Truth 
put  to  the  worse  in  a  free  and  open  en- 
counter." It  is  true  Prof.  Gardner  said 
these  things  in  defence  of  another,  but 
is  not  the  same  medicine  good  for  him- 
self? Has  integrity  in  teaching  ceased 
to  be  a  virtue,  and  has  discretion  no  re- 
lationship to  integrity? 
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Wherever  else  Book  Notes  has  scat- 
tered tacks,  it  has  not  done  so  in  the 
paths  of  the  Police,  save  in  the  siugle 
case  of  the  men  in  visiting  women,  in 
certain  houses,  and  making  pretentious 
of  solicitation;  of  course  such  an  act  is 
not  the  betrayal  of  a  gentleman!!  But 
that  is  not  for  what  I  am  now  writing.

The  constitution  of  Rhode   Island  says

be  continued  in  prison.''     Then  why  do 
not    men    stop    lawyers    from  bringing 
these  fraudulent    writs,    whereby    men 
are  sent  to  prison,  for  lawyers  will  never 
cease  using  such  tricks. In  spite  of  friend 
Hopkins,    and    "an    appellate    judge," 
Book  Notes  declares  that  a  false  accu- 
sation   whereby  a   defendant   is  thrown 
into  prison,  or  is    put  to  such    peril,    is 
now,  and  has   always  been   punishable.

On  Friday  afternoon  26  January  a 
child  was  crushed  to  death  under  a 
Broad  street  car  at,  or  near  the  corner 
of  what  was  Feuuer  street;  the  car,  a 
six  wheeler,  of  the  largest,  and  heaviest 
kind  was  running  down  Broad  street. 
using  the  electric  current,  and  impelled 
by  its  own  great  weight;  a  child  ran  out 
from  behind  a  team   going  up    the    hill, 


upon  all  fours,  with  the  case  of  Gunn, 
tried  at  the  present  term  of  the  court. 
A  friend  with  myself  measured  the  dis- 
tance from  curb  to  rail,  at  the  point, 
where  the  blood  of  the  boy  still  saturat- 
ed the  earth.  The  distance  was  exactly 
twelve  feet;  a  car  body  overhangs  the 
rail  exactly  iS  inches;  an  axeltree  of  a 
wagon  is  7  feet,  6  inches  from  outside 
hub,  to  outside  hub.  The  team  travel- 
ling under  such  circumstances,  the  hub, 
does  not  hug  the  curb,  now  calculate 
this,  and  you  will  find  that  about  24  in- 
ches, as  things  then  stood  was  the  dis- 
tance for  the  boy  from  time  to  eternity. 
A  car  running  at  a  live  mile  speed  covers 
8  feet  every  second  of  time;  no  child 
can  have  any  conception  of  the  danger, 
nor  can  many  men;   but  it  is  clear    that 
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something  must  be  done;  human  life  is 
not  safe  under  present  conditions;  and 
lite  in ust  be  at  lea^t  as  well  protected 
by  the  law  as  property  is  protected. 
The  fact  is  plain  no  railway  ought  ever 
to  be  all  >wed  upon  streets. That  was  the 
first   great  mistake. 

As  a  Prophet  the  Editor  of  the  Jour- 
nal is  surely  a  succe-s;  when  the  Boer 
ultimatum  was  sent  to  England,  from 
which  war  immediately  followed,  Oc- 
tober j 2th  last  was  the  date  of  the  be- 
ginning of  this  war;  the  Journal Editor 
assisted  doubtless  by  Darius  Allen 
sententiously  declared  that  England 
would  end  the  war  in  four  weeks.  The 
result  shows  ju»t  how  much  the  Editor 
of  the  Journal  knows  about  it;  or  just 
how  much  those  who  own  the  paper 
permit  him  to  say.  Now  consider  for 
a  moment  just  what  this  terrific  blood- 
shed is  all  about.     England  brought  on 


the  war  against  what  the  Editor  of  the 
Journal  supposed  was  a  mere  handful 
of  men,  for  the  sole  purpose  of  wrench- 
ing from  the  Boers  the  va^t  mines  of 
gold  and  diamonds  which  the  Transvaal 
contains,  and  giving  then  into  the  hands 
of  England;  property  to  which  Eng- 
land had  exactly  the  same  right  that 
Stewart  had  to  the  $3000  which  he 
"swiped"  Ben.  Gallup  for  at  Woousoc- 
ket.  A  week  or  two  since  this  same 
prophetic  Editor  informed  us  that  ''the 
Transvaal  has  all  the  millions  it  wants 
or  ever  can  want  to  make  its  struggle 
successful."  Evidently  something  has 
happened.  But  will  the  other  Euro- 
pean nations  governed  solely  by  self- 
interest  stand  still  and  let  England  bag 
the  game.  In  this  connection  read 
what  John  Morley  has  just  said  concern- 
ing the  affair: 

"The    language    used    in    parliament 
and  in  Sir    Alfred    Milner's  dispatches 
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mennt  war  or  nothing,  and  over  all  was 
the  trail  of  finance.  There  has  been  a 
conspiracy  of  gold  hunters,  some  foreign 
and  some  British.  It  was  a  sordid  plot 
against  the  pea^e  of  South  Africa  at  the 
expense  of  the  fame  and  strength  of  the 
British  empire.  It  was  maddening  to 
think  the  well  intentioned  people  of 
Great  Britain  should  be  dupes  in  stock 
jobbing  maueuvres,  a  mere  game  of  bulls 
and  bears." 

Such  are  the  words  of  this  most 
learned  of  modern  Englishmen.  He 
sustains  the  position  taken  b}*  this  little 
Book  Notks  to  the  uttermost,  and  shows 
l he  wickedness  of  the  things  written  by 
the  Journals  Editor.  A  retail  business 
of  this  sort  we  call  pickpockets,  bur- 
glary compared  to  it  is  honorable.

In  my  own  case  we  used  3619 
cubic  feet  of  water.  The  Water  Depart- 
ment measures  by  wine  measuie,  which 
gives  231  cubic  inches  to  a  gallon;  beer 
measure  gives  2S2  cubic  inches;  but  it  is 
wine  measure  that  is  used  in  making  us 
pay  for  water.  The  Department  fixes 
7  1-2  gallons  to  one  cubic  foo; ;  hence 
our  using  5619  cubic  feet  gave  us  29142 
gallons,  nearly  21000  gallons  jcs-s.  iLau 
we  had  paid  for.  But  reckoning  in  wine 
measure. instead  of  beer  measure,  makes 
our  use  appear  larger  by  nearly  7000 
gallons  than  it  would  have  appeared  had 
wine  measure  not  been  used.  At  the 
Citv  rate,  two  cents  for    each    hundred 
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gallons,  the  amount  used  was  £5.84,  so 
that  we  gave  the  city  $4  16,  a  year  in 
advauce,  for  positively  nothing.  The 
water  we  used  cost  us  about  3  aud  43 
hundredths  cents,  for  what  every  large 
user  pays  one,  and  one  half  cents  for. 
Now  Book  Notes  declares  that  such  a 
charge  is  unjust  to  the  poorer  classes  of 
this  community.  There  are  not  less 
than  15000  families  in  this  city  treated 
jnst  as  unfairly  as  my  own  was.  Why 
do  they  not  demand  and  enforce  a 
change.

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How  Two  Newspapers  Discover   the 
repeal  of  R.  \7's.  Banishment. 

Two  newspapers  to  wit,  the  Trans- 
cript of  Boston;  and  the  Journal  of  Prov- 
idence have  made  a  display  of  ignor- 
ance concerning  the  banishment  of 
Roger  Williams  which  is  comical  ;  the 
Journal  knowing  nothing  of  the  subject 
stupidly  followed  the  Transcript  and 
its  editor  publishes  a  column  of  mere 
stuff  which  will  permanently  display 
the  supreme  ignorance  of  both  papers. 
The  Transcript  published  an  Act  of  the 
Council  ot  Massachusetts,  adopted 
March  1676  giving  permission  to  Roger 
Williams  to  "repayre  into  any  of  our 
towns  for  his  security''  under  certain 
conditions;  and  this  the  Editor  of  the 
Journal  says,  "was  practically  annulling 
the  edict  of  exile''  and  continuing  "this 
vote  will  surprise  many  BTiode  Island 
people  *  *  there  will  be  real  interest 
in  this  state  in  the  alleged  vote  of  the 
Governor's  Council  at  Boston  in  167O 
revoking  the  decree  of  1635,  *  *  the 
Transcript  informs  us  that  the  record 
can  be  found  in  the  archives  of  the 
Common  wealth  now  in  possession  of  the 
Secretary;  for  the  benefit  of  Massachu- 
setts the  matter  should  be  in-  estigated." 
The  'Transcript  says  "there  is  no  refer- 
ence to  this  Act  in  the  record  of  the 
Massachusetts  Bay  Colony,  as  it  was  an 


Act  of  the  Council  and  therefore  had  on 
place  among  the  legislative  doings  of 
that  year.  The  records  of  the  Council 
for  the  period  including  the  year  1676 
are  missing  from  the    Secretary's   files 


:he 
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sentence  of  banishment  is  noted  only  in 
the  original  paper  of  the  Council's 
Act."  It  is  astounding  how  men  can 
write  such  contradictory  nonsense.  In 
the  first  part  of  its  article  the  'Trans- 
cript says  "in  the  archives  of  the  state 
in  the  custody  of  the  Secretary  of  the 
Commonwealth  is  a  document  bearing 
the  date  1G76  *  *  showing  that  our 
forefathars  did  not  leave  it  for  the  men 
of  the  19th  century  to  repeal  an  unjust 
sentence;"  in  the  last  part  of  its  article, 
the  Traascript  says  "the  records  of  the 
Council  for  1676  are  missing  from  the 
Secretary's  office."  Will  the  Transcript 
explain  how  a  document  in  the  custody 
of  the  Secretary^  and  which  it  copied 
verbatim,  could  have  been  copied  if  it 
was  missing.  Again,  will  the  Tran- 
script inform  us  whether  the  Governor's 
Council  in  the- Commonwealth  can  re- 
peal an  Act  of  the  General  Court. 
Again,  the  act  was  in  no  sense  a  repeal 
or  a  revocation.  Williams  was  banished 
because  of  his  views  concerning  religious 
liberty;  this  "revocation"  gives  him 
permission  to  enter  ..Massachusetts  on 
condition    of    his      "beha-vng    himself 
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peaceably  and  inoffensively  and  not  dis- 
seminating and  venting  any  of  his  dif- 
ferent opinions  in  matters  of  religion" 
The  very  thing  for  which  Willians  was 
banished  in  1655  is  reiterated  in  1676, 
and  this  the  Journal  and  the  Transcript 
call  a  repeal  or  a  revocation.  Now  for 
the  newness  of  the  whole  thing,  these 
Editors  thought  that  because  they 
knew  nothing  about  the  act,  nobody 
else  could  know  about  it.  The  Tran- 
script will  find  the  act  printed  in  1859 
by  the  state  of  Massachusetts  in  the 
10th  volumne  of  the  Plymouth  Colony 
Records,  and  it  is  now  in  every  large 
library  in  this  country;  It  certainly  is 
here  in  Providence  in  every  one  of  the 
large  libraries.  Several  years  ago  Book 
NOTES,  having  occasion  to  review  cer- 
tain historical  errors  which  the  Rev. 
Dr.  Vose  had  printed  in  his  publication 
took  occasion  to  republish  the  act  and  to 
show  the  absurdity  of  it;  so  that  it  is  not 


only  in  every  large  library  here,  but  in 
hundreds  of  private  libraries  where 
Book  Notes  is  bound  and  kept,  (see 
Vol.  NI  page  217).  Williams,  banished 
because  of  his  religion,  could  come 
back,  but  he  must  leave  his  religion  in 
Rhode  Island,  and  this  is  the  Journal's 
idea  of  a  revocation,  as  it  also  is  the 
Tratisc riffs. 

The  Jon rnal blunders  iu  another  re- 
spect, it  says,  "last  year  aud  this,  res- 
olutions were  offered  in  the  Massachu- 
Legislature  providing  for  the  relocation 
of  the  sentence  of  banishment  but  on 
both  occasions  they  ■were  defeated"  all 
of  which  is  utter  nonsense;  the  revoca- 
tion now  before  the  General  Court  is 
the  one  carried  in  last  year,  but  which 
never  came  to  a  vote;  it  went  over  be- 
cause of  lapse  of  time.  In  1876  an  at- 
tempt was  made  to  repeal  the  act,  but 
the  Rev.  H.  M.  Dexter  succeeded  in 
heading  it  off. 
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It  is  sincerely  to  be  hoped  that  the 
Massachusetts  General  Court  will  not 
belittle  itself  by  enacting  this  revoca- 
tion nonsense:  the  farce  of  "expung- 
ing*' resolutions  hash-,  fore  beeu  shown. 


IS  Cotton  Seed  Oil    Good    for  Public 
Libraries. 


The  value  of  Cotton  seed  for  the  oil 
which  it  contained  was  shown  by  the 
English  Society  tor  the  encouragement 
of  the  arts,  in  17S3.  The  use  of  the 
"cake,"  after  the  extraction  of  the  oil, 
as  food  for  cattle,  was  also  shown.  In 
1820  some  gentlemen  at  Lille,  France 
announced  the  discovery  of  a  secret  of 
great  importance;  to  wit;  that  cotton 
seeds  contained  much  oil;  it  was  the 
same  secret  which  the  English  Society 
had  published  to  all  the  world,  some 
forty  years  before;  the  extracting  of  the 
oil,  the  gentlemen  announced  was 
very     simple,     in     fact     as     simple    as 


the  extracting  of  the  oil  of  Col/a 
(Rape  seed).  The  gentlemen  an- 
nounced that  their  experiments  had 
resulted  in  obtaining  six  litres  of 
oil,  from  fifteen  kilograms  of  seed; 
which  was  about  six  and  a  third  quarts 
of  oil.  from  33  pounds  of  seeds,  by  pres- 
sing, or  grinding,  or  both  together; 
nothing  was  then  actually  known  con- 
cerning the  edible  quality  of  the  oil; 
but  it  was  suggested  by  the  gentlemen. 
Their  main  purpose  was  to  show  the 
value  of  this  oil  as  a  product  in  the 
manufacture  of  soap,  for  which  Marseil- 
les has  been  so  long  celebrated.  These 
facts  were  well  known  all  over  Europe, 
and  were  republished  here  in  Prov- 
idence in  1820;  but  here  with  particu- 
larity, the  great  pecuniary  return,  was 
elaborately  shown;  so  little  do  men 
note  such  facts  that  the  knowledge  slept 
here  for  another  forty  years.  In  1857 
there  dwelt  at  Pawtucket  a  young  man, 
by  name  Lyman  Clapp;  he  was  a  brother

of  Dr.  Svlvanus  Clapp,  so  long  well 
known  there.  This  young  man  came  to 
Providence  ami  entered  the  service  of 
Rufus  Greene  &  Co,  then  engaged  in 
commerce  with  the  eastern  coasts  of 
South  Africa,  just  where  England  is 
waging  war  against  the  Boers  to  get 
away  their  Gold,  and  Diamond  mines. 
Young  Clapp  went  out  in  one  of 
Greene's  vessels  as  supercargo.  While 
there  he  heard  about  the  oil  in  cotton 
seeds,  left  the  ship,  came  home,  and 
entered  the  service  of  the  Union  Oil 
Company,  which  Rufus  Waterman  had 
just  then  established  for  the  very  pur- 
pose of  making,  or  squeeziug  out,  the 
oil  from  cotton  seeds.  Mr.  Clapp  staid 
with  the  Union  Oil  Co.  about  one  year, 
when  he  left  it,  and  started  an  oil 
squeezing  works  of  his  own;  this  he 
continued  about  fS  months  when  he 
sold  it  to  the  Union  Oil  Co.,  or  trans- 
feree it  in  some  way,  and  himself  with  it. 


In  obedience  to  the  laws  of  commercial 
evolution,  Waterman  was  squeezed 
much  worse  than  the  cotton  cecils,  out, 
and  Henry  L.  Kendall,  a  so  -p  maker 
went  in.  Mr.  Clapp,  who  reconstructed 
his  name  to  Kh-pp;  when  he  went  last 
into  the  Union  Oil  Co,  staid  through  it 
all,  until  his  death.  Such  was  the 
discovery  and  foundation  of  a  business 
here,  in  1S5S-9,  the  secret  of  which  was 
known  all  over  Europe  in  1783  The 
Union  Oil  Company,  has  now  become  a 
part  of  the  Cotton  Seei  Oil  Trust,  which 
absorbed  123  Companies,  the  Union 
Co.  being  one  of  the  laige^t,  it  not  the 
largest  of  them;   their    capitalization    is

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an  average  value  for  each  of  the  123 
Companies  absorbed,  of  $248,104  00;  but 
this  is  no  guide,  becau>e  the  Union  Oil 
Co.  consisted  of  500  shares,  at  a  par 
value  of  $1,000  each.  PI  L.  Kendall,  at 
the  time  of  his  death,  held  44    shares  of 
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this  slock,  valued  in  the  inventory  at 
$2,250  each;  it  went  into  the  trust,  but 
at  what  figure  we  do  not  know;  all 
these  things  are  of  public  interest  he- 
cause  of  Mr.  Kendall's  great  gift  to  the 
Providence  Public  Library;  the  amount 
of  funds  under  this  gift,  received  by  the 
Library,  was,  down  to  Jan.  1st,  1S99, 
$167,582  58.  This  seems  to  be  a  small 
sum  when  the  conditions  are  seen  and 
understood  —how  much  money  was  paid 
by  the  Cotton  Trust  forkMr.  Kendall's 
stock  in  the  Union  Oil  Co.  and  where 
did  it  go?  therein  lies  the  key  to  the 
situation.  A  trustee  of  the  Public 
Library  was  a  beneficiary  under 
the  will,  and  also  a  trustee  cf  the 
property.  Can  any  man  fairly  hold 
three  such  positions,  and  execute  them 
fairly? — Book  Notes  thinks  it  impossi- 
ble in  the  present  conditions  of  human 
character.  Few  people  have  any  idea 
of  the  growth  of  exportations  of  cotton 


seed  oil,  and  of  the  soap  material, 
from  this  country  In  189S  Marseilles 
alone  imported  2S';;739  barrels  of  this 
oil  equal  to  56,239  tons.  Ofthis  amount 
120.541  barrels  were  edible,  taking  the 
place  of  olive  oil,  and  coming  back  into 
this  country,  we  paying  50  cents  per 
gallon  tariff  upon  it;  we  export  it, 
and  then  pay  50  cents  a  gallon  to  get 
it  back  again — such  is  the  wisdom  of 
men,  or  what  is  it?

claimed  to  be  a  "bookman"  yet  he 
never  misses  an  opportunity  to  attack 
the  libraries, — the  bookman's  friend, — 
and  say  all  the  disagreeable  things 
imaginable  about  them  and  their 
methods  of  work.  He  reminds  one  of 
Hubbard,  the  editor  of  "The  Philistine,'1 
only  his  articles  are  not  quite  so  clever. 
One  reads  Book  Notes  in  about  the  same 
way  as  one  would  the  Philistine,  sim- 
ply to  be  amused.  If  Mr.  Rider  wishes 
to  compare  the  report  of  the  two 
libraries,  why  not  take  the  records  of 
each  for  one  year? 

The  circulation  of  the  Providence 
library  for  the  year  1898  was  120932; 
the  population  of  the  city,  according  to 
the  1895  statistics  was  145  472  so  it  will 
be  seen  that  less  than  one  book  was 
circulated  to  every  man,  woman  and 
child  in  the  city.  The  patrons  reported 
were  14,349,  or  one-tenth  the  entire  pop- 


;  illation,    and    as    Mr.    Rider  said    about 
eight  and  one  half  books  were  taken  by 
each    reader.     60.6    per  cent,  of  all    the 
1  books  circulated    were    fiction.     During 
the  past  two  years  the    Xarragansett   li- 
brary has  been  re-registering  its  patrons, 
and    on  December  thirty-first  1S99,    691 
I  names  were  on  the  register.     The  popu- 
;  latiou  of  the  three  villages    using  the  li- 
I  brary  is    estimated   to  be   between    2500 
'  and  3000,  call  it  the  latter  number,  and 
there  is  nearly  one  fourth    of  the    popu- 
;  latiou  of  three  villages  using  the  library, 
j  ..  Paring   the    past    year     11,311    books 
j  were  circulated.     This  does  not  include 
i  books   for   reference    used     inside    the 
'■  building  only.     This  makes  an  average 
j  of  sixteen  and  one-third   books  to    each 
j  taker,  or  three  and    seven   tenths  books 
to  each  man,  woman  child,  in  the  three 
j  villages.     Of    the    entire    circulation  77 
per  cent,  of  the  books   read  were  fiction

Three  Dorr  War  Cases  in  the  United 
Stales   Courts. 

The  editors  of  the  Providence  Journal 
are  certainly  wise  (oh!)  and  honest 
(oh!  oh  !  !)  men,  and  we  will  show  how 
we  know  it.  Those  very  learned  men 
on  the  13th  ot  Feb.  published  an  article 
on  the  political  actions  of  rival  factions 
in  Kentucky,  and  touched  upon  the 
question  of  taking  the  matter  to  the 
United  States  Courts  for  adjudication; 
in  this  article  these  learned  men  said: 

"Rhode  Island  once  experienced  a 
serious  disturbance  of  the  peace  over  the 
fundamental  authority  of  rival  election 
officials,  but  no  one  thought  of  settling 
the  question  by  resorting  to  the  Federal 
Courts." 

Whereupon  Book  No^ES  with  modes- 
ty said,  "The  Rhode  Island  Cases  were 
taken  to  the  U.  S.  Supreme  Court  and 
there  argued  and  determined;  at  the 
January  term  1S48;  the  Court,  that  is, 
four  ninths  of  it,  five  out  of  nine  judges, 
(four  made  the  decision)  held  the  case 
25  months,  and  then  gave  their  de- 
cision. Book  Notes  gave  the  paragraph 
to  the  Ari"ws  and  in  that  paper  it  was 
printed;  this  gave  the  Joum  il  suffici- 
ent time  to  arouse  a  "correspondent," 
and  make  an  elaborate  reply  to  Book 
Notes,  before  Book  Notes  went  into 
circulation. 


Now  let  us  examine  the  last  editorial; 
it  reads,  "A  correspondent  has  suggested 
that  the  Rhode  Island  case  utterly  dis- 
proves a  statement  made  in  these 
columns  a  few  days  ago,  referring  to 
I  the  Kentucky  situation  and  the  Dorr 
War.  The  Journal  said,  no  one  thought 
!  of  settling  the  local  dispute  by  resort- 
!  ing  to  the  Federal  Courts."  Then  with 
1  monumental  gall  it  continues,  "The 
j  statement  is  s/iown  to  be  correct  by  the 
Supreme.  Courts  decision  in  that  case." 
If  no  one  ever  thought  of  taking  the 
case  there,  how  did  that  Court  arrive  at 
an  opinion.  Again  "Asa  matter  of  fact 
the  Supreme  Court  in  its  decision  on 
the  case  (Luther  vs.  Borden)  declared 
that  the  Dorr  Government  lasted  but 
two  days"  Book  NdTES  says  "As  a  mat- 
ter of  fact"  that  no  such  statement  ■  ex- 
ists in  the  opinion.  It  was  taken  from 
Webster's  argument,  but  altered;  Web- 
ster (Daniel)  said  "This  (Dorr)  govern- 
ment whatever  it  was  came  into  existence 
on  the  third  day  of  May,  and  went  out 
of  existence  on  the  4th  day  of  May." 
But  the  Court  used  no  such  language. 
On  the  contrary  the  opinion  reads: 

"We  do  not  understand  from  the  ar- 
gument that  the  Constitution  ur.der 
which  the  plaintiff  (Dorr)  acted  is  sup- 
posed to  have  been  in  force  after  the 
Constitution  of  May  1843  went  into 
operation;  the  contest,  is  confined  to  the 


year  preceding;  the  plaintiff  contends 
that  the  charier  government  was  dis- 
placed and  ceased  to  have  any  lawful 
power  after  the  organization  in  May 
1S42  of  the  government  which  he  (Dorr) 
supported." 

That  the  Journal  did  not  tell  the 
truth  concerning  its  "correspondent"  is 
shown  by  its  following  an  error  which 
I  inadvertently  made,  but  which  I  have 
nere  corrected;  I  wrote,  concerning  the 
Luther-Rorden  case  that  it  was  "argued 
and  determined  at  the  January  term, 
S84S;  following  its  "correspondent"  the 
Journal  speaks  of  the  "decision  of 
1S4S;"  there  was  no  decision  in  1S4S;  it 
was  made  in  1S50  more  than  two  years 
after  the  argument.  It  was  a  singular 
circumstance  that  the  "Journal's corres- 
pondent, and  myself  should  both  have 
(alien  into  the  same  error.  What  the 
Journal  did,  or  did  not,  is  not  of  the 
slightest  consequence  in  this  connec- 
tion ;  but  these  cases  are  of  such  histori- 
cal, and  political  interest  that  Book 
Notes  will  enter  more  largely  than  it 
first  intended,  upon  their  consideration. 
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The  Luthers  were  farmers  living  at 
Warren,  where  for  more  than  a  century 
they  had  dwelt  ;  they  owned  their  farms 
and  hence  were  Freemen,  under  the 
Charter ;  but  they  wanted  the  Charter 
set  aside,  and  a  Constitution  adopted. 
which  their  representatives  in  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  had  for  three  quarters  of 
a  century  refused  to  "allow"  them  to 
have.  The  people  refused  to  be  longer 
held  back  from  their  political  rights  by 
the  General  Assembly,  called  a  conven- 
tion of  delegates  from  the  towns,  which 
Convention  met  in  the  Sta'e  House  in 
Providence,  on  the  4th  of  Oct.  1S4T, 
framed  a  Constitution,  submitted  it 
j  broad  cast  to  the  people  for  their  exam- 
ination and  adjourned  to  meet  at  the 
State  House  on  the  16t.l1  of  November 
following;  it  then  ordered  the  Consti- 
tution submitted  to  the  people,  on  the 
27th,  28th,  29th  of  December  1S41  fol- 
lowing; and  on  the  I2lh  of  Jan,  1S42 
again  assembled  at  the  State  Mouse  in 
Providence  to  count  the  ballots.  There 
were  13944  cast,  of  which  number  4960 
were    the   votes   of  freemen,    that  is    of 
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legal  voters  under  the  Charter.  The 
People's  Constitution  had  actually  re- 
ceived the  votesof  aniajoriiyof  the  free- 
men then  existing  in  the  state.  Pro- 
clamation was  then  made  from  the  State 
House,  of  the  adoption,  and  the  usual 
election  for  state  officers  was  held  in 
April.  Dorr  ran  for  Governor  and  was 
declared  elected.  In  March  1842,  the 
Charter  government,  which  the  Dorr 
party  held  had  been  supplanted,  held 
a  General  Assembly,  and  enacted  the 
"Algerine"  Law.  long  after  the  Peo- 
ple's Constitution  had  been  adopted  and 
proclaimed  to  be  the  fundamental  law 
of  Rhode  Island.  The  General  Assem- 
bly which  enacted  this  infamous  law 
met  on  the  28th  March  :  the  law  was  pro- 
mulgated by  the  Secretary,  April  4.  It 
made  the  attendance  as  warden  or  clerk 
of  a  town  meeting  calkd'by  any  body  of 
men  other  than  "Freemen"  an  indict- 
able offense,  punishable  by  a  fine  rot 
exceeding  One  Thousand,  nor  less  than 
Five  Hundred  dollars,  and  an  "impris- 
onment for  six    months."     It    made    ac- 


ceptance of   office    as    Governor,  or  any 
other  office,  treason,  and  punishable   by 

imprisonment  for  life."     It  is    the  same 
statute  now  existing,  but  with  some  ma- 
|    terial    changes.     Title    xxx,    Chap.    275, 
.   General  Laws,  p.  96S.     The  purpose  was 
to  head  off  the  call  of  the  People's   Con- 
!  stitution  Party,  to  meet  and    nominate  a 
;  State  Ticket.    But  the  people  met,  nom- 
j  inated  a  State  Ticket,  and  on    the    elec- 
tion day  cast  6,359  votes  for    those    who 
j   were  nominated.     Samuel  W.  King,  who 
i  was  run  by  the  "Charter  Party''  received 
!  4,684  votes;  Mr.  Dorr  led    King  by  1,495 
j  votes  and  was  sent    to   State    Prison    for 
life.  This  was  done  under  this  "Algerine 
i   Law,  ''a  statute  which  no  state  legislature 
nor  Congress  itself  could  enact  under  the 
;  U.  S.  Constitution.   In  May  1S43  the  pres- 
!  ent  Constitution  went  into  effect.     Fol- 
!  lowing  the  enactment  of  the  "Algerine 
I  Law"  came  a    proclamation    of    Martial 
j  law  on  the  25th  of  June  fS.ir2.    With,  this 
I  concise    summary    that    which    follows 
!  can  be  understood.     It   was   concerning 
i  events  which    transpired   between  May 
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1S.J2  and  May  1843  thai  men  were  tried, 
persecuted  and  punished. 

Il  was  in  this  year,  that  the  offence 
against  the  Luthers  was  committed, 
29th  of  June  1842  by  a  body  of  armed 
men.  No  disturbance  of  any  kind  had 
before  this  assault,  been  committed,  or 
had  occurred  at  Warren,  the  state  hav- 
ing been  placed  under  Martial  law 
by  ihe  act  of  an  extinct  legislature  four 
days  before  the  assault.  Such  was  the 
view  held  by  the  Dorr  party.  Nov.-  let 
us  see  what  happened  using  the  files  of 
the  Journal  itself;  Oct.  27,  (842,  it  an- 
nounced that  suit  had  been  brought 
by  Luther  against  the  men  who  broke 
open  his  house  and  gave  these  reasons 
for  the  attack,  "a  number  of  men,  about 
fifty,  were  banging  around  a  tavern  » 
little  way  over  the  Massachusetts  line, 
with  the  avowed  purpose  of  marching 
into  Warren  (actually  invading  another 
state)  as  soon  as  they  should  hear  of  any 
success  on  the  part  of  Dorr.  This  Luther 

and     a    man     named furnished 

the  gang  with    information  of   the  state 


of  things  at  Warren;  how  many  men 
were  absent,  how  many  remained,  and 
with  what  arms — the  commander  of  the 
police  force  decided  that  both  men 
should  be  taken  into  custody,  and  so 
sent  (at  3  o'clock  in  the  morning),  a 
file  of  men  to  make  the  arrest.'' 

There  was  no  such  thing  as  a  "com- 
mander of  police"  in  that  rural  town — 
"a  file  of  men"  does  not  generally  refer 
to  the  police.  In  the  trial  of  the  Rachel 
Luther  case  before  the  Federal  Court, 
Judge  Story  described  this  "police  cum- 
inander"  as  a  ''military  officer."  — 
{Journal,  April  8,  1S44.) 

Martin  Luther  brought  suit  in  the 
Rhode  Island  com  t  soon  after  the  as- 
sault upon  himself  and  his  mother,  in 
her  own  house.  Levi  Haile,  a  Justice 
of  the  court  before  which  Luther's  case 
had  been  brought.  v>as  a  prominent 
actor  in  these  events  at  Warren,  accord- 
ing to  his  own  testimony.  "Luther's 
sister  applied  to  him  for  a  passport  to 
goto  Fall  River,  on  the  morning  on 
which    the   house    was   broken    open;'* 
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but  before  Luther  could  get  n  trial  of 
his  case  a  Grand  Jury  was  impanelled 
and  Luther  was  indicted  for  presiding 
at  a  meeting,  in  the  town,  h  11  Ivy  the 
friends  of  the  People's  C<>  istitution; 
the  selecting  of  Juries  both  Grand  and 
Petit  is  clearly  shown  by  the  admission 
of  the  Journal  and  by  the  action  of  the 
Judges  in  this  case.  This  is  the  way  in 
which  it  was  done  with  Grand  Jui  ies— -a 
Grand  Jury  is  impanelled  say,  of  twelve 
men;  it  takes  12  for  an  indictment;  if  the 
attorney's  case  failed  of  the  necessary 
12  votes;  the  venire  was  sent  out  for 
men;  were  the  political  friends  or  ene- 
mies, of  the  persons  to  be  indicted, 
brought  in;  the  process  was  repeated 
until  the  entiie  possible  panel,  23  men. 
was  exhausted.  Such  is  practically  the 
Journals  statement,  and  it  is  sustained 
by  a  letter  written  by  Greene,  the  At- 
torney General,  who  justified  such  acts. 
There  were  upon  the  Grand  jury  which 
indicted  Bos-worth  and  Heath  exactly  12 
men  ;  when  Greene  brought  his  case  be- 
fore them  he  knew  that  every  vote  would 
be  required  to  indict;  and  he    got    every 


'    vote,  this  in  Bristol     County,  which  had 
j  cast  640  votes  for  the  People's  Constitu- 


}  tion,  of  which  number  292  were  the 
j  votes  of  Freemen  This  shows  the 
;  care  with  which  the  Attorney  General 
had  selected  the  Grand  Jury.  There- 
were  two  other  Warren  cases,  of  men 
indicted  for  attending  a  pretended  town 
meeting,  to  wit,  Benjamin  M.  Bosworth 
and  William  Heath,  both  were  indicted 
under  the  "Algerine  Law,"  and  both 
were  tried  and  both  convicted.  In  im- 
panelling a  jury  in  the  Bosworth  case, 
objection  was  made  to  Lewis  B.  Smith 
on  the  ground  that  he  was  a  member  of 
the  legislature  which  passed  the  actC'Al- 
gerine  Law")  under  which  the  prisoner 
stood  indicted."  Smith  had  been  a  vio- 
lent    charter     partisan—Chief     Justice

and      put 


Smith  upon  the  Jury. 
George  Pearse,  who  had  been  foreman 
of  the  Grand  Jury,  which  indicted  Bos- 
worth, was  made  foreman  of 
the  Petit  Jury;  to  try 

Bosworth.      In  the   Heath   case  Suchet 
Mauran  was   drawn  as   a  juror:  he  was 
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challenged  on  the  ground  that  he  was 
one  of  the  party  which  arrested  Heath 
a.^>  a  prisoner  of  war;  he  was  kept  on 
the  jury  by  Chief  Justice  Durfee.  Of 
course  Luther  was  convicted,  but  re- 
commended to  the  mercy  of  the  court; 
he  was  sentenced  to  six  months  in  the 
County  Jail,  and  fined  $500,  Chief  Jus- 
tice Durfee  remarking  "that  if  he 
wished  more  mercy  shown  lie  must  g,o 
to  the  General  Assembly."  The  Journal 
adds,  "the  prisoner  was  immediately 
committed  to  jail."  This  was  the  first 
case  under  the  "Algerine  Law."  Luther 
served  out  his  time,  and  political 
friends  paid  the  fine;  when  he  came  out 
of  jail,  the  Court  put  him  under  bonds 
of  £2,000.  The  Luthers  finding  no  pos- 
sible hope  for  what  thev  thought  was 
justice  tied  from  Rhode  Island  into 
Massachusetts,  and  then  brought  suit 
in  the  Federal  Court  here  in  Provi- 
dence, before  Judges  Story  and  Pitman. 
Pitman  had  been  an  ardent  partisan  for 
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the  Algerine  party  ;  he   was    the  anony- 
mous author   of   the   "Reply  to  Marcus 
Morten,'1  and  also   of    an     "Address    to 
the  Members  of  the  General  Assembly,'' 
the  case  was,  Rachel  Luther  vs.  Borden. 
Rachel  Luther  was  the  mother    of    Mar- 
tin ;   her  husband,  also    named    Martin, 
was  a  soldier  in    the  Revolution  ;  at  the 
age  of  82,  he  died  at  Warren,  2S  Decem- 
ber, 1841,     just  preceding   these  events. 
i   Rachel,  the  widow,  then  So  years  of  age, 
I  dwelt  in  the  house  broken  open  :    it  was 
|  her  home.     Let  me  give  you  a  specimen 
I  of  this  trial ;  Miss  Betsey  Pearce,   a  wit- 
i   ness,  lived  with  Rachel  Luther,  slept  in 
:  a  room  adjoining;  here  is   her  testimony 
j  concerning  the    action:     "I    was   waked 
i  Wednesday  morning  by  the  house  being 
j  broken  open  ;  I  slept  on  the  lower  floor; 
Mrs.    Rachel    Luther    slept    m    a    room 
leading  out  of  mine  ;  my  room  was  near- 
est  the  front  door   ;    I  got  up   and   went 
into  Mrs.  Luther's    room    and    told    her 
that  some  one  had  broken  into  the  house; 
I  then    went  back  to  my    room  ;  the  men 
had  got  to  my  door  and    were   trying    to 
open  it ;  1  held  onto  it  and    told    them    I 
would  open   it  in  a  minute,  I  was  in  my 
night  clothes;  they  could  not  open    the 
door,but  broke  it  in,  staving  off  the  latch 
and  a  piece  from   the  top  of   the    door ; 
they  came  in  and  I  went    into   the  front 
room  ;  but  one  came  into    my   room  ;     I 
then  went  into  Mrs.  Luther's   room  and 
they  were    looking    in    at    her    window ; 
those  that  stood    around    the    door  were 
armed;  Mrs.  Luther  then  came  out  of  her 
room  and  the  man  that  was  in  mv   room 
jumped  out  from  under  the  bed  and  stood 
up    before    Mrs.    Luther,    and    told   her 
to         tell         him  where  Martin 

Luther  was,  or  he  would  run  her 
through;  he  had  something  in  his 
hand  which  he  held  up  to  her 
breast.  either  a  sword  or  a  bayonet; 
he  stood  right  in  front  of  her  and  held  it 
close  to  her ;  it  was  done  in  a  rough, 
harsh  manner;  she  told  the  man  that 
Martin  had  started  for  Fall  River,  but 
wheie  he  was  now  she  didn't  know;  he 
replied  that  she  lied." 

Now  let  me  give  you  s.  specimen  from 
Judge  Story's  charge  to  the  Jury    upon 
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this  testimony.  "Miss  Pearce  is  the  sole 
witness  upon  ?vhom  the  flainttff  must 
rely  for  the  proof  of  any  assault,  and 
here  he  would  notice  a  question  which 
the  council  for  the  plaintiff  put  with 
much  apparent  simplicity;  In-  asked  if 
there  was  no  excess  committed  by  these 
men — why  have  they  not  shown  it  in 
evidence— how  could  they  do  so— the 
name  of  every  man  there  that  morning 
was  put  into  the  writ,  although  five  or 
six  of  them  never  wei  e  in  the  house.  I 
am  not  clear,  if  the  general  issue  had 
been  pleaded,  it  would  have  been  the 
duty  of  the  court  to  order  au  acquittal 
of  those  against  whom  there  was  no 
evidence/" 

Such  a  chaige  from  such  a  judge  upon 
such  evidence  seems  incredible ;  and 
like  the  action  of  the  State  Court,  Chief 
Justice  Durfee  presiding,  in  the  Bosworth 
and  Heath,  suits,  in  the  selection  of  the 
jurv  seems  to  be  incapable  of  defence. 

Such  was  the  result  here  in  Rhode  Is- 
land, in  both  the  State  and  Federal 
Courts.  A  Boston  writer  in  comment- 
ing upon  it  says,  "Martin  Luther  is 
now  in  jail  for  using  a  Freeman's  right 
of  peaceably  presiding  in  a  town  meet 
ing,''  and  you  can  in  Rhode  Island,  "so 
contrive  your  juries,  that  there  is  no 
redress  by  their  verdict  for  so  shame- 
less an  outrage,"  as  this  was.  In  spite 
of  what  the  Journal  says,  both  cases 
were  taken  to  the  Supreme  Court  at 
Washington  by  writs  of  error,  but  only 
the  Martin  Luther  was  heard  by  the 
Court.  Five  of  the  nine  Judges  sat, 
one  (Woodbury)  dissented,  and  four 
gave  the  opinion,  three  of  these  were 
Dred  Scott  Judges,  and  this  is  what 
they  decided,  "It  rested  with  the  politi- 
cal power  (but  it  does  not  state  which 
political  power)  to  decide  whether  the 
charter  government  had  been  displaced 
or  not;  and  when  that  decision  was 
made,  the  Judicial  department  would 
be  hound  to  take  notice  of  it  as  the  par- 
amount government.''  Again,  —  "the 
right  to  decide  is  placed  in  Congress, 
and  not  in  the  Courts."  From  a  sum- 
mary of  the  decision,  made  by  the  clerk 
of  the  Court,  W.  T.  Carroll  I  now  show 


what  the  Court   decided.      "The    Courts 
of  Rhode  Island  have  decided    in    favor 
of  the  validity  of   the    Charter   govern- 
ment,   and    the  Courts    of    the     United 
States  adopt  and   follow    the    Decisions 
of  the  State  Courts  in  questions    which 
concern    merely    the   Constitution    and 
the  laws  of  the  State."     But  the  density 
of  the  Journals  ignorance  is  not  yet  ful- 
ly   shown.       Long   before    the    Luther- 
Borden  case,  the  the  case  of   Dorr    him- 
self had    been    attempted    to   be    taken, 
and  in  fact  was  taken,  and  argued  before 
the  Court,    for    a    writ    of   error.     Dorr 
was  indicted   2?    August    1S42,   he  came 
into  Rhode  Island  and  surrendered  him- 
self;    was    tried    before    the    Supreme 
Court,  at  the    March  term,   1S44,    found 
guilty,  sent  to  prison  for  life  on  the  27th 
June  1S44.  he  remained  in  prison  exact- 
ly one  year,  being  released  bv  the  Gene- 
ral   Assembly,    without    conditions,    on 
the  27th  June  1845.  Early  in  theautumn 
after  Dorr's  imprisonment,    Francis  C. 
Treadwell  a  New  York    lawyer,  applied 
to  the   Supreme    Court    in   Washington 
for  a  writ  of    Habeas    Corpus;   the    case 
,  was  argued  to  the  Court;  and  the  Opin- 
ion says  "It  appears  from  the  affidavits 
of  F.  C.  Treadwell  a  counsellor   at  law 
of  this  Court  and  others    that    personal 
access   to    Dorr   in    his   confinement   to 
ascertain  whether  he    desires  a   writ    of 
error  to  remove  the  record    of   his   con- 
viction to  this  court    has   been   refused; 
011    this    ground    this    application    was 
made;     "neither     this     nor     any   other 
Court  of   tbe    United    States,    or   judge 
thereof  can    issue    a    habeas    corpus    to 
bring  up  a  prisoner  who    is    in    custody 
under    a    sentence,     or    execution    of    a 
State  Court,  for  any  other  purpose  than 
to  be   used    as   a    witness"   "The    coun- 
sel in  his  application  prays  for  a  writ  of 
error;  but  as  it  appears  that  he  does  not 
act  under  the  authority  of  Dorr    but    at 
the  request  of  friends  the  prayer  cannot 
be  granted."     Mr.  Justice  McLean  gave 
the  decision  ;  the  Court  was  unanimous.

In  the  iii  st  week   of   this   year  a  New 
York  Jury     gave    a    verdict     against    a 
Street  Railroad  Company,    for  the  loss 
of  an  arm  by  a  child  three  years  of  age, 
$10,000.     Last  week,  another  New  York 
Jury,    gave   another   verdict    against   a 
Street  Railroad  Company    for   the    loss 
of  a  leg,    by   a    child    six  years  of    age, 
$i 5,000.     But  here  in  Rhode   Island  the 
case  is  different,  the  General  Assembly 
has  given  the  Street  Railroad  a  Contract 
which   cannot   be  repealed,    but   which 
like  Tennyson's  brook  goes  on  forever. 
This  transaction  on  the  part  of   those 
■who  make  laws  not  for   protection,   but 
for  the  robbery  of  the   people    was  sim- 
ply infamous.     On  the  15th  June,  1898, 
an  "Act  providing  for  a    tax    on    Street 
railways,"  was  brought  into  the  Assem- 
bly and  "jammed"    at   once    through — 
not    a    single    member   had   ever    even 
read  the  act — Within  an  hour    after   in- 
troduction   the    proposed    act    had    re- 
ceived the  signature  of  Governor  Dyer, 
and  was  a  law   of   the    State.     Under  an 
innocent  but  deceitful  title,    a  contract, 
perpetual  in  character,  had   been    made 
by  the  representatives  of  the  people.  In 
the  famous  Yazoo   Land   case,  Fletcher 
vs.  Peck,  the  U.  S.  Supreme  Court  held 
this  language:  "When,  then,  a  law  is  in 
its    nature  a  contract,    a    repeal    of   the 
law  cannot   divest    these    rights"  (6th 
Cranch's  Reports.)     This  is    precisely

Neither  limbs,  nor  lives,  are  of  conse- 
quence against  such  a  transaction;  men 
ought  to  be  thankful  to  walk  the  streets 
at  all.

It  is  shown  by  the 
study  of  the  terms  that  so  -earned  a 
jurist  as  Bacon  could  not  ha\  e-(v-  rnten, 
into  plays  and  poems  such  poor  legal 
knowledge  as  Shakespeare  displays. 
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Literature  is  generally  hi  to  he 

quite  apart  from  politics,  but  John  S. 
Wise,  the  author  of  The  End  of  An  Era, 

au  extremely  interc  -:  le  view  of 

tbe  men  and  the  events  of  the  Confeder- 
acy, has  discovered  otherwise.  The 
author  of  the  1  ■  d  s  .  ved  throughout 
the  Civii  War  in  the  Confederate  army, 
and  enjoys  the  friendship  of  Mrs.  Jeffer- 
son  Davis,  as  he  dees  that  of  all  the  sur- 
vivors of  that  era  who  were  actively 
concerned  in  the  struggle. 

Ethan  Allen  is  one  of  the  most  con- 
spicuous figures  in  A  Dan-vis  Pioneer, 
by  Rowland  E.  Robinson,  whose  faculty 
of  portraying  the  romance  of  life  in  the 
woods  and  mountains  has  been  proved 
by  his  several  previous  volumes.  A 
Danvis  Pioneer  is  the  story  of  a  brave 
and  simple  settler  of  what  is  now  Ver- 
mont. The  territory  was  secured  after 
a  struggle  for  possession  with  the 
"Yorkers"  as  well  as  with  Indians,  and 
this  struggle  so  little  antedated  the 
Revolution  that  the  raising  of  the  com- 
pany known  as  the  Green  Mountain 
Boys  aud  their  part  iu  that  struggle  for 
liberty  form  much  of  the  narrative. 


The  American  Anthology,  companion

Tribe."     In   January,  1S33,  the  General 
Assembly    appointed    a    committee    to 
examine   and    report    upon  the  number 
and    condition    of    the    people   calling 
themselves     the     Narragansett     Tribe. 
Their  report  was  made  early  in  February 
of    that    year.     Col.  Joseph    Lewis   was 
appointed  to  ascertain   "  the  number  in 
each  family,  and   their  grade,"   that  is, 
purity  of    blood.     There  were    199    per- 
sons;     of    which     number     4<  20     were 
foreigners    having   no  connection  with 
the  Tribe  except  by  marriage,  or  other 
promiscuous  intercourse."     Seven    (7) 
were  of  "genuine  Narragansett  blood." 
Since     the     investigation,    and     before 
writing  the   report,  one   of    these  genu- 
ines  died,  and  six  were  left;  the   entire 
seven  "  were  aged  females."     Of  the  re- 
mainder   fourteen    (14)     were     "about 
half  blood,"  and  the  entire  number  left, 
158  persons,  were  "mixed,"  which,  the 
committee     say,   "means    three-fourths 
negro  blood;'T'most  of  the  half  bloods" 
were  females.     A  pure  blooded   Narra- 
gansett Indian  is  to-day  unknown;

$65.00;  sent  to  England  and  sold  for 
$22.50;  there  is  a  45  per  cent  tariff  and 
85  patents  covering  this  Providence 
Sewing  Machine;  doe?  the  laborer  get 
the  "swag?" 


Neither  the  City  Council,  nor  the 
General  Assembly  has  a  legal  right  to 
grant  the  privilege  of  bridging  streets 
to  individuals  nor  to  Corporations. 


Nor  has  the  Towns,  nor  the  General 
Assembly  the  right  to  grant  exemption 
from  taxation  to  those  who  elect  the 
members  to  office,  nor  for  any  other 
reason. 


Ten  years  ago  the  Grosveuors  got 
themselves  exempted  from  taxation  in 
East  Providence;  what  good  did  it 
do  for  the  people  of  that  town;  but  the 
shame  is  that  it  has  taken  ten  years  to 
take  the  law  into  court  ;  and  it  will  be 
ten  years  more  before  the  Court  will 
reach  the  point  of  knocking  out  the 
law.

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THE  GRAND  JURY  RIGHTS. 

The  action  of  Mr.  G.  H.  Putnam,  the 
New  York  publisher,  at  present  fore- 
man of  the  Grand  Jury  in  New  York 
City,  in  removing  District  Attorney  Asa 
Bird  Gardiner  from  the  Grand  Jury 
room,  will  not  fail  to  recall  my  own 
action  in  the  same  situation  against 
Mr.  Attorney  General,  R.  W.  Burbank^ 
Book  Notes  puts  here  on  record  the 
action  in  New  York,  taken  from  the 
New  York  papers.  The  occurrence  took 
place  soon  after  the  Grand  Jury  were 
seated,  15th  March,  at  10  o'clock  ;  the 
foreman,  Putnam,  requested  the  District 
Attorney  and  his  staff  to  retire  from  the 
room;;  Gardiner  declined  to  depart,  in- 
sisting on  what  he  called  his  "constitu- 
tional right"  ;  but  Foreman  Putnam  in- 
sisted, and  Gardiner  gave  a  "curt  re- 
fusal." Foreman  Putnam  then  led  the 
Grand  Jury  before  the  Court,  Recorder 
Goff,  Judge,  and  addressing  the  Court 
said,  "Your  Honor,  the  Grand  Jury, 
through  its  foreman,  desires  to  report 
that  the  orderly  proceeding  of  business 
has  been  interfered  with.  The  Grand 
Jury  deems  it  advisable  under  its  in- 
structions to  examine  witnesses  in  the 
absence  of  any  members  of  the  District 
Attorney's  office,  and  we  wish  instruc- 
tions." The  District  Attorney  lost  him- 
self in  his  own  madness,  raving  at  Put- 
nam, and  at  the  Court  as  well ;  but  the 
Court  held  him  rigidly  to  the  question 
at  issue,  to  wit,  his  right  to  sit  with  a 
Grand  Jury;  Gardiner  resisted,  insisted, 
protested,  and  at  last  desisted,  Recorder 


Goff  saying,  "I  over-rule  your  protest." 
"  77/ c  Grand  Jury  can  conduct  its  business 
without  the  presence  of  the  District  At- 
torney." After  some  further  wrangling 
by  Gardiner,  the  Court  ignoring  him 
said,  "Gentlemen  of  the  Grand  Jury — 
The  question  you  propound  is  of  great 
importance.  The  District  Attorney  may 
appear  before  you  under  any  one  of 
three,  conditions,  namely:  First,  the 
Grand  Jury  may  request  his  advice  ; 
secondly,  the  Grand  Jury  may  employ 
him  to  examine  witnesses  and  issue 
subpenas,  and,  thirdly,  when  the  Dis- 
trict Attorney  desires  to  give  informa- 
tion relative  to  any  matter  before  them 
he  must  be  admitted.  Whenever  the 
District  Attorney  requests  admission  he 
must  be  admitted,  but  his  right  is  lim- 
ited. This  limitation  is  for  him  to  give 
information  to  the  Grand  Jury.  After 
he  has  given  this  information  his  func- 
tion ceases  and  he  must  withdraw.  The 
purpose  must  not  be  used  as  a  pretext 
to  be  present  all  the  time  against  tl.e 
will  of  the  Grand  Jury. 

"  That  right,  accorded  him  by  law, 
must  not  be  abused,  but  exercised  in 
good  faith.  After  giving  what  informa- 
tion he  may  have  he  must  leave  the 
Grand  Jury  room  when  requested.  If 
the  Grand  Jury  does  not  wish  the  Dis- 
trict Attorney  to  examine  witnesses, 
then  he  has  no  right  to  dc  so.  Mem- 
bers of  the  Grand  Jury  'must  be  free 
agents  prcteeted  bylaw  in  trie  secrecy 
of  their  proceeding.-,. 

"It  is  true   that  the  District  Attorney 
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is  the  legal  adviser.  He  is  only  an  ad- 
viser, ami  he  has  in  no  sense  the  right 
to  control  or  direct  the  action  of  the 
Grand  Jur\.  If  he  did.  the  Grand  Jury 
would  only  be  an  annex  to  the  District 
Attorney's  office.  The  Grand  Jury  is  a 
part  of  the  Court.  The  Grand  Jury  must 
not  be  interfered  with  by  the  District 
Attorney  or  any  other  person.  If  the 
Grand  Jury  does  not  desire  his  presence 
he  has  no  more  right  there  than  a 
Stranger. 

"  I  charge  you  that  it  is  within  your 
power  and  discretion,  if  you  wish  to 
examine  the  witnesses  yourselves,  to  do 
so  without  the  interruption  of  the  Dis- 
trict Attorney.  If  the  District  Attorney 
declines,  and  I  can  hardly  conceive 
that  he  will,  with  a  clear  understanding 
of  his  official  duties,  you  will  have  the 
power  to  compel  lilui  to  retire.  You 
can  examine  any  number  of  witnesses 
in  your  own  way.  If  the  District  At- 
torney sends  a  request  to  you  that  he 
be  heard  upon  a  matter  you  ma}-  sus- 
pend your  examination  of  a  witness  and 


hear  him.  lie  must  then  retire.  This 
is  all,  gentlemen." 

My  own  case  was  this  :  Burbank  en- 
deavored to  get  a  woman  indicted  for 
keeping  a  house  of  ill  fame  ;  the  Jury 
refused  twice  to  indict — the  truth  was, 
the  arrests  were  utterly  without  war- 
rant in  law  ;  only  female  prostitutes 
were  taken  ;  and  Burbank  then  directly 
attacked,  in  lawyer  fashion,  enough 
members  of  the  Grand  Jury  to  get  his 
indictment  ;  the  next  morning  at  the 
opening  of  the  sitting  I  gave  Burbank 
notice  that  that  was  the  last  exhibition 
of  that  kind  which  would  take  place 
before  that  Grand  Jury;  he  went  secret- 
ly to  Judge  Stine.ss  and  laid  complaints 
against  me;  which,  as  soon  as  I  dis- 
covered I  also  went,  and  here  is  what 
followed:

The  publishing  house  of  D.  Appleton 
&  Co.,  have  followed  the  lead  of  Har- 
per Brothers  and  failed.  It  was  the 
only  remedy  possible,  following  the 
action  of  these  men   at  the    close  of  the

these  actions  have  never  been  noted 
nor  discussed;  but  the  financial  state- 
ment put  forth  by  the  firm  is  an  utter 
absurdity,  sent  out  to  deceive;  more- 
over, the  statements  made  by  the  New- 
York  papers  are  ridiculous,  to  wit: 
"The  Appletons  failed  from  too  much 
business;"  "Prosperity  killed  them;"

"Like  the  Harper's  thay  began  to  lib- 
erally pay  leading  authors  0:1  both  sides 
of  the  Atlantic"  It  was  just  what 
they  did  not  do,  was  to  pay  English 
authors  for  their  books  which  they  re- 
printed ;  and  thus  worked  directly 
against  American  writers.  How  the  re- 
organnized  firm,  Harper  &  Brothers, 
can  live,  beginning  with  a  debt  of  $3,- 
500,000.  is  an  unsolved  conundrum. 


The  "  eminent"  Mr.  Dewey,  or  Dui, 
says,  "  In  1876,  when  vjc  started  the 
American  Library  Association,  some  of 
the  publishers  protested  that  they 
ought,  instead  of  supporting  it,  to  fight 
it,  because    they  said   it  would   kill   the 
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publishing  business.  'We'  ktiew  better. 
'\\V  know  that  the  association  lias  en- 
couraged the  publication  of  better 
books  ;  it  may  kill  off  undesirable  pub- 
lishers (like  the  Appletons,  the  Harpers, 
Randolph,  Roberts,  bee  &  Shepard, 
with  no  bee  nor  Shepard  in  it  ;  Fields, 
Osgood  &  Co.,  Widdleton  &  Co.N>,  but  it 
strengthens  strong  Houses."  Such  has 
been  one  result  of  the  establishment  of 
this  Library  Association;  another  result 
is  that  here  in  Rhode  Island  85  out  of 
every  100  books  read  from  these  libraries 
are  novels.  Possibly  Mr.  Dui  regards 
such  results  as  being  favorable  — but  I 
do  not  so  regard  them.  Ann  immense 
damage  has  thus  far  been  accomplished.

There  is  given  by  Mr.  Allibone  a  list 
exhibiting  twenty-five  different  forms 
of  spelling  the  name  Shakespeare,  all 
belonging  to  men  contemporary  with 
the  poet,  and  all  taken  from  writings. 
One  of  them  is  Shaksper,  and  his  name 
was  William  as  was  the  poet's  name. 
This  is  introductory  to  noting  the  fact 
that  the  Robert  Clark  Company  of  Cin- 
cinnati have  just  published  a  book  en- 
titled "Shaksper  not  Shakespeare,"  by 
William  H.  Edwards,  in  denial  of  the 
claims  set  up  for  William  Shaksper,  of 
Stratford  as  the  writer  of  the  Shake- 
speare plays,  or  any  one  of  them.  It 
is  the  outcome  of  many  years  careful 
study.  It  is  denied  that  this  man  Shak- 
sper was  ever  testified  to  by  any  of  his 
contemporaries,  in  his  life  time,  as  en- 
gaged in  any  literary  work  whatever. 
He  was  simply  one  of  the  clowns  at  a 
variety  show  theater,  at  which  inter- 
ludes, farces,  burlesques,  and  panto- 
mimes, as  well  as  "jigs,"  were  given 
for  the  lower  classes  of  London.

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The  southern  boundary  of  Rhode  Is- 
land is  the  Atlantic  Ocean.  Along  this 
coast  the  land  is  largely  covered  by  in- 
land waters,  which  have  come  now  to 
be  called  Ponds;  but  the}*  are  not  in 
reality  ponds,  but  all,  through  inlets 
are  more  or  less  subject  to  the  ebb  and 
flow  of  the  tides.  Lying  in  the  town  of 
Charlestown,  exactly  one  mile  north 
from  the  innermost  shore  of  the  inlet 
from  the  sea,  known  to  the  Niantics  by 
the  name  Pawawget,  is  Watchaug  Pond, 
as  the  name  is  now  written.  •  A  ridge  of 
highlands  separates  Watchaug  from  the 
ocean,  notwithstanding  its  nearness. 
Two  small  streams  enter  it,  but  the 
outlet  is  Poquinock  brook  flowing 
northeasterly  into  the  Pawcatuck  river. 

The  first  mention  in  the  early  docu- 
ments of  the  name  occurs  in  the  Deed 
of  land  by  Canonicus  and  Miantinomi 
to  Henry  Hall  and  Richard  Knight, 
known  as  Hall's  purchase.  It  was 
made  19  January  1664.  It  was  said  to 
contain  two  square  miles.  The  final 
boundary  of  this  purchase  was  not  set- 
tled until  1708  when  the  colonial  Gener- 
al Assembly  settled  it,  making  the  Us- 
quepaug  river  its  western  boundary. 
■But  it  is  only  the  Indian  boundaries  of 
the  original  deed  which  now  interests 
us.  These  are  Quamatucumpic  on  the 
east;  Chippuachack  on  the  South;  Ouo- 
wachauk  on  the  West;  and  Winatompic 


on  the  North.  Ouowachauk  is  the  name 
Watchaug  of  to-day.  It  was  not  then 
applied  to  a  pond,  but  to  certain  lands, 
now  undefinable.  In  some  enrly  docu- 
ments the  name  of  the  pond  is  given 
Chemunganset;  in  others  Chemungan- 
nuck.  Now  the  name  Shamunganuck 
is  given  to  a  line  highland  just  north  of 
Watchaug  pond;  and  upon  this  hill  tra- 
dition says  the  later  Indian  Queens  were 
crowned,  especially  Queen  Esther,  the 
very  latest.  A  few  notes  concerning 
the  origin  of  these  Indian  words  and 
their  variations  may  not  be  without  in- 
terest to  the  few  students  now  left,  in- 
terested in  local  history-  The  modern 
word  Usquepaug,  in  ancient  records  ?s 
given  by  Parsons  in  three  forms  is  thus 
written  Usquebaug  Osquepaug  Wawosk- 
epaug,  is  now  the  name  of  a  river  form- 
ing the  western  boundary  of  South 
Kingston;  rising  in  Exeter;  and  running 
due  south  till  it  meets  a  stream  flowing 
from  Worden's  pond,  and  thence  run- 
ning to  Shannock  "Mills ;  then  it  be- 
comes the  Pawcatuck.  Trumbull  in  a 
paper  upon  Indian  local  names  in 
Rhode  Island,  written  in  1S72,  gives 
Wowoskepaug,  which,  in  the  form  Us- 
quebaug has  a  Celtic  flavor.  Judge  Pot- 
ter in  his  Early  History  of  Narragan- 
sett  gives  W  a  u  w  o  s  k  o  p  o  g,  which 
he  says  was  the  name  b~*  which  the  In- 
dians knew   the    lands,  sold  to  the  Hall 
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purchasers,  described  above — sec  Wai- 
ting's Map  of  Rhode.  Island,  1S54,  upon 
which  Judge  Potter  caused  to  be  drav,  u 
so  much  antiquarian  knowledge  about 
the  southern  part  of  Rhode  Island.  The 
boundaries  of  Hall's  purchase  which  1 
have  given,  are  taken  from  a  deposition 
made  by  Joseph  Davel,  or  Devol,  a  sur- 
veyor, in  1 71 1.  These  purchasers 
named  their  purchase  Westerly  Manor, 
and  from  it  came  the  present  town. 
The  word  Watchaug  was  written  origin- 
ally Quowatchaug;  it  has  been  shorten- 
ed by  the  English  settlers  to  its  present 
form.

tenth  the  fiction  record  ;  again,  the  Na- 
tion does  not  imform  its  readers  that 
these  percentages,  in  this  Library,  arc 
obtained  by  a  classification  specialy 
prepared,  and  not  used  by  any  other 
Library  in  this  country,  so  far  as  v.  e 
j  have  been  able  to  discover;  at  all  events 
J  it  is  without  value  for  comparison  with 
any  other  similar  institution.  Accord- 
ing to  the  American  Library  Associa- 
tion system,  the  percentage  of  fiction 
used  in  Providence  was  65.5  but  the 
Nation  did  not  state  this  fact;  again,  the 
Nation  says  the  decrease  in  the  number 
of  books  circulated  is  amply  accounted 
for  by  the  increase  of  newspaper  "and 
periodical  reading  accasioned  by  the 
war  with  Spain."  This  claim  was 
taken  bodily  from  the  Librarian's  report, 
Lmt  tiie  incts  \j.o  not  sustain  the  stale- 
ment.  The  stead}*  decline  in  the  per- 
centage of  total  use,  is  the  result  of  a 
legitimate  and  proper  cause — why  not

Report,  for  1S96,  shows  the  circulation 
to  be  1.4  for  each  book.  This,  before 
the  Spanish  war.  and   newspapers,    and 

periodicals  already  existing.  The  Re- 
port for  1S9S  covering  the  Spanish 
war,  the  newspapers  and  periodicals 
continuing,  shows  precisely  the  saine 
figure  1.4.  which  shows  that  the  Span- 
ish war  had  nothing  whatever  to  do  with 
the  decline.  The  actual  fact  was  that 
the  circulation  for  1S9S  declined  from 
that  of  1897,  72S6  from  that  01,1897,  72S6 
volumes;  of  which  number  5S3S  were 
novels,  but  this  decline  cannot  be  traced 
to  the  Spanish  war.  nor  to  newspapers, 
the  library  does  not  have  newspapers; 
Morever  the  readers  of  novels  are 
chiefly  women,  and  girls,  and  boys, 
with  few  men;  such  people  never  read 
about  current  history  only  men  do  that, 
heuce  the  Spanish,  nor  any  other  war 
will  ever  cause  a  decline  in  fiction  read- 
ing in  this  library;  it  can  be  traced 
direct,  to  supply  and  demand.  The  card 
holders  load    their  cards   with    all    the 


fiction  numbers  which  can  be  written 
upon  the  card;  and  so  the  cards  are  sent 
in  week  after  week;  when  a  book  is 
given  out,  the  number  is  stricken  out. 
It  is  a  mere  peddling  of  soft  drinks  as 
the  illustrious  "Dui"  writes.  The  aver- 
age percentage  of  liction  for  ten  years. 
1SS9  1S9S  is  59  9;  by  this  last  report  it  is 
60  6.  That  does  not  show  a  vast  im- 
provment.  As  a  matter  of  fact  people 
ask  for  the  novels  but  cannot  get  them; 
there  is  another  misleading  statement 
in  these  Reports,  it  is  this,  20th  Report, 
cards  in  use  31  Dec.  1S97  14,234.  21st 
Report,  cards  issued  189S  5027;  then  it 
would  seem  that  in  the  3T  Dec.  'S98 
there  should  have  been  19261  cards  in 
circulation,  there  really  was  but  14,349. 
Each  taker  of  books  must  have    a  card.

Free  Trade. — We  have  seen,  says  the 
Portsmouth  Herald,  a  picture,  called 
'free  trade'  representing  a  city  street,  011

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dow—  the  owner  at  the  door  with  his 
hands  in  his  pockets,  and  the  door  fes- 
tooned with  cob-webs — the  shutters  are 
dropping  from  the  windows,  which  are 
patched  with  o)d  hats,  ecc.  with  a  sign 
over  the  door — "Domestic  Goods  for 
sale  here  less  than  cost."  The  next 
building  is  a  large  and  beautiful  Bug-

eign market.  John  Bull  stands  at  the 
door  negociatiug  with  the  American 
Manufacturer  to  remove  to  England 
where  the  factory  wages  are  reduced  to 
six  pence  per  day.  On  the  other  side  of 
the  street  is  the  United  States  Bank. 
The  President  is  asked  if  he  can  discount 
a  note.  He  replies  that  he  cannot.  Ow- 
ing to  the  large  importations  of  the 
British  Goods,  he  is  unable  to  attend  to 
it.  He  shall  be  obliged  to  employ  a 
carman  in  rolling  the  specie  from  the 
vaults  of  the  Banks  to  be  shipped  ow 
board  a  Liverpool  packet. 

Such  is  the  picture  of  the  proposed 
"Free  Trade  System,"  and  such  would 
be  the  reality. 


Now  for  one  moment  consider  the 
immense  markets  of  the  world  ;  and  the 
present  immense,  and  very  rapid 
expansion  of  the  export  trade  of  this 
country  into  these  markets  ;  and  how 
well,  and  how  long,  Journal  has  worked 
to  keep  American  goods  out  of  these 
markets,  and  then  you  will  already  see 
how  false  the  paper  was.  Look  then  at 
the  phrase,  "Domestic  goods  for  sale 
here  less  than  cost"  and  remember  the

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The  State  Board  of  Health  lias  for 
years  intrigued  with  Assembly  men  for 
laws  which  it  claimed  to  be  necessary 
foi  its;  assistance  in  preventing  men 
from  dying  by  disease  in  Rhode  Island. 
For  the  past  eighteen  months  one  of 
these  iniquitous  propositions  has  been 
steadily  pressed  for  passage  by  Dr. 
Swarts,  the  ''extra  member"  of  the 
Board.  This  bill  refused  admission  to 
practice  to  any  man  bearing  a  certifi- 
cate from  Harvard  or  from  the  Phila- 
delphia Medical  School.  But  the  appli- 
cant must  pass  examination  by  this 
State  Board,  consisting  of  one  clergy- 
man, one  civil  engineer,  four  country 
doctors  and  one  secretary.  It  also  pre- 
vented any  man  in  Rhode  Island  from 
seeking  advice  or  consultation  by  calling 
medical  men  from  outside  the  State  ;  it 
also  prevented  any  woman  here  in 
Providence  from  the  practice  of  obstet- 
rics, no  matter  whether  an  educated 
person,  like  Mrs.  Dr.  Moss  or  Dr.  He- 
leu  Putnam  or  anybody  else.  The  Jour- 
nal upon  the  occasion  strictly  urged  its 
passage  on  these  grounds:  '-What  char- 
latans do  not  want  in  the  way  of  re- 
strictive legislation  may  be  safely  as- 
sumed to  be  just  what  is  needed."  If 
that  is  not  sound  reasoning,  then  what 
is  it?  The  sole  reason  for  establishing 
this  State  Board  was  in  order  to  reduce 
the  death  rate.     But    has    it   done  this?

For  iSSS  the  death  rate  was  20  4.  Thus 
the  death  rate  has  been  constantly  in- 
creasing until  it  has  reached  an  advance 
of  fully  25  per  cent.  Under  such  con- 
ditions, of  what  advantage  is  this  State 
Board  to  the  people?  Let  me  apply  an- 
other test — that  of  deaths  of  children 
under  five  years  of  age'  by  ervsipeias. 
From  1S53  to  i8S2,  increasing  in  ten-year 
periods: 

1S53-1862,  122  deaths;  1863-1872,  173; 
1873-1882,  218.  These  deaths  probably 
all  came  from  vaccination.  Of  what  use- 
was  the  State  Board,  under  such  condi- 
tions? It  was  a  standing  menace.  Let 
me  apply  another  test.  It  is  taken 
from  the  report  of  the  Board  for  1890, 
and  it  sets  forth  the  results  of  the  labors 
of  the  Board  as  shown  by  the  deaths 
from  diphtheria  from  1865  to  18S9,  in- 
crease in  25  years.  It  shows  the  per-

In  the  light  of  these  facts 
the  Journal  editor  permits  himself  to 
print  this  abominable  lie  for  the  pur- 
pose of  getting  enacted  this  iniquitous 
law  which  I  have  herein  described.

In  the  Christian  Register,  f< 
iS%  was  -,x  short  note  on  Keeuess  of  Scent 
of  Dogs;  this  note  has  call«  d  out  another 
writer,  with  another  illustration,  in  the 
latest  Christian  Register,  thus:  The 
landlord  of  the  leading  hotel  at  Rock 
Rapids,  la.,  had  a  small  dog,  of  what 
breed  1  cannot  say.  If  any  person  took 
a  number  of  silver  dollars,  one  or  more 
of  which  were  counterfeit,  and  threw 
them  across  the  room,  the  dog  would 
run  and  smell  among  them,  and  bring 
back  the  genuine  money,  but  could  not 
be  induced  to  touch  the  counterfeit  dol- 
lars. 

He  would  do  this  for  one  person  just 
as  well  asjwell  as  Ior  another,  and  the 
guests  oi  the  hotel  frequently  tried  him; 
but  he  never  failed  to  bring  the  genuine 
money,  and  leave  the  other.  He  had  no 
teaching,  so  far  as  anyone  knows.  In 
one  ease  there  was  a  hot  dispute.  It 
was  claimed  he  had  picked  up  a  counter- 
feit dollar;  and  the  coin  was  sent  to  a 
leading  Chicago  banker,  who  pro- 
nounced it  genuine.  Now  why  should 
not  such  a  dog  as  that  be  employed  in  a 
bank  at  a  handsome  salary? 

This  very  interesting  circumstance 
calls  to  mind  a  couple  of  anecdotes 
written  by  the  late  Rowland  G.  Hazard, 
in  which  he  relates  his  personal  exper- 
ience with  both  dogs  and  horses;  Mr. 
Hazard's  purpose  was  to  show  that  both 
dogs  and  horses  "could  draw  infer- 
ences and  work  out  plans  of  action." 
In  order  to  prove  his  statement  he  re- 
lates the  anecdotes;  they  are  to  be 
found  in  the  last  work  ever  written  by 
Mr.  Hazard,  "Man  a  Creative  First 
Cause,''  pages  291,  105,  107.  These  are 
Mr.  Hazard's  Dog  Anecdotes:  "In  my 
father's  house  we  had  a  large  black 
Newfoundland  dog  named  Gelert  with 
which  my  youngest,  sister  and  two  other 
little  girls  had  much  amusement.  They 
had  a  little  carriage  in  which  they  har- 
nessed him,  he  seeming  to  take  a  lively 
interest  in  all  their  sports  and*  a  full 
share  of  enjoyment.  He  was  a  favorite 
of  all  our  large  household.  At  one  time 
by  his  absence  at  night. he  subjected 
himself  to  suspicion,  and  it  was  re- 
solved to  restrain  his  nocturnal  wan- 
derings, but  for  several  successive 
evenings  thereafter  he  succeeded  by 
watching  his  opportunity  in  slipping 
out  as  some  one  entered  the  back  door.

resident  at  Attleboro,  an  admitted  phy- 
sician in  Massachusetts,  for  practic- 
ing medicine  in  Rhode  Island.  This 
was  done  by  the  March  Grand  Jury. 
These  are  the  words  of  the  indictment: 
"Solomons  did  practice  medicine  and 
surgery  for  and  upon  one  Harriet  N. 
Baker  for  reward  and  compensation,  in 
violation  of  the  provisions,  &c,  and 
without  possessing  any  qualifications  re- 
quired by  said  chapter." 

Upon  what  evidence  this  indict- 
ment was  found  we  have  no  means  of 
knowing.  But  we  know  the  law,  and 
tliis  it  is.  Chap.  165,  sec.  6,  p.  492- 
General  Laws.  "Nothing  in  this  chap- 
ter shall  be  construed  to  discriminate 
against,  nor  apply  to  a  legally  qualified 
physician  of  another  state  called  to  see 
a  particular  case,  but  who   do  not    open 


an  office,  or  appoint  an}-  place  in  this 
state  where  they  may  meet  patients,  oj 
receive  calls."  The  grammar  is  so  in 
the  Statute. 

At  the   nisi  prius  trial,  as  the  lawyers 
call    it,    but    as    we    less    learned     men 
say  when  the  case  came    to    a  petit  jury 
the  evidence  showed  that  Solomon  had 
done  exactly  what  he    had  a  right  to  do 
under  the  statute  ;  he  was  a    regulariy 
qualified  physician  of  another  State  ;  he 
had    been    requested   by    one  Baker,  at 
Pawtucket,  to  visit  a  particular  patient, 
and  on  that  request  came;  but  opened  no 
office.     All    this    he  had  a  right  to  do, 
and  since    no   other  testimony  was  pre- 
sented Judge  Wilbur  directed   the  jury 
to  find  a  verdict  for  the  defendant,  and 
he  was  discharged.     The  Attorney  Gen- 
eral   presents    the    evidence    to    grand 
I  iuries,    and   he   instructs    them   in    the 
j  law.     If  he  had  other  evidence  against 
I  Solomon   by  which  a  grand  jury    could 
1  find  an    iudictmedt,  can    he   be  justified 
j  in    withholding   it  from  the  petit  jury. 
The      State      was      put      to       expense 
upon      a      false     charge;     if      he     had 
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n(  |  such  evidence,  how  can  he  be  justi- 
fied in  not  instructing  the  gran.',  jury, 
that  up  >i3  the  evidence  presented  by  him 

and  under  the  statute,  r.o  indictment 
they  could  hud  would  stand.  To  charge 
a  man  falsely  with  crime  is  itself  a 
crime.  No  man  can  escape  the  penalty, 
if  the  case  is  pursued.  A  judge  upon 
the  bench  can  be  held.  No  man,  unless 
it  be  an  Attorney  General,  or  a  grand 
juryman,  can  safely  enjoy  such  free- 
dom. Hence  it  is  clear  that  while  Dr. 
Swarts  laid  the  grounds  of  action,  and 
has  been  rightly  proceeded  against  (a 
suit  is  now  pending  asking  exemplary 
damages;)  the  Attorney  General  is  im- 
plicated, and  hence  is  open  to  an  action 
just  as  Dr.  Swarts  was,  and  should  not 
be  allowed  to  act  as  attorney  for  Dr. 
Swarts.  These  are  the  essential  facts. 
Then  comes  the  serious  question  to 
ever}-  one  of  us  :  Shall  it  be  safe 
to  indict  a  man  for  doing  just  what  he 
has  a  right  to  do,  under  the  law?  In 
the  light  of  the  evidence  before  the 
petit  jury  what  can  be  said  of  the  men 
who  found    the  indictment.     Their  ac- 


tion   was    wholly     without    warrant    in 

law  or  in  justice,  and  must  be  oy^:.\o 
just  such  an  action  as  would  lie  were 
such  men  not  upon  the  jury.

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The  land  of  the  world — the  raw  ma- 
terial of  the  globe  in  all  prosperous 
countries,  increases  in  value.  The  laud- 
lord  needs  only  sit  still  and  let  nature 
work  for  him;  or,  to  speak  truly,  not 
nature,  but  the  labor  of  other  men. 
What  is  it  that  has  produced  the  pro- 
digiously increased  demand  for  build- 
ing land,  which  has  created  the  colossal 
fortunes  of  the  Grosveuors,  the 
the  and    others    of    our   great 

families.  It  is  the  growth  of  manufac- 
tures, and  the  increase  of  towns;  and 
what  produced  that — your  labor  and 
outlay — not  that  of  the  landlords.  The 
same  labor  and  outlay,  namely,  yours, 
not  theirs,  produces  a  steady  increase  of 
demand  for  agricultural  and  mining 
products,  causing  prices  to  rise,  and 
rents  to  increase.  No  other  portion  of 
the  community  has  a  similar  advantage. 
The  laboring  classes  do  not  find  their 
wages  steadily  rising  as  their  numbers 
increase  ;  and  even  capital,  its  interest 
and  profit,  instead  of  increasing,  be- 
come a  less  and  less  percentage  as 
wealth   and  population   advance.     The 


landlords  alone  are  in  possession  of  a 
strict  monopoly,  becoming  moie  and 
more  lucrative  whether  they  do  any- 
thing or  nothing  for  the  soil.  Say  to 
the  landlords:  What  you  gain  by  our 
loss  is  not  the  effect  of  your  exertions, 
but  of  ours,  and  not  you,  but  we,  ought 
to  have  it. 

With  the  exception  of  the  omission  of 
two  names  that  paper  stands  just  as  it 
was  written  by  John  Stuart  Mill,  and 
delivered  by  him  at  Exeter  Hall,  Ton- 
don,  England,  in  April  1S73.  In  that 
same  year  he  died  ;  one  of  the  mo&t 
profound  among  modern  Phiglish  scho- 
lars ;  his  books  on  logic,  and  political 
economy  are  the  leading  ones  now  up- 
on these  subjects.  Here  is  what  the 
London  Times  said  concerning  this  Ad- 
dress by  Mr-  Mill:  "It  is  a  mere  soph- 
ism to  say  that  laud  is  different  from 
all  other  things  because  it  is  not  made 
by  man  ;  nothing  is  made  altogether  by 
man,  and  nothing  is  made  altogether 
without  man,  land  least,  perhaps  of  all" 
That  is  God  had  the  assistance   of   man 
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in  building  the  earth.  Then  continues 
the  Times:  The  working  classes  are  too 
likely  to  be  tempted  by  a  propdsal  to 
exempt  them  from  their  just  burdens 
by  a  direct  taxation  on  property,  but  the 
theory  of  Mr.  Mill's  suggestion  will  not 
bear  a  moments  examination."  Having 
read  and  considered  this  utterance, 
which  do  you  think  will  stand  against 
assault,  the  position  taken  by  Mr.  Mill 
or  that  taken  by  the  London  Times.

There  could  not  he  a  cleaner  illustra- 
tion of  the  terrible  wrongs  done  by 
"trained  physicians  and  by  State  Boards 
of  Health,  than  that  given  in  the  last 
issue  of  Look  Notes  concerning  the 
deaths  here  of  children  under  five  years 
of  age  by  erysipelas.  From  1S53  t°  l^3i 
there  were  513  deaths,  these  deaths  came 
chiefly  from  vaccination  against  small 
pox.  Had  these  children  never  been 
vaccinated,  they  could  not  all  have 
taken  small  pox  and  died  from  it.  There 
came  into  use  matter  from  cows  instead 
of  matter  from  other  human  beings,  and 
from  1882  to  1893  the  deaths  of  young 
children  from  erysipelas  declined  to 
63.  Now  compare  this  with  the  deaths 
from  small  pox,  of  all  ages.  There  were 
190  deaths  from  this  cause  during  the 
same  period  as  is  above.covered  to  wit, 
1853-1883,  These  figures  are  all  taken 
out  of  the  reports  of  the  State  Board.

The  publication  of  the  Early  Records 
has  brought  to  notice  many  names  of 
places;  many  occurences,  and  many 
things  which  were  before  practically  un- 
known. Some  of  these  names  are  so 
curious  that  they  quickly  aroiiNC  curi- 
osity. In  the  first  volume  of  ihese 
Early  Records  (page  8)  is  a  record  of 
land  laid  out  to  Thomas  Clemence  on 
the  north  side  of  Wanasqua tucket  River 
and  against  the  place  commonly  called 
"goatom."  Whence  conies  this  name, 
where  was  ihe  locality,  and  what  does 
it  mean,  will  be  the  objects  of  this  pa- 
per. It  was  in  1671  that  Clemence  was 
given  this  land.  Goatom  was  again  re- 
ferred to  in  connection  with  a  permis- 
sion to  transfer  the  land  by  Clemence, 
in  the  same  year.  (Early  Records,  5,  p. 
219).  In  a  transfer  of  land,  in  1703. 
Whipple  exchanged  "50  acres  which  he 
had  formerly  taken  up  neere  to  Gotham 
Valley  upon  Yauasqua  river"  for  other 
lands  near  Wesquadomset  hill.     (Early 


Records,  v.  5,  p.  144).  In  the  inventory 

of  Richard  Waterman,  1670,  are  '"five 
acres  oi  laud  being  in  'Gotham  Valley.1 
(Early  Records,  6.  p.  107).  In  1681. 
Whipple  was  given  permission  to  ex- 
change more  land,  "being  by  Goatuni 
Valley'3  for  other  lands.  (Early  Rec- 
ords, v.  8,  p.  9$  j.  There  are  other  ref- 
erences to  the  word  in  connection  with 
laud  transfers,  but  these  are  sufficient 
to  indicate  the  character  of  the  name 
and  the  locality.  It  was  a  settlement  or 
group  of  settlers  on  the  Woonasqua- 
tucket  river,  in  what  is  now  Olneyville. 
Gotham  Valley  included  the  fiat  lands 
along  this  river.  The  name  was  brought 
from  England  by  the  English  settlers, 
and  given  to  this  settlement  here,  as 
was  so  often  done.  It  came  from  a  very 
early  buob  of  English  literature,  ":The 
Merry  Tales  of  the  Wise  Men  of  Goth- 
am.'' These  tales  are  traced  back  to  the 
middle  of  the  sixteenth  century  ;  by 
far  the  best  account  of  them  is  that 
given  by  J.  O  Hal li  well,  in  1S40.  Mr. 
Halliwell  fixes  the  date  1550.

The  formation  of  this  library  is  the 
Diost  smportant  literary  work  ever  done 
in  Rhode  Island-  Libraries  had  bifore 
been  gathered,  but  nothing  comparable 
lo  this,  collected  by  Mr.  Terry.  How 
any  man,  not  specifically  trained,  could 
have  so  quickly,  and  so  clearly,  detect- 
ed the  absolute  lines  which  weie  to  le 
followed  and  then  rigidly,  without  any 
help  from  trained  bibliographers  or  any 
body  else,  worked  along  those  lines  is 
a  marvel  to  him  who  writes  this  para- 
graph. No  library  now  here,  or  ever 
gathered  here,  approaches  it  in  coher- 
ent or  cohesive  method  ;  and  this  I  say 
with  the  John  Carter  Brown  collection 
nnder  my  eyes  ;  compared  to  Mr. 
Perry's  it  is  heterogeneous.  Whatever- 
other  work  this  collector  may  do,  noth- 
ing can  he  ever  do  which  will  have  the 
lasting  endurance  of  this  library  which 
he,  and  he  alone,  gathered. 


The  Saturday  Evening  Post  of  26th 
May  was  called  the  College  Man's  Num- 
ber.

Like  everything  writ- 
ten by  Mr.  Cleveland,  no  words  are 
was'ed  ;  he  had  something  to  say  and 
hesaid  it.  "  We  hud  among  the  antag- 
onists of  collegiate  training,"  others 
"  recruited  from  the  body  of  our  so- 
called  self-made  men.  These  are  posted 
behind  the  infirm  defence  of  things 
they  have  achieved  without  the  aid  of 
a  liberal  education."  "  Beyond  this 
we  are  entitled  to  a  distinct  definition 
of  the  words  failure  and  success]  and 
when  we  are  "told  that  failure  is  indi- 
cated by  the  lack  of  wealth,  or  honors, 
and  that  their  acquirement  proves  suc- 
cess, it  is  quite  pertinent  for  us  to  re- 
ply that  the  rewards  of  a  liberal  educa- 
tion are  not  thus  limited. 

"Many  a  college-bred  man  labors  in 
the  held  of  usefulness  without  either 
wealth  or  honors,  and  frequently  with 
but  scant  recognition  of  any  kind,  and 
yet  achieves  successes  which,  unseen 
and  unknown  by  the  sordid  and  cynical, 
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will  bloom  in  the  hearts  and  minds  of 
men  longer  than  the  prizes  of  wealth 
ot  honor  can  endure,"  he  says. 

Further  on  m  the  article  is  tins:  "Pa- 
rents should  never  send  their  sons  to 
college  simply  for  the  purpose  of  educa* 
tional  ornamentation,''  and  in  discuss- 
ing this  phase  of  his  admirable  paper, 
Mr.  Cleveland  never  showed  himself 
stronger.  It  is  just  this  "ornamenta- 
tion" which  has  well  nigh  ruined  the 
splendid  New  England  school  systems 
so  long  her  boast  and  her  pride.  But 
the  article  is  much  too  long  for  so  small 
a  publication  as  Book  Notes  to  repro- 
duce. Go  and  buy  the  'Saturday  Eve- 
ning Post,"  it  is  only  10  cents,  and  this 
article  alone  is  worth  |io.oo  to  every 
thoughtful  man  or  woman. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Francis  Way  land,  then 
President  of  Brown  University,  said  in

The  most  interesting  and  most  valu- 
able political  biography  yet  published 
in  this  country.  Born  in  1743,  at  the 
age  of  33  years,  he  drafted  the  Declara- 
tion of  Independence  ;  he  became  Pres- 
ident in  1801,  and  died  July  4,  1826. 
John  Adams,  his  great  compatriot,  died 
on  the  same  day. 
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morals,  and  "all  oilier  phases  of  the 
tenement  house  question  which  can 
affect  the  public  welfare."  The  sweat 
shop  evil  "lies  right  on  the  surface  as  a 
subject  of  enquiry"  The  whole  condi- 
tion in  connection  with  this  commis- 
sion is  discussed  by  Mr.  Jacob  Riis,  in 
the  June  American  Monthly  Review  of 
Reviews.  The  following  paragraph 
shows  the  outlines  laid  down: 

The  landlord  has  rights,  but  the 
commonwealth  is  not  bound  to  respect 
them,  if  they  do  it  injury.  He  has  no 
more  right  to  poison  a  citizen,  or  cor- 
rupt the  morals  of  a  voter,  with  a  bad 
tenement  than  he  has  to  kill  him  with 
an  axe.  The  great  gain  we  made  by  the 
work  of  the  last  tenement-house  com- 
mission was  that  tin's  was  nailed  as  a 
fact  not  to  be  disputed.  Tbe  commu- 
nity asserted  its  right  to  destroy  prop- 
erty unfit  to  exist,  and  did  destroy  such 
property.  It  weakened  at  the  last  mo- 
ment and  compromised  with  the  land- 
lord, who  took  all  he  could  get;  but  the 
principle  was  established.  In  Massa- 
chusetts they  stood  their  ground,  and 
the  right  of  the  commonwealth  to  pro- 
tect itself  was  not  questioned.  The 
commission  will  advance  no  revolution- 
ar}7  proposition.  It  will  draw  the  line 
sharper,  and  the  line  will  stand.  The 
Gilder  commission  pointed  out,  five 
years  ago,  that  the  double-decker  was 
bad.  The  community  is  ready  to  take 
the  next  step  with  the  commission,  and 
say  that  no  more  double-deckers  shall 
be  built. 


A    story   of   "hideous  brutality  prac- 
ticed  on   a  baby,"    by    Prof.    Henry  T. 


Stccker,  of  the  chair  of  mathematics  in 
the  academy  of  the  Northwestern  Uni- 
versity, at  Evanstou,  Illinois:  Ts«.o  or 
three  scraps  of  the  testimony  in  the 
case,  for  it  went  before  the  courts,  are 
interesting. 

"Professor  Stecker  is  rather  moody 
and  taciturn,''  said  Dr.  Pisk  yesterday, 
"and  he  had  peculiar  ideas  about  rais- 
ing children.  He  read  man}-  books  on 
the  subject  and  practiced  his  formula 
on  Iris  own  baby. 

"Tbe  Rev.  Dr.  Bronson  thus  testified 
concerning  the  actual  brutality  of  Pro- 
fessor Stecker:  He  said  there  were 
enough  children  growing  up  wicked, 
and  he  proposed  to  train  his  child  to 
regular  habits  from  the  cradle. 

"He  prescribed  just  when  it  should  be 
fed  and  would  not  allow  it  to  sleep  in 
the  daytime.  If  it  cried  from  hunger, 
which  his  wife  insisted  often  it  did,  he 
would  not  allow  her  to  feed  it,  but 
whipped  it  instead.  Sometimes,  she 
told  me,  he  became  so  angry  at  the 
child  that  he  placed  his  hand  over  its 
mouth  and  held  it  there  until  the  child 
was  almost  strangled. 

"He  would  hold  the  baby  up  by  one 
ear  and  beat  its  other  cheek  until  it 
bore  the  marks  of  his  fingers  for  hours. 
Once,  when  its  mother  was  bathing  the 
child  and  it  cried,  he  caught  it  by  the 
ankle  and  held  it  out,  head  downward, 
and  whipped  its  bare  body.  I  have 
seen  the  baby  covered  with  bruises, 
black  and  blue,  day  after  day.  This  all 
happened  eighteen  months  ago." 

Those  familiar  with  our  local  history 
cannot  fail  to  recall  a  similar  transac- 
tion, but  less  brutal,  which  took  place 
here  in  1S31.

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Curious  Similarities  of  Indian  Words 
to  Words  in  Other  Languages. 

It  is  well  enough  known  that  the  im- 
derlyirg  title  to  these  lauds  in  Rhode 
Island  rests  upon  a  document  called  a 
deed,  bearing  the  marks  of  two  Indian 
sachems,  with  their  names  written  by 
Roger  Williams.  One  of  these  names 
was  Canouicus,  as  the  name  is  now 
written.  On  this  deed  (1638)  Williams 
wrote  it  Caunounicus.  In  1682  Will- 
iams wrote  a  "Testimony /'  in  which  this 
same  name  appears  ten  (10)  times, 
spelled  eight  times  Caunounicus,  as  in 
the  deed  ;  and  twice  with  slight  varia- 
tions. 

Cauonicus  is  the  Latin  form  of  the 
Greek  word,  canon.  In  that  sense  it 
was  used  by  Origeu,  1500  years  before 
any  Englishman  knew  an  Indian  sa- 
chem of  that  or  any  other  name.  Now 
the  question  arises,  how  came  this  In- 
dian with  a  Latin  form  of  a  Greek  word 
for  a  name.  The  word  Canouicus  means 
a  canon,  a  regular  or  stated  priest.  No 
name  could  be  more  fitting  to  the  char- 
acter of  a  person  bearing  it  than  this 
name  Cauonicus.  So  far  as  variations 
in  forms  exist  in  our  printed  books, 
they  are  without  value;  positively  no 
dependence  whatever  can  be  placed 
upon  them.  Let  use  give  au  illustra- 
tration.     The      Testimony    written       by 


Williams  in  1682,  has  been  three  times 
printed  in  modern  times — by  Knowles 
in  his  Life  of  Williams  in  1S34,  p.  411; 
in  the  R.  I.  Col.  Rec.  v.  1,  p.  25,  edited 
by  John  R.  Bartlett,  in  1S56;  and  in 
Narragansett  Club  Publications,  v.  6, 
p.  406.  also  edited  by  Bartlett.  As 
stated  above,  the  name  Caunounicus 
was  written  by  Williams*©  eight  times  in 
this  Testimony,  but  not  once  have  either 
of  these  men  printed  it  correctly. 
Hence  these  printed  forms  by  modern 
men  are  of  uncertain  value.  As  printed 
in  the  R.  I.  Colonial  Records  this  Testi- 
mony has  150  lines,  and  Bartlett  con- 
trived to  get  into  them  150  errors  in  his 
reproduction;  some  of  them  fatal  to  the 
sense  or  meaning.  Twenty  years  later  he 
was  just  as  bad,  in  the  6th  volume  of  the 
Narragansett  Club  Publications,  of 
which  volume  he  was  unfortunately  the 
editor;  it  was  the  Letters  of  Williams. 
Recently  the  Historical  Society  have 
purchased  this  "Testimony, "  and  so  for 
the  first  time  we  have  had  an  opportu- 
nity to  examine  it;  it  was  this  examina- 
tion which  suggested  this  note;  since  it 
was  written  the  Historical  Society  have 
printed  the  "Testimony"  in  their  April 
"Publications,"  carefully  prepared  by 
Mr.  Brigham,  the  Young  Librarian,  and 
for  the  first  time  practically  correct. 
Roger  Williams  makes  no  reference  to 
any  Greek,  or  Latin  similarity  to  which 
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the  name  Caunounicus  bears;  but  in 
connection  with  another  Indian  word,  he 
does  make  such  reference.  The  word 
is  Coauaumatous,  meaning  "I  believe 
you."  Mr.  Williams  says:  "This word, 
they  use,  just  as  the  Greek  tongue  doth 
that  verbe  (a  Greek  word)  for  believ- 
ing, or  obeying,  as  it  is  often  used  in 
the  New  Testament,  and  they  say  Coan- 
naumatous,  meaning,  "I  will  obey 
you."  (Key  to  the  Indian  Language, 
jS66,  p.  86.)  These  coincidences  seem 
to  merit  the  attention  of  scholars.  Mr. 
Williams  thus  makes  reference  to  an- 
other thing  which  surprised  him, 
"Having  no  letters,  nor  arts,  'tis  ad- 
mirable how  quick  they  are  in  casting 
up  great  numbers,  with  the  helpe  of 
graines  of  come,  instead  of  Europe's 
pens,  or  counters"  (Ke}T,  p.  53);  thus 
he  continues  (p.  54)  "Let  it  be  consid- 
ered whether  Tradition  of  ancient 
Forefathers,  or  Nature,  hath  taught 
them  Europe's  arithmeticke."  The 
writer  expresses  no  opinion;  he  is  sim- 
ply giving  facts  not  hitherto  suggested; 
that  Williams    was    himself  impressed 


with  these  coincidences  is  clear;  he  says 
in  his  address  to  the  Reader  (, Indian 
Key,  p.  21)  "I  cannot  observe  that 
they  ever  had  before  the  coining 
of  the  English,  French  or  Dutch 
amongst  them  any  name  to  difference 
themselve  from  strangers,  for  they 
knew  none."  This  significant  phrase 
makes  no  reference  to  Greek  nor  Ro- 
man, for  none  'can  be  shown  to  have 
ever  visited  this  coutinent.  Then  con- 
tinues Williams  (p.  23),  "From  Adam 
and  Noah  that  they  spring  it  is  granted 
on  all  hands;  but  for  their  later  descent 
and  whence  they  came  into  these  parts, 
it  seems  as  hard  to  find  as  to  find  the 
Wellhead  of  some  fresh  Streame — they 
I  say  themselves  that  they  have  sprung 
and  growue  up  in  that  very  place  like 
the  very  trees  of  the  Wildernesse." 

Such  were  the  views  of  Roger  Wil- 
liams; the  natives  came  from  European 
or  Asiatic  lands;  why  may  not  some 
fragments  of  language  have  come  with 
the  original  stock,  and  like  the  stock 
itself  "lived?"  or  are  such  words  Eng- 
lish additions  to  the   Indian   languages. 
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made  by  the  English  settlers.     Let   me 
suggest  a  construction  of  the  word 
USQUE  B  AUG. 
(i)  Usquepaug,  or  (a),  Usquebang,  or 

(3?  Osquepaug,  or  (4),  Wawaskepaug, 
or  (5),  Wowoskepaug,  or  ( 6),  Wainvos- 
kepog,  or  (7),  Wawwoskcpog.  It  is  a 
word  of  peculiar  history.  The  word 
has  been  written  in  all  the  forms  above 
given-  The  first  form  above  is  the 
name  at  present  of  a  small  river  which 
forms  the  western  boundary  of  South 
Kingstown.  It  is  also  written  in  the 
second  form:  Dr.  Trumbull  did  not 
record  it  in  his  "Indian  names  in  Con- 
nectitut,"  in  which,  however,  he 
records  many  other  Indian  names  of 
places  in  Rhode  Island.  But  Dr. 
Trumbull  has  recorded  the  word  in 
another  essay  in  the  forms  2  and  5  above 
given.  He  speaks  of  it  as  a  word  "with 
its  flavor  of  Celtic."  But  concerning 
this  later.  The  first  occurrence  of  the 
word  in  the  early  English  records  is  in 
the  Indian  Deed  of  Hall's,  on  Knight's 
purchase  in  the  Narragansett  country, 
in    1664    (Potter's  Narragansett,   p.  70). 
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As  Totter    has    given  it:  it  is  in  the  first 

form  above.     It  also  appears  in  Davell's 

deposition    concerning    the    survey    of 

these  same  lands  given  in   1711,  but  the 

survey  was  made  in  1664.

It  has  been  suggested  by  some  that 
,'  the  name  Mount  Hope  came  from  the 
1  Icelandic  word  "Hop,''  meaning  a  bay, 
j  as  applied  to  water,  used  by  Thorfin 
I  Karlsefne  A.  D.  100S.  Dr.  Trumbull 
j  says  "the  suggestion  is    hardly  entitled 
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to  serious  discussion;  no  instance  can 
be  shown  of  the  adoption  by  Indians  of 
a  local  name  from  a  foreign  language." 
The  word  Osquebaug  comes  pretty  near 
to  such  an  adaption.  But  concerning 
things,  Roger  Williams  gives  these 
forms:  English,  Cowes,  Indian,  "Cows- 
nuck;"  English,  Goats,  Indian, 
"Goatesuck;"  English,  Hog,  Indian, 
"Hogsuck;"  English,  Pig,  Indian 
"Pigsuck;"  English,  Neat  Cattle,  In- 
dian, "Neatasuog."  Notwithstanding 
what  Dr.  Trumbull  said,  the  writer  be- 
lieves that  the  idea  of  the  derivation  of 
our  Mount  Hope,  from  the  Icelandic,  is 
worth)'  of  serious  discussion.  So  it  is, 
too,  with  the  word  "Rumstick,"  a 
"point"  opposite  Warren,  in  Narragan- 
sett  Bay.  Very  strong  arguments  can 
be  made  for  each  of  these  words;  ar- 
guments  along  lines  which  have  never 
yet  been  even  touched — but  far  too  elab- 
orate for  this  short  note. 


Judicial  affairs,  so  far  as  grand  juries 
are  concerned,  are  in  a  very  dangerous 
condition,  not   only  here  in  Rhode  Isl- 


and, but  all  over  the  country-  Men  of 
utter  incompetence  are  drawn,  who 
know  nothing  of  the  laws  nor  of  their 
own  duties;  and  thus  they  do  the  bid- 
ding of  ignorant,  or  unprincipled,  or 
designing  lawyers.  So  dangerous  are 
the  conditions  that  Judge  Cowing  in 
New  York  city  instructed  the  late 
grand  jury  closing  with  these  words: 
'"I  warn  you  to  be  careful  of  your  pow- 
ers so  that  you  will  not  misuse  them. 
It  is  a  terrible  thing  to  arraign  or  in- 
dict any  citizen  without  due  deference 
to  all  formalities  of  law.  Witnesses  be- 
fore the  grand  jury  should  be  examined 
as  to  their  motives,  and  ail  frivolous  tes- 
timony should  be  disregarded.  Above 
all,  the  grand  jury  should  be  careful  to 
see  to  it  that  that  body  is  not  used  as  an 
instrument  for  one  man  to  wreak  his 
spite  on  another."  Words  like  these 
uttered  by  a  supreme  court  judge  have 
a  terrible  meauing;  and  what  force  they 
give  to  matters  which  the  present  writer 
has  discussed  in  another  place.  Men 
must  rise  to  the  occasion;  then  such 
things  must  and   will  be    stopped,  and 
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the  perpetrators  of  such  wrongs  must 
themselves  be  punished. 

Illustrations  are  sufficiently  easy  to 
produce  showing  the  necessity  of  the 
serious  words  of  Mr.  Justice  Cowing. 
Take  the  ch-c  of  Lillian  Blanchard;  the 
case  of  Dr.  Solomons;  the  case  of  Geo. 
W.  Hull;  the  case  of  1).  A.  Lingaue; 
and  some  that  could  be  produced  of 
more  serious  moment  than  either  of 
these.  There  is  at  this  moment  good 
reason  to  observe  the  possible  political 
uses  of  grand  juries. 

Concerning  the  legal  liability  of  an 
Attorney  General  who  uses  a  Grand 
Jury  for  the  punishment  of  his  ene- 
mies; or  for  the  political  uses  of  his 
friends,  or  himself,  a  legal  friend  says 
Book  Notes  is  theoretically  right. 
Judge  Cowing  intimates  as  much.     But

If  my 
legal  friend  is  correct,  then  an  Attorney 
General  is  the  only  man  in  this  State 
who  can  falsely  charge  another,  with  a 
crime,  and  go  unwhipt  of  justice.  Were 
it  not  for  differences  in  the   opinions  of 
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lawyers,  there  could  be  no  lawsuits.  Tn 
this  case  being  no  lawyer,  the  writer  has 

a  right  to  differ,  and  lie  does  differ, 
from  his  legal  friend.  Such  Attorney 
Generals  can  be  reached. 


A  "Mercantile  Monograph,"  as  by 
its  name  appears,  was  written  by 
Charles  R.  Miller  of  Canton.  Ohio,  and 
distributed  by  the  D.  G.  Dun  6c Co.  mer- 
cantile agency.  This  paragraph  is  taken 
from  page  two  (2.)  ' 'It  may  therefore, 
in  the  light  of  the  authorities  cited,  be 
accepted  as  an  established  rule  that  if 
the  vender  obtains  goods  upon  repre- 
sentation cf  a  third  person  (as.  for  in- 
stance, the  Dun  Mercantile  Agency), 
whether  written  or  verbal,  he  is  respon- 
sible for  them  the  same,  as  if  he  made 
them  himself."  Look  at  such  extraor- 
dinary nonsense.  Dun  &  Co.  sell  re- 
ports about  the  financial  condition  of 
men;  these  reports  are  almost  never 
written  by  the  parties  most  directly  in 
interest,  and  in  case  they  overestimate 
a  man's  money  and  the  man  fails,  he  is 
guilty  of   fraud,  just   as  if    he  had  him-

say,  on  the  part  of  the  attorney  and  of 
the  mercantile  agency  to  set  up  such  a 
doctrine.  Can  I  be  held  liable  for 
another's  crimes  or  false  statements? 


The  General  Assembly  has  paid  $1000 
a  year  for  we  know  not  how  many  years 
to  the    State    Board  of    Health  "for  the 
purpose    of    suppression    of    diphtheria 
and    tuberculosis    in    man."     Has   this 
Board  supreme  power;    has  it  ever  sup- 
pressed  any  disease  whatever,  or  can  it   i 
ever    do  so  ?     Never.     It  is   a  solid  fact  ! 
based    upon    its    own    records    that  the  j 
death  rate  in  Rhode  Island  has  steadily 
increased    ever     since     this    Board    of  i 
Health    existed.     Why  not  destroy  the  j 
Board  and    save    lives   in    that  way,  in-  I 
stead  of  taxing  us  for  money  to  put  into 
the  hands  of  men  under  whose  manage- 
ment more  men  die. 

A  manufacturer  of  sewing    machines,   1 
protected    by   80   patents   and  a   45  per 
cent,  tariff,  has    for    rears  made  Ameri- 


can women  pay  for  a  sewing  machine, 
made  here  in  Providence,  from  v^s  to 
$75,  depending  upon  the  times,  all  the 
while  selling  the  sewing  machine  to 
English  women,  in  England,  for  from 
£21.50  to  £25.  This  is  called  "protec- 
tion of  American  home  industry."  It 
is  neither  more  nor  less  than  legalized 
robbery,  and  is  defensible  upon  no 
ground  whatever,  ami  yet  these  men 
talk  of  a  vested  right  Can  men  pos- 
sess a  vested  right  to  steal  either  le- 
gally or  in  violation  of  law.  Such  talk 
is  of  apiece  with  the  whole  business. 

Tlie  other  day  we  fell  upon  an  adver- 
tisement of  an  auction  sale  of  "Books 
in  Fine  Bindings,''  by  the  father  of  the 
late  Benjamin  Hoppin,  in  Providence 
^n  ]795>  a  hundred  years  agu,  the  books 
were  descriced  by  Mr.  Hoppin  as  Food 
for  Seiitamentalists ,'  to-day,  after  a  life 
of  intense  devotion  to  the  acquirement 
of  a  knowledge  of  this  sort  of  "Food," 
almost  on  the  very  spot  where  Mr.  Hop- 
pin built  his  extraordinary  dwelling,  I 
am    writing   this   paragraph;  I   confess 
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that    it    suggests    curious    fancies;  the 

love  of  good  hooks  has  not  only  de- 
clined; it  has  almost  ceased  to  exist; 
but  there  must  be  a  new  birth;  there 
will  he  again,  a  revival  of  letters;  much 
greater  than  that  which  ushered  in  the 
eleventh  century.  Hooks  are  not  Food 
for  Sentimentalists:  they  are  things  of 
materialistic  force;  preserving,  and  dis- 
simating  ideas;  and  ideas  are  things, 
which  revolutionize  peoples;  a  good 
bookseller  is  (or  was,  and  will  again  be) 
a  force  for  good,  in  a  community.  But 
as  to  Mr.  Hoppin's  epithet,  we  have 
our  revenge;  he  grew  rich  upon  the 
earnings  of  the  people  around  him. 
built  a  fine  establishment,  which  was 
known  for  years  as  ''Hoppin's  Folly." 
He  has  gone:  he  is  now  of  the  dust  of 
the  earth;  and  so,  too,  is  the  home 
which  he  built;  but  the  work  of  the 
bookseller  will  not  die;  it  will  go  on  for 
years,  and  years,  gaining  strength  in- 
stead of  weakness,  long,  long  after  he 
has  left  it.  "For  the  light  he  leaves 
behind  him    lies    along    the    paths    of 


light  of  its  history,  which  such  an  end- 
in-  of  this  collection,  makes  most  fit- 
ting; but  this  aspect  will  be  discussed 
at  another  time.

The  name  God- 
dard,  nor  Ives,  nor  Gammell,  is  writ- 
ten, nor  suggested  in  it.  hut  the  most 
extraordinary  thing  in  it  is  the  disposal 
of  the  library,  about  which  everybody 
has  heard  so  much,  and  so  few  know 
anything. 

It  is  given  to  no  Brown,  nor  Ives,  nor 
Gammell,  nor  Goddard,  nor  to  any  In- 
stitution, nor  has  any  of  these  men 
anything  to  do  with  it,  but  to  G.  W-  R. 
Mattescn,  to  do  with  it  as  he  pleases. 
It  need  not  be  kept  in  Rhode  Island, 
but  it  can  be  sent  to' Texas.  It  has 
fallen  to  the  hands  of  a  man,  who, 
neither  in  education,  nor  in  taste,  nor 
in  desire,  has  the  slightest  capacity  to 
handle  it.     There  is  one  aspect,  in    the 


Judicial  history  in  Rhode  Island  is 
coming  rapidly  to  repeat  itself.  Within 
j  my  own  lifetime  Rhode  Island  men,  in 
bringing  actions  against  Rhode  Island 
parties  were  obliged  to  remove  to  other 
States,  in  order  to  bring  their  cases  be- 
fore the  United  States  courts,  there  be- 
ing no  fair  show  of  justice  in  the  courts 
of  this  State.  It  was  in  Judge  Story's 
time.  But  what  are  we  defendants  go- 
ing to  do.  We  cannot  remove  to  an- 
other State.  All  that  we  can  do  is  to 
take  the  punishment,  and  be  sent  to  the 
State  prison.  These,  considerations  come 
from  the  appointment  of  a  man  to  be  a 
judge  of  the  Supreme  Court,  the  high- 
est judicial  ofhee  in  the  gift  of — shall  I 
say  the  people  ?  Not  in  three-quarters 
(.>i  a  century  has  so  dangerous  an  act  of 
like  character  been  done.  A  man  has 
been  made  a  judge  whose  every  judicial 
act  proclaims  his  unfitness  for  so  im- 
partial an  office.  Will  John  T.  Blodgett 
now  instantly  reverse  the  whole  tenor 
of  his  life?  In  such  a  connection  look 
at  his  latest  act  in  holding  back  his 
qualification  for  his  great  office  in  or- 
der to  redistrict  the  city  of  Providence 
for  the  advantage  of  the  political  party 
which  put  him  upon  the  bench.  Con- 
cerning the  appointment  of  such  a  man 
to  such  a  position  there  is  but  one 
opinion  among  men  of  common  sense, 
or  among  men  with  common  sense 
when  lawyers.  It  is  a  danger  to  the 
people    of    Rhode    Island.     The   writer 

j  would       wilfully       wiong        no     man; 

S  but  he  will  never  hold  his  hand  in  def- 
ence of  his  own  rights,  or  of  the  rights 
all  men  to  fair  judicial  treatment  by 
unselfish  and  impartial  judges.  AVhile 
always  endeavoring  to  be  right,  God 
grant  that  in  this  case  I  am  in   error. 
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Notes  Concerning  fir.  Edwin  Fields' 
Esek  Hopkins,  Commander-in- 
Chief  of  the  Continental  Navy 
During  the  American  Revolution, 
1775-1778,  riaster  Mariner,  Poli- 
tician, Brigadier  General,  Naval  Of- 
ficer and  Philanthropist. 


To  set  forth  the  virtues  of  men  who 
have  departed,  to  the  end  that  youth 
may  seek  to  emulate  them,  is  worthy  of 
commendation.  But  when  the  story  is 
hut  half  told,  ah d  that  half  only  that 
which  is  good,  while  all  the  bad  is  sup- 
pressed; or  when  that  described  as  good 
proves  to  be  falsely  or  unfairly  told,  no 
good  end  will  ever  be  gained,  for  ulti- 
mately men  will  get  at  the  truth; 
and  this  too  whenever  the  facts 
justify  "the  labor.  It  lias  come  to  be 
the  fashion  here  in  Rhode  Island 
to  glorify  certain  naval  commanders 
who,  in  the  war  of  the  Revolution 
sprung  from  this  state.  First 
among  them  comes  Esek  Hopkins,  the 
subject  of  Mr.  Field's  essay.  Then 
comes  Abraham  Whipple;  after  Whip- 
ple comes  John  Burroughs  Hopkins, 
and  lastly  Ambrose  Page.  Let  me 
dwell  a  moment  upon  the  relations  of 
these  men  to  each  other  and  the  whole 
to    Stephen    Hopkins.      Stephen    Hop- 


kins had  been  in  politics  his  entire  life. 
He  had  been  Governor  and  was  in  the 
Continental  Congress  when  the  Revolu- 
tion began.  Esek  Hopkins  was  his 
brother;  Abraham  Whipple  married  a 
niece  of  both  Stephen  and  Esek;  John 
Burroughs  Hopkins  was  Peek's  son  and 
a  nephew  of  Stephen,  and  Ambrose 
Page,  married  a  widow  of  Stephen's 
nephew.  Had  these  men  shown  powers 
worthy  of  mention  in  the  cause 
to  which  they  were  appointed, 
even  such  unbridled  nepotism  might  be 
endured;  but  such  was  not  the  case 
with  either  of  them  ;  on  the  contrary, 
all  were  Hat  failures;  and  this  truth 
we  will  endeavor  to  set  forth  in  this 
and  the  following  note.  Esek  Hopkins 
was  appointed  "Commander-in-chief" 
of  the  first  Continental  Navy,  by  the 
Marine  Committee  of  the  Continental 
Congress,  of  which  committee  Stephen 
Hopkins  was  the  ruling  spirit.  This 
fleet  consisted  of  eight  vessels,  carrying 
from  8  to  36  guns,  in  all  126  guns.  All 
were  built  for  the  merchant  service  and 
had  been  changed  to  men-of-war.  Esek 
Hopkins  has  been  styled  "Commodore" 
and  "Admiral,"  but  his  real  and  only 
rank  was  "Commander-in-Chief;"  and 
this  fleet  was  his  first  and  only  com- 
mand. Abraham  Whipple,  his  nephew, 
was  given  the  command  of  the. "Colum- 
bus," a  36-guu  sl.i;>,  and  ore  of  the  fleet. 
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Whipple's  rank  was  captain,  but  in  the 
books  he  is  always  "Commodore."  Just 
previous  Lo  his  appointment  to  the  "Co« 
lumbus,"  Whipple  had  been  put  in 
comniand  of  "The  Rhode  Island  Navy." 
This  navy  consisted  of  foui  boats,  the 
largest  carrying  So  men  ;  another  30 
men,  and  the  two  others  mere  "row  gal- 
leys." It  was  farcical  to  dub  the  per- 
son in  command  of  such  a  collection  of 
boats  a  commodore,  but  that  is  just  what 
the  General  Assembly  of  Rhode  Island 
did;  and  it  illustrates  precisely  what 
Mr.  Field  means  by  the  word  "poli- 
tician" in  his  title,  for  both  men  had 
been  Assemblymen;  more  especially 
Hopkins,  who  for  many  years  had  been 
a  member.  These  appointments  are 
rank  instances  of  the  bestowal  of  pat- 
ronage on  account  of  relationship, 
with  no  regard  for  merit  or  capacity. 
They  were  all  made  (save  one)  by  Ste- 
phen Hopkins  in  the  marine  committee 
of  Congress  as  before  stated.  Hopkins 
was  assisted  in  this  move  by  Silas 
Deaue,  another  member  of  the  same 
committee,  who   had   a   brother-in-law. 


one  Dudley  Saltonstall,  to  whom  he  in- 
duced the  committee  to  give  the  rank  of 
captain,  and  put  him  in  command  of 
the  "Alfred,"    a  24-gun  ship  in  the  fleet 

given  to  Hopkins  (Works  of  John 
Adams  3,  12).  livery  undertaking  or 
the  result  of  every  action  was  at  first 
heralded  as  a  howling  success.  But  as 
men  came  later  to  learn  the  actual  facts, 
those  successes  could  almost  be  called 
flat  failure?;  and  thus  from  the  very 
beginning  an  opinion  was  largely  held 
that  Hopkins,  and  his  sou,  and  his 
nephew,  were  lacking  either  in  talent  or 
in  courage,  or  in  purpose.  The  reason 
given  by  Mr.  Field  for  his  publication 
was  because,  "but  slender  justice  has 
been  rendered  to  the  services  of  Esek 
Hopkins  in  the  American  Revolution." 
I  propose  considering  the  character  and 
the  result  of  those  services  ;  but  before 
entering  upon  that  part  of  my  inquiry 
I  wish  to  consider  two  matters  in  this 
Book  Notes,  and  the  first  is  the  title 
page.  Hopkins  was  not  Commander- 
in-Chief  of  the  Continental  Navy 
"during   the  American  Revolution,"  as 
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Mr.  Field  slates,  nor  did  the  years 
1775  to  177S  cover  the  period  of  the 
Revolution  as  Mr.  Field  states;  the 
time  covered  was  1776-17S3.  Hop- 
kins was  appointed  5th  Nov.  1775,  but 
Congress  had  not  then  a  single  ship. 
in  fact  when  Hopkins  reached  Philadel- 
phia in  the  middle  of  January,  j  776,  he 
had  not  a  single  vessel  to  command, 
allowing  that  his  command  began  15th 
January,  1776,  Mr.  Field  says,  (p.  2j6,) 
"The  order  suspending  him  from  his 
command  was  placed  in  his  hands  at  2 
o'clock  p.  m.  15  April  1777."  Mr.  Field 
says:  "he  was  summarily  dismissed  2nd 
January,  1778  (p.  219A,  actually  holding 
the  semblance  of  command  only  15 
months.  But  even  if  I  allow  that  his 
command  covered  the  time  from  his  ap- 
pointment, 5th  of  Nov.  1775,  to  2nd  of 
Tanuarv.  177S.  the  entire  period  would 
be  26  mouths,  of  which  time  Hopkins 
was  lying  idle,  with  four  or  five  ships 
in  the  harbors  of  New  Loudon,  and  New- 
port, and  Providence,  21  months.  Hence 
it  is  shown  that  Mr.  Field's  Title  page 
is  seriouslv  r:  error  as  a  historical  state- 


ment. Again  ;  I  object,  to  the  use  made 
of  a  large,  and  as  1  regard  it  worthless, 
picture  of  a  drunken  revel,  page*2S. 
said  to  have  taken  place  at  Surinam 
"about  the  time  of  1769/*  Why  men  of 
respectable  character  should  select  such 
a  scene  in  which  to  sit  for  their  portraits 
is  beyond  comprehension.  But  Mr. 
Field  is,  I  think,  seriously  in  error. 
He  represents  the  characters  in  the 
picture  as  actually  portraits  of  promin- 
ent men  then,  (1769),  being  in  the  Colo- 
ny of  Rhode  Island  as  follows  :  Nicho- 
las Cooke,  Jonas  Wanton,  Esek  Hop- 
kins, Ambrose  Page,  Godfrey  Malbone 
and  Nicholas  Power ;  if  Mr.  Field  is 
correct  then  all  these  gentlemen  must 
have  sat  for  their  portraits,  to  Mr.  John 
Greenwood  whom  Mr.  Field  represents 
to  be  "An    English   Artist  who  was   of 
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for  the  following  reasons;  that  Green- 
wood was  not  an  English  Artist  having 
been  born  at  Boston  in  1729;  that  in 
1752  he  migrated  to  Surinam  and  thence 
to  Holland,  and  thence  to  England, 
which  country  he  reached  in  1763,    and 
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never  left  it  Hence  be  could  not  have 
been  at  Surinam  in  1769, in  this  drunken 
revel  ;  again,  Nicholas  Cooke  was  then 
Deputy  Governor  of  the  Colony,  and 
certainly  could  not  have  been  at  the 
sceue  ;  Jonas  Wanton  represented  in  the 
picture  as  Mr.  Field  says,  appears  to  be 
a  bald  headed  old  man.  He  was  born 
25  May  1740,  and  hence  was  :8  years  of 
age.  Godfrey  Malboue,  whom  Mr. 
Field's  says  is  being  taught  a  dancing  j 
lesson,  died  226.  February,  176S.  a  year 
before  this  drunken  revel.  He  was  70 
years  old,  and  had  been  for  fifty  years 
a  warden  of  Trinity  church,  Newport. 
It  seems  incredible  that  he  would  sit  for 
his  portrait  for  such  a  picture.  His  son- 
did  not  live  here,  nor  did  he  "follow 
the  sea.''  Nicholas  Power  of  that  time,  j 
was  the  6th  of  the  name,  and  the  pre-  j 
ceeding  men  of  that  name  were  all 
dead;  this  Nicholas  was  born  5.  April, 
1742,  and  hence  would  be  27  years  ol  1, 
when  he  was  giving  this  dancing  lesson 
to  an  old  man  of  70  years,  but  who  had 
died  a  year  before.  Concerning  Esek 
Hopkins    Mr.    Field    says    (p.    27):   "It  | 


was  about  this  time  (1769)  that  the  only 

liie  portrait  of  Hopkins,  now  extant 
was  painted.1'  To  call  such  a  thing  a 
portrait  is  a  misuse  of  terms;  but,  com- 
pare it  with  the  first  portrait  in  the 
book,  painted  by  Heade  fM.  J.)  a  land- 
scape painter,  who  dwelt  here  in  Provi- 
dence, in,  or  about  1S63  aud  this  por- 
trait was  painted  either  front  or  for  the 
print,  which  was  engraved  by  Buttre 
for  the  Sth  vol.  of  the  Colonial  Rec- 
ords (1863,1.  It  is  in  no  sense  a  portrait; 
but  Mr.  Field  says,  concerning  the  fig- 
ure in  the  drunken  revel,  Hopkins  is 
"wearing  a  cocked  hat,  and  his  left 
hand  suspiciously  holding  a  wine 
glass  "  Mr.  Field  also  says  (p.  125;  he 
(Hopkins)  totally  abstained  from  the 
use  of  intoxicating  liquors  as  a  bever- 
age;'' then  how  came  he  to  sit  for  his 
portrait  in  this  drunken  revel.  It  is 
clear  that  the  picture,  if  it  represents 
what  Mr.  Field  claims,  is  a  libel  upon 
the  characters  of  men;  it  cannot  be 
true;  but  suppose  an  earlier  date  be  as- 
signed, where  no  date  actually  exists, 
the    dilemma    is    not    relieved,    nor   re-

beastly  drunk.  But  let  us  leave  this 
disgusting"  subject,  and  la)'  hold  upon 
the  real  purpose  of  this  criticism,  which 
is,  to  show  the  actual  character  of  the 
services  of  Hopkins,  and  their  results, 
using  almost  wholly  the  authorities 
which  Mr.  Field  has  given  us,  and  dis- 
cover whether  his  eulogiums  of  Hop- 
kins can  be  sustained.  These  ser- 
vices will  be  considered  under  five 
heads,  as  follows:  1st,  the  first 
cruise  of  the  first  fleet,  beginning  17th 
Februar}'  and  ending  8th  April,  1776; 
2d,  the  affair  with  the  "Glasgow,"'  a 
British  man-of-war;  3d,  the  order  of  the 
naval  committee  to  cruise  off  New 
Foundland;  4th,  the  order  of  the  naval 
committee   to  ciuise  off  Cape  Fear;  5th, 


the  affair  of  the  ''Diamond*'  in  Narra- 
gansett  Fay.  These  points  have  been 
so  carefully  considered  and  elaborately 
wrought,  that  this  portion  of  our  in- 
quiry  must  await  the 
issue  of  Book  Notes. 


It  may  not  be  absolutely  necessary 
that  the  Governor  of  Rhode  Island 
should  be  able  to  calculate  an  eclipse  ; 
possibly  he  need  not  be  able  to  write 
English  as  Matthew  Arnold  wrote  it  ; 
but  there  are  certain  functions  devolv- 
ing upon  the  Executive  Chief  Officer  of 
this  state,  which  seem  to  require  some 
slight  ability  to  read,  even  if  some  one 
else  is  employed  to  do  the  writing.

In  the  matters  of  dignity,  of 
refinement,  of  manners,  and  of  educa- 
tion the  exhibition  was  simply  shock- 
ing. These  college  exercises  are  not 
cock-fights,      nor     dog     baitings,     and 
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other  kinds  of  men  should  represent  the 
state,  than  tho.se  Titled  to  preside  upon 
such  occasions.  If  the  power  to  make 
Governors,  and  Judge?,  rests  wholly  in 
Mr.  C.  R.  Brayton  he  should  turn  out 
better  material  than  he  has  exhibited 
in  his  recent  efforts    in  these  two  lines. 


The  growing  importance  of  the  South 
in  the  cotton  manufacture,  is  elaborate- 
ly treated  in  the  July  Review  of  Re- 
views. From  this  paper  it  appears  that 
in  the  five  years  from  1S90  to  1895. — 
and  that  they  were  difficult  years  for 
the  country  at  large,  no  one  can  have 
forgotten, — the  Cottcn  Belt  doubled  its 
number  of  spindles  and  looms;  in  the 
four  years  since  that  time,  the  maxi- 
mum of  1895  has  been  fairly  doubled 
again.  To  realize  this,  take  Charlotte, 
N.  C,  as  your  center  and  travel  about  a 
circle  whose  radius  is  only  100  miles. 
Within  this  limited  area  you  will  find 
to-day  over  500  mills,  operating  in 
round  numbers,  2,500,000  spindles,  and 
nearly  twice  as  many  looms  as  the  en- 
tire South  had  when  the  last  census  was 


taken.  The  major  portion  of  these 
mills  have  been  running  both  day  and 
night  since  last  summer,  thus  doubling 
their  estimated   capacity. 

It  should  be  remarked,  also,  that 
while  cotton  factories  are  springing  up 
as  if  by  magic  in  cotton-fields,  there  is 
no  growth  of  the  industry  in  any  part 
of  the  world  remote  from  the  fields — 
which  may  be  taken  to  mean  that,  when 
so  plain  a  view  of  fitness  once  begins  to 
assert  itself,  it  meets  no  challenge  of 
right.  Another  point  to  be  noted  in 
this  connection  is  that  the  section  which 
makes  about  75  per  cent,  of  the  univer- 
sal cotton  crop  has  at  last  claimed  the 
prerogative  of  setting  the  price  for 
Lancashire  instead  of  following  the  re- 
verse but  unnatural  rule  which  has 
prevailed  from  our  first  harvest  until 
the  present  one.  The  bare  fact  that 
Southern  mill  men  paid  7  1-2  cents  for 
cotton  early  in  the.  season,  when  River- 
pool  and  New  York  were  offering  J, 
speaks  very  eloquently  of  a  triumph 
that  has  the  essential  elements  of  an 
enduring  gain.

The  city  "Fathers"  undertook  to 
make  mi  issue  of  city  bonds,  the  money 
to  be  spent  in  constructing  a  race  horse 
track  in  Roger  Williams  Park.  The 
scheme,  so  line  in  its  business  aspect, 
didn't  work.  So  these  wise  and  worth} 
"Fathers"  took  money  taxed  from  the 
people  to  construct  useless  and  un- 
wholesome sewers,  and  used  it  for  this 
most  necessary  "race  track,"  yclept  a 
"Speedway."  The  next  move  of  the 
City  Fathers  will  he  (so  those  within 
the  confidence  of  the  "powers  that  be" 
think)  to  issue  some  city  bonds  and 
build  two  "Pool  rooms''  at  the  Park. 
If  you  wish  to  see  a  specimen  of  infla- 
tion which  would  make  the  South  Sea 
Bubble  look  pale,  compare  the 
cost  of  the  work  done  by  this  "Park" 
Commission  with  the  work  itself.  Look 
at  the  pile  of  money  and  the  thing  we 
get;  it  is  worse,  if  possible,  than  a  bar- 
gain sale  at  a  department  shop. 

In  this  connection,  let  us  take  a  look 
at   "That    Superfluous     Speedway,"    as 


the  Boston  Herald  calls  it,  in  boston. 

"The  finest  speedway  in  the  country 
was,  therefore,  constructed.  But  the 
outlay  has  by  no  means  justi  tied  itself. 
It  was  enormously  expensive  to  build, 
and  it  is  enormously  expensive  to  main- 
tain. And  the  worst  is  that  it  is  very 
little  used.  Those  \s  ho  clamored  for  it 
iu  the  first  place,  reptesenting  what  a 
popular  and  attractive  thing  it  would 
be.  do  not  go  there  at  all — perhaps  be- 
cause there  is  nobody  there  to  look  at 
them.  About  the  only  persons  who  do 
use  it  are  some  professional  horse 
jockeys.  To  protect  the  property,  how- 
ever, and  preserve  order  on  the  rare  oc- 
casions when  it  is  in  use,  an  adequate 
police  force  has  to  be  kept  on  hand, 
and  the  officers  seldom  have  anything 
to  dobut  to  go  up  and  down  and  look 
ornamental  to  themselves.  In  fine,  this 
speedway  has  proved  such  a  source  of 
annoyance  and  such  a  failure  that  we 
understand  that  the  commission  has 
seriously  considered  whether  it  would 
not  be  the  best  thing  to  close  up  and 
abandon  it.1' 

Fortunately  the  Providence  City  Fa- 
thers see  things  in  their  real,  true 
light  and  issue  bonds  to  build  that 
which  in  Boston  to  be  so  useless.

Oa  the  13th  of  June  tire  papers  here 
gave  us  the  information  that  $37,000  of 
the  claims  made  by  Rhode  Island  lor 
money  spent  here,  but  on  account  of 
the  Spanish  War,  had  been  rejected  by 
the  United  States  Government.

The  first  and  only  cruise  of  this  fleet 
under  command  of  Hopkins  began  at 
Philadelphia,  17th  of  February,  and 
ended  at  New  London,  8th  of  April, 
1776.  The  cruise  was  made  under  the 
orders  of  the  marine  committee  of  Con- 
gress, which  orders  were  essentially  as 
follows: 

"You  are  instructed  to  proceed  with 
the  utmost  diligence  directly  for  the 
Chesapeake  Bay;  when  nearly  arrived 
there  you  will  send  forward  a  small, 
swift  vessel  to  gain  intelligence  of  the 
strength  and  situation  of  the  enemy.' 
If  you  find  that  they  are  not  greatly 
superior  to  your  own  (fleet)  you  are  im- 
mediately to  enter  said  bay,  search  out, 
attack,  take,  or  destroy,  all  the  naval 
force  of  our  enemies  that  you  find 
there."  "If  successful  in  Virginia  you 
are  to  proceed  immediately  to  make 
yourself  master  of  the  forces  of  the 
enemy  in  North  and  South  Carolina  in 
such  manner  as  you  may  think  prudent. 
Raving  completed  this  business  in  the 
Caroliuas  you  are  without  delay  to  pro- 
ceed directly  to  Rhode  Island  and  attack, 
take  and   destroy  all  the  enemy's  naval 


force  you  find  there."  Nov;  here  fol- 
lows all  the  "  discretion"  given  to  Hop- 
kins: "  Notwithstanding  these  particu- 
lar orders  which  it  is  hoped  you  will 
be  able  to  execute,  if  bad  winds,  or 
stormy  weather,  or  other  unforeseen 
accidents  or  disaster  disable  you  so  to 
do — you  are  then  to  follow  such  courses 
as  your  best  judgment  shall  suggest.*' 
(Field,  pp.  94-97.) 

It  was  the  intention  of  the  Marine 
Committee  to  have  the  fleet  sail  early 
in  January  (Field,  p.  97),  but  it  did  not 
sail  until  the  17th  of  February  (Field, 
p.  102).  This  delay  was  caused,  Hop- 
kins says,  by  "lack  of  resolution,"  by 
"inattention  to  business  of  most  of  the 
officers,"  and  in  "the  expectation  of  get- 
ting higher  stations  in  the  new  ships." 
(Field,  p.  155).  Having  at  last  sailed, 
and  been  two  days  out  (p.  io6j,  "the  con 
dition  of  the  fleet  was  brought  to  Hop- 
kin's  attention"  (p.  107s),  which,  appar- 
ently, he  knew  nothing  about  before, 
and  "he  decided  to  make  for  the  Baha- 
mas into  a  warmer  clime  (p.  107).

Four  days  had 
been  wasted  sailing  about  among  the 
islands, and  by  this, time  had  been  given 
to  the  Governor  to  save  nearly  all  the 
gunpowder  which,  according  to  Mr. 
Field,  was  the:  main  reason  for  a  viola- 
tion of  order?.  By  way  of  comparison, 
let  me  refer  to  an  affair  at  this  very 
same  island,  performed  by  Capt.  Jchn 
Rathbun,  or  Rathbone,  then  in  com- 
mand of  the  sloop  Providence,  12  guns, 
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cue  of  the  very  fleet  under  command  of 
Hopkins  when  he  performed  his  "great 
exploit,''  in  March,  '76,  which  \va  in- 
deed farcical.  Happily  the  vessel  was 
in  better  hands. 

It  was  early  in  February,  1778,  less 
than  a  month  after  the  summary  dis- 
missal of  Hopkins,  that  the  attack  upon 
New  Providence  was  made  by  Capt. 
Rathbun,  with  this  small  vessel.  Rath- 
bun  had  been  a  Lieutenant  on  board  the 
same  vessel  when  Hopkins  "assaulted" 
the.  place.  But,  since  Mr.  Field  does 
not  mention  the  Rathbuu  affair,  we  will 
fall  back  upon  Cooper  for  the  story. 

"This vessel  carried  only  four-pound- 
ers,and,  at  the  time, is  said  to  have  had  a 
crew  of  but  fifty  men;  notwithstanding 
this  trifling  force  Capt.  Rathbun  made 
descent  on  the  Island  of  New  Provi- 
dence; at  the  head  of  twenty-five  men, 
under  Lieut.  Trevett,  he  was  joinedby  a 
few  American  prisoners,  less  than 
fifteen,  it  is  said,  and  while  a  privateer 
of  sixteen  guns  with  a  crew  of  near  fifty 
men  lay  in  the   harbor,  he   seized   the 


forts,  got  possession  of  the  stores,  and 
effectually  obtained  command  o{  the 
place;  all  the  vessels  in  port,  six  in 
number,  fell  into  his  hands;  an  attempt 
to  overpower  him  was  put  down  by  a 
menace  to  burn  the  town;  a  T. iitish 
sloop  of  war  appeared  off  the  harbor 
while  Rathbone  was  in  possession; 
Rathboue  at  once  opened  fire  upon  the 
sloop,  and  she,  finding'  the  enemy  in 
possession  of  the  works,  sailed  away. 
Rathboue  spiked  the  guns,  carried  away 
all  the  powder  and  small  arms,  burned 
two  prizes,  and  sailed  away  with  four 
others,  leaving  not  a  man  behind." 
[Cooper's  Naval  History,  v.  1,  p.  156.] 
All  of  which  is  corroborated  by  Arnold. 
[Hist.  R.  I.,  v.  2,  p.  413],  who  has,  in- 
deed, given  more  details 

But,  let  me  resume;  instead  of  sailing 
fur  ihe  Carolinas,  as  ordered,  and 
agreed,  Hopkins  laid  two  weeks  at  Nas- 
sau, and  on  the  17th  of  March  sailed  for 
New  London.  He  arrived  there  April 
8th;  left  on  the  24th  for  Providence, R-  I. 
where   he  arrived   on    the  28th..  While

Field  says  Hancock  "sent  his  personal 
congratulations,"  but  such  was  uot  the 
fact;  Haucock  wrote  as  President  of 
Congress,  and  he  wrote  "in  whose  name 
I  beg  to  congratulate  you-1'  But  here  is 
another  thing  which  he  wrote:  "I 
have  it  in  charge  from  Congress  to  di- 
rect that  you  send  a  com  pleat  list,  and 
state  of  stores  taken.''  If  Hopkins  had 
sent  '"a  full  report,"  as  Mr.  Field  has 
said,  why  did  Hancock,"  or,  indeed, 
Congress,  immediately  ask  for  a  com- 
pleat  report?  On  the  14th  01  May  he 
was  summoned  to  Philadelphia  by  the 
Marine  Committee  to  answer  to  the 
charge  of  breach  of  orders.

"Resolved,  That  the  said  Commo- 
dore Hopkins  during  his  cruise  to  the 
southward  did  not  pay  due  regard  to 
the  tenor  of  his  instructions  whereby  he 
was  expressly  directed  to  annoy  the 
enemy's  .'hips  upon  the  coasts  of  the 
southern  states,  and  that  his  reasons  for 
not  going  from  Providence  (the  island 
of)  immediately  to  the  Carolinas,  are 
by  no  means  satisfactory.  (Works  of 
John  Adams,  v  3,  p.  66;,  also  Journals 
of    Congress.     This    at    once     destroys 
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It  is  an  established  scientific  fact  that 
the  ancient  sea  level  near  the  British 
island  was  from  1500  to  1700  feet  above  its 
present  level,  practically  England.

Thus  ends  the  first  incident.  Mr. 
Field's  authorities  do  not  sustain  his 
conclusions.  His  book  is  not  history. 
He  has  proved  the  inter  incompetence 
of  Hopkins.  Had  Hopkins  possessed  a 
tithe  of  the  energy,  or  skill  shown  by 
L-ieut.  Rathbone,  whose  exploit,  by  one 
of  Hopkins'  smallest  vessels,  in  the 
very  same  waters,  is  shown  herein,  au- 
other  tale  could  be  told.  Mr.  Field  ad- 
mits that  "in  a  manner  it  failed;"  and 
then  writes  this  (p  119):  "The  material 
secured  was  of  inestimable  value,  but 
the  stores  secured  were  not  the  only 
fruits  of  the  cruise."  Mr.  Field  has  not 
stated  what  these  other  "only  fruits" 
were,  and  I  am  now  examining  Munch- 
ausen to  find  them  out;  but  the  use  of 
the  word  "inestimable"  in  this  connec- 
tion is  very  happy;  it  means  something 
*'incapable  of  being  computed"  or,  too 
valuable,  to  be  valued.     Such    was  truly 


naval  successes  of  Hopkins;  and  I  am 
quite  in  agreement  with  Mr.  Field  when 

he  says  "but  slender  justice  has  I  een 
rendered  to  the  services  of  Ksek  Hop- 
kins." Iu  place  of  a  bronze  statue,  and 
endless  puffing,  he  should  have  1  een 
shot. 


It  is  curious  to  note  the  way  in  which 
men  look  at  things.  Here  is  Senator 
Hoar's  latest:  "The  triumph  of  justice, 
liberty,  and  republicanism,  is  to  be 
wrought  out,  if  at  all,  through  the 
agency  of  the  Republican  party."  It  is 
clear  that  "republicanism"  is,  in  Hoar's 
view,  something  different  from  justice 
or  liberty.  On  the  same  day  comes 
this  from  E.  L.  Godkin,  an  equally  in- 
telligent and  excellent  man:  "Presi- 
dent McKiuley  and  the  men  who  sur- 
round him  are  the  most  dangerous  set 
of  scoundrels  by  which  any  civilized 
country  was  ever  beset-''

One  of  the  bitterest  controversies  ever 
existing  in  Rhode  Island  was  that 
which  came  from  the  exertions  of  Dr.

But  Henry  B.  Anthony's  re- 
tort in  the  Journal  was  not  less  pungent. 
As  a  preface  to  his  pamphlet  Dr.  Rich- 
mond gives  a  picture  of

rhodc  island  as  she  is. 
Mr.  Rider  will    send  this    scarce,    but

It 
finds  only  Hay,  Gage,  Root,  Long  sur- 
rounding (as  Mr.  Godkin  said  of  McKin- 
ley)  but  cannot  find  llanna,  nor  Plait, 
nor  Quay,  nor  Grosvenor  anywhere  in 
the  group.  Now  note  how  William 
Lloyd  Garrison  sees  Hoar.  "The  histor- 
icau  will  chronicle  your  (Hoar's)  clear 
perception  and  memorable  characteriza- 
tion of  the  currupting  forces  in  the  repub- 
cau  part}-  first  openly  manifested  in  the 
scandals  of  Grant's  administration;  in 
justice  also  he  will  be  forced  to  write 
that  as  the  evils  broadened  until  they 
gained  absolute  dominion  they  never 
lacked  your  vote  when  the  party  test 
was  called  for." 

Now  let  me  still  further  illustrate: 
The  Providence  Journal  thus  sees  Mr. 
Garrison,  "he  has  been  trying  his  hand 
at  decorating  Mr.  Hoar  with  his  inso- 
lence," while  the  Boston  Herald  sees  in 


Mr.  Garrison's  letter  "an  infinitely 
more  important  arraignment  of  Mr. 
Hoar."  The  real  trouble  with  Mr.  Hoar 
is  that  with  his  tongue  he  deuounces 
thieves  sufficiently  well;  but  with  both 
hands  he  always  votes  for--the  thieves. 
And  that  is  exactly  what  all  these  men 
announce  themseives,  that  they  will  all 
do  next  November. 

This  city  was  never  kept  in  more 
orderly  form,  on  a  4th  of  July,  by  the 
officers  of  the  police  than  on  this  day  in 
1900 — and  they  were  the  same  old 
wearers  of  the  blue.

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The  Naval  Failures  of   Esek  Hopkins 

as  Shown  by  fir.  Field. 

Third  Paper. 

In  our  last  paper  we  showed  the  re- 
sult which  followed,  the  rank  viola- 
tions of  his  orders  by  Esek  Hopkins  in 
going  to  New  Providence.  He  was  or-  I 
dered  to  proceed  to  the  Carol  mas,  but 
he  again  violated  his  instructions  by 
sailing  direct  for  New  Loudon,  Conn. 
Just  before  reaching  New  London  Hop- 
kins with  his  fleet  fell  in  with  and  cap- 
tured a  British  schooner,  the  Haivk,  on 
the  4th  of  April;  on  the  5th  the  fleet 
captured  a  brig,  the  Bolton;  on  the  6th 
Hopkins  with  his  fleet  encountered  the 
Glasgow,  an  English  ship  of  20  guns 
and  150  men;  she  was  just  off  the  east- 
ern end  of  Long  Island.  Mr.  Field  de- 
scribes her  as  "heavily  armed,"  and 
again,  "the  heavy  guns  of  the  Glas- 
gov:,"  but  compare  the  force  at  Hop- 
kins's command,  which  had  he  pos- 
sessed talent  and  resolution  he  could  in 
au  instant  have  thrown  upon  this  de- 
voted ship.  Hopkins's  fleet  comprised 
the  Alfred,  24  guns;  the  Columbus,  36 
guns  and  40  swivels;  the  Doria;  14  guns; 
the  Cabot,  14  guns,  and  the  Providence^ 
12  guns;  thus  Hopkins  had  ico  cannon, 
all  mounted  upon  carriages,  in  addition 
to  all  his  swivels,  and  served  by  not  less  j 
than  700  men,  with  which    to    altack    a    j 


single  ship  of  20  guns  and  150  men — 
and  he  let  her  escape ,'  but  let  Hopkins 
tell  the  despicable  story  in  his  own 
words,  (Field,  p.  124):  "We  (he  means 
the  Alfred)  received  considerable  dam- 
age, but  the  greatest  was  in  having  our 
wheel  blocks  shot  away,  which  gave  the 
Glasgow  time  to  make  sail.  I  did  not 
think  'proper'  to  follow.''  Not  a  man 
was  killed  nor  wounded  on  Hopkins's 
ship,  the  Atlfred;  why  did  he  not,  like 
Perry,  when  his  vessel  became  unman- 
ageable, go  at  once  oa  board  another 
ship,  for  instance  the  Columbus,  and 
force  the  battle;  but  if  his  mishap  gave 
the  Glasgow  time  to  make  sail,  as  Hop- 
kins says  that  it  did,  was  not  the  same 
length  of  time  given  to  himself  and  his 
four  other  ships?  Hopkins  was  in 
name  "Commander-in-chief,"  but  his 
commanding  was  farcical.  Two  days 
later,  Hopkins,  "bringing  in  his  entire 
fleet,''  (p.  r25)  arrived  in  New  London 
harbor,  and,  continues  Mr.  Field,  "the 
bravery  displayed  by  his  fleet  in  the  en- 
counter with  a  man-of-war  was  received 
with  delight  throughout  the  colonies." 
(p.  127.)  But  Hopkins  could  not  long 
deceive  the  people.  Mr.  Field  says 
(p.  129)  "As  the  first  burst  of  elation 
began  to  fade  away,  a  change  took 
place, ''  and  "all  that  he  had  accom- 
plished," to  wit,  the  capture  of  24 
casks    of     powder,      while     losing     150

casks;  the  capture  of  two  small  scho  ■;; 
ers  in  comparison  with  himself  un- 
armed, and  not   a  gun    discharged;  and 

the  capture  of  7S  cannon  at  Nassau,  and 
some  miscellaneous  stores,"  was  lost 
sight  of  when  the  fact  was  fully  brought 
to  mind  that  he  had  allowed  the  "Glas- 
gow to  escape"  (Field  p  129).  Now  ob- 
serve how  Mr.  Field  presents  the  sober 
second  thought  of  men.  "So  intense 
was  the  feeling  against  Hopkinson  this 
account  thai  prejudice  took  possession 
of  the.  minds  of  the  people,  and  no 
amount  of  argument  could  breakaway 
the  feeling  that  he  (Hopkins)  had  failed 
at  the  supreme  moment"  (p  129).  Mr. 
Field's  use  of  the  word  "prejudice''  in 
describing  the  mental  condition  of  the 
people  is  most  unfair  ;  he  has  himself 
said  that  "when  the  facts  were  fully 
brought  to  mind''  that  the  people 
changed;  prejudice  means  "the ^repos- 
sess ing  w i th  o pi n io u  s  f o r  m e d  without  d  u  e 
knowledge  or  examination.  An  attempt 
had  been  made  by  Hopkins  to  prejudice 
in  his  favor  the  minds  of  men,  but  it 
failed  under  the  knowledge,  subsequent- 


ly obtained  of  the  actual  f?cts.  Such  a 
mental  process  cannot  be  charged  to 
prejudice.  A  foot  note  on  page  67, 
works  of  John  Adams,  v.  3  says,  Mr. 
Cooper  seems  to  justify  Hopkins"  in 
this  "Glasgow"  affair,  citing  Cooper's 
Naval  History  (v.  1  p.  107).  Mr.  Field 
while  twice  citing  Mr.  Cooper  does  not 
use  this  quotation;  but  let  us  examine 
Cooper  and  find,  just  what  he  said  with 
reference  to  the  affair,  "The  great  error 
of  Hopkins  was  in  suffering  so  small  a 
vessel  as  the  Cabot  to  run  close  to  a 
ship  of  the  Glasgow's  force."  The  Glas- 
gow had  20  guns;  the  Cabot  14.  Mr. 
Cooper,  again,  "The  first  attack  should 
have  been  made  by  the  Alfred,*'  24  guns 
which  was  in  command  of  Hopkins  him- 
self ;  again,  Mr.  Cooper,  "The  eventual 
escape  of  the  Glasgow  from  so  many 
vessels  reflects  great  credit  on  her 
(the  Glasgow's)  Commander."  Now 
how  does  Mr.  Cooper  "seem  to 
justify  Hopkins"  as  is  written 
in  the  works  of  Adams.  All  that 
can  be  drawn  from  Cooper  is  that 
Hopkins  was  a  worthless  Commander. 
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Now  observe  the  trickery  of  Hopkins, 
ami  how  unfairly  Mr.  Field  covers  it. 
Mr.  Field  says  (p.  125'.  Hopkins  arrived 
in  New  Loudon  harbor  Sib  of  April  and 
at  ouce  prepared  n  full  report,  and  on 
Hie  16th  of  April  it  was  laid  before  Con- 
gress where  it  occasioned  a  feeling  of 
joyous  satisfaction."  It  must  have  done 
so,  for  the  very  next  day  John  Hancock, 
President  of  Congress,  wrote  to  Hop- 
kins, "I  have  it  in  charge  from  Congress 
to  direct  that  you  send  a  complete  list 
and  state  (condition)  of  stores  brought 
from  Nassau"  (Field  p.  126  )  This  shows 
the  worthlessness  of  Hopkin's  full  re- 
port of  which  Mr.  Field  speaks;  Mr. 
Field  says,  "John  Hancock  the  next  day 
sent  his  personal  congratulations 
(p.  125.)  These  congratulations  "on  the 
success  of  your  expedition"  actually 
turned  upon  "your  account  of  the  spirit 
and  bravery  shown  by  the  men,"  it  was 
this,  that  "afforded  them  (Congress)  the 
greatest  satisfaction. ''  Hancock  con- 
tinues his  congratulations,  in  these 
words  "it  is  to  be  regretted  that  the 
Glasgow  man-of-war  made  her  escape," 


and  then  Hancock  demands  a  complete 
list,  ar>  above  mentioned  ;  now  all  this 
puts  the  matter  of  "personal  congratu- 
lations''of  which  Mr.  Field  speaks  in  a 
very  different  light  from  that  in  which 
Mr.  Field  puts  it.  Abraham  Whipple 
was  "severely  criticised  by  his  brother 
officers  for  his  conduct  in  the  Glasgow 
affair  (Field  p.  129,)  and  asked  a  court 
martial.  Hopkins  appointed  it,  and 
Whipple  was  promptly  acquitted.  The 
officers  who  comprized  this  court  are  not 
given  by  Field  ;  but  he  gives  the  result 
of  the  "trial."  It  was  prompt  acquit- 
tal of  any  misconduct  (Field  p.  135.) 
There  is  in  this  book,  an  account  of  an- 
other trial,  which  will  throw  light  on 
this  one  of  Whipple.  "Hopkins  had 
obtained  ^information  of  this  attack  up- 
on himself"  (Field  p.  206).  It  was  the 
evidence  submitted  to  the  Marine  Com- 
mittee ;  for  it  Hopkins  arrested  Lieut. 
Marvin  and  ordered  a  Court  Martial  on 
board  the  Providence,  then  lying  at 
Field's  Point;  (p.  207).  The  Court  was 
ordered  by  Hopkins  ;  to  try  a  man  for 
making  charges  against   Hopkins   him- 
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self,  it  (the  court)  was  presided  over  by 
Capt.  Abraham  Whipple,  who  was  Hop- 
kin's  nephew;  and  next  to  Whipple  sat 
Capt.  J.  B.  Hopkins,  who  was  a    son    of 

the  man  who  convened  the  comt.  Such 
was  the  openliauded    fairness    of    Ksek 

Hopkins.  Mr.  Field  gives  the  result  of 
this  trial,  thus,  "Marvin  had  treated  the 
Commander-in-chief  of  the  American 
Navy  with  the  greatest  indignity,"  and 
"had  defamed  his  character  ;  and  de- 
clared him  "unworthy  of  having  a  com- 
mission in  the  American  Navy1''  and  "he 
was  ordered  to  deliver  up  his  commis- 
sion to  the  Commander  in-Chief." 
Hopkins  on  the  same  day  "confirmed 
the  order  of  the  court."  On  April  3rd, 
1777  "he  was  dishonorably  discharged" 
(Field  p.  215).  Now  observe  what  Mr. 
Field  was  forced  to  write  upon  the  very 
same  pa^e  "more  tha.11  a  week  before 
this  Court  Martial  had  been  convened 
Congress  had  suspended  Hopkins  from 
his  Command  in  the  Navy."  He  had  pos- 
itively no  right  to  convene  in  this  way 
a  Court  Martial  to  practically  try  him- 
self.    Mr.     Field    apologizes  by    saying 


that  news  an  1  the  post  travelled  slowlj 
in  those  days  (p.  215)  ;  it  was  not  until 
the  15th  of  April  that  Hopkins  received 
notice  of  his  suspension  (p.  216).  Then 
three  weeks  were  required  to  send  let- 
ters from  Philadelphia  and  Providence. 
But  on  page  126  a  different  story  is  told; 
Hopkins  had  arrived  in  New  Loudon 
April  Sth;  there,  he  prepared  "a  full  re- 
port" of  his  "spleudid"  success  at  Nas- 
sau and  with  the  Glasgow  and  scut  it  to 
Philadelphia  to  be  laid  before  Congress; 
on  the  16th  it  was  so  laid  ;  news  and  the 
posts  was  not  so  slow  in  those  days;  but 
let  me  resume: 

Hopkins  was  under  censure,  with  his 
fleet  lying  idly  in  Narragansett  Bay. 
From  the  Sth  of  April  to  the  22nd  of 
August,  nothing,  or  practically  nothing 
was  done.  On  the  last  mentioned  date 
"the  Marine  Committee  ordered  Hop- 
kins to  dispatch  four  vessels  to  cruise 
in  the  neighborhood  of  New  Found- 
land"  (p.  162).  Hopkins  did  absolute- 
ly nothing  under  this  order  ;  not  a  ves- 
sel was  sent,  nor  was  any  notice  given 
to  the  Marine  Committee.     Nearly    two 
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months  later,  on  Oct  loth  this  Commit- 
tee wrote  Hopkius  "we  learned  some 
time  since  with  much  concern  that  the 
expedition  we  had  planned  would  prove 
abortive. *'  Whereupon  the  Committee 
ordered  "We  now  direct  that  you  im- 
mediately collect  the  Alfred,  Columbus, 
Cabot  and  Hampden,  take  them  under 
your  command,  and  proceed  to  Cape 
Fear,  North  Carolina."  In  not  a  single 
case  has  Mr.  Field  shown  that  Hopkins 
obeyed  the  orders  given  to  him  by  the 
Committee,  and  under  which  he  held 
his  commission,  just  so  it  was  with  this 
last  order  not  a  vessel  sailed  (Field  164). 
Then  Field  says  "The  apparent  disre- 
gard  of  these  orders  by  Hopkins  only 
intensified  whatever  "prejudices"  had 
been  aroused  against  him  in  Congress'' 
(p.  166). 

But  now  Field  relates  what  Hopkins 
did  in  those  circumstances,  and  it 
illustrates  admirably  his  character.  He 
was  a  politician,  and  he  began  to  play 
polities  in  the  General  Assembly  (p. 
167),  and  with  this  little  game  he  dilly- 
dallied   until    the    close   of   November  ; 


on  the  7th  of  December  the  British  fleet 
!  with    ;o   ships  sailed    into  Narragansett 

i  Bay,  and  Hopkins  hid  himself  behind 
j  Field's  Point,  writing  to  the  marine 
!  committee,  "1  thought  it  would  be  best 
;  to  come  np  the  river  after  the  (British) 

j   fleet    was    within    two    leagues    of    us." 
(Field,  p.  169).     It  was  a  positive  insult 
;  to  his  superiors.     Hopkins  complained 
;  that  he  conld  not   get   men  here  in  Nar- 
I   ragansett  Bay  to  man  his  ships,  because 
j   there  was  so  much  money  to  be  made  in 
privateering    that  seamen   all  went  pri- 
vateering.    This  was  no  doubt  tiue,  for 
the  reason  that  from  the   6th   of  July  to 
j  the  50th  of  November  sixty-five  (65)  pri 
j   vateers   were    commissioned  here.     But 
j   this  only  still  further  illustrates  the  in- 
I  capacity    of    Hopkins;  he.    should    have 
I  gone   elsewhere    for    sailors — there  was 
j   no  olher  place  along  the  entire  coast  so 
j  bad    for    that    purpose    as  Narragansett 
I   Bay;  and   besides,  finding  that  he  could 
i  not    "mau"    all    his  vessels,  he  should 
have  sent  those  which   could    be    "man- 
j  tied."       Thus    the    marine     committee 
I   was  out  flanked  every  time  by  the  "pat. 
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riotic energy"  of  Hopkins.  One  other 
incident  must,  be  noted,  the  affair  of  the 
Diamond;  but  that  must  await  another 
issue.

371.25  grains   of   silver;    the    ratio    was 

15.9SS4  to  1.  ;  the  Commercial  ratio  was 
15.83  to  1.  The  greatest  fluctuation  in 
Commercial  ratios  from  1S37  to  1873 
was  15.19  in  1S59  and  15.93  in  1843.  The 
average  Commercial  ratios  from  1S37  to 
1873  was  15.57.  When  in  1S73  silver  was 
de-monetized  the  Commercial  ratio  was 
15.92  to  1.  the  legal    ration  being    15. 98. 


In  1S73  when  silver  was  thrown  out  the 
legal  ratio  was  15.9SS4  to  1  ;  the  Com- 
mercial ratio  wks  J5  92  to  1.  A  silver^ 
dollar  in  [873  as  against. a  gold  dollar 
was  worth  r.03.  The  present  ratio  is 
the  ratio  of  1837.  The  former  director 
of  the  Mint,  Mr.  Preston  in  this  clear 
and  comprehensive  manner  defines  the 
coinage  ratio  between  gold  and  silver  ; 

All  standard  silver  dollars  coined  by 
the  mints  of  the  United  States  since  the 
passage  of  the  act  of  Jan.  18,  1837,  have 
been  coined  iu  the  ratio  of  1  to  15.9884, 
generally  called  the  ratio  of  1  to  16 — 
15. 9SS4  being  very  nearly  16.  Still,  to 
reach  accurate  results,  the  former,  and 
not  the  latter    figure    must  be    used   iu 

I  calculation.     The   ratio    is    obtained    in 
this  way  : 
The  silver  dollar  contains  371.25  grains 

I  of  pure  silver  and  the  gold  dollar  23.22 
grains  of  pure  gold.  If  yon  divide  371.25 
by  23.22  you  will  get  the  ratio  of  weight 
between  a  gold  dollar  and  a  silver  dol- 
lar— that  is.  15.9SS4.  It  is  true  that  to 
be  on  a  par  with    gold    silver    would    at 
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our  ratio  be  worth  $1.2929.  The  reason 
is  lliis,  a  gold  dollar  contains  25.22 
grains  of  pure  gold.  In  an  ounce  of  480 
grains  of  gold,  there  areas  many  dol- 
lars as  23.22  is  contained  times  in  480. 
or  one  ounce.  If  you  divide  4S0  by  23.22 
you  get  520.67.  the  number  of  dollars 
that  can  be  coined  out  of  an  ounce  of 
pure  gold  ;  in  other  words,  the  money 
equivalent  of  one  ounce  of  gold  or  of 
15.988.}  ounces  of  silver  at  the  ratio  of 
1  to  15.9S84.  Now  if,  15.9884  ounces  of 
silver  be  worth  520.67,  one  ounce  will  be 
worth  £1.2929,  as  you  can  prove  by  sim- 
ple division.  The  same  result  is  obtained 
by  dividing  4S0  grains  or  one  ounce  of 
silver  by  371.25,  the  number  of  grains  of 
pure  silver  in  a  standard  silver  dollar 
at  the  ratio  of  1  to  15.9884,  which  gives 
$1.2929. 

Sixteen  ounces  of  pure  silver  will  coin 
a  little  more  than  one  ounce  of  gold; 
15.9SS4  ounces  of  silver  will  coin  exact- 
ly the  same  amount  of  money  as  one 
ounce  of  gold — that  is,  $20.67.  You  can 
prove  this  by  dividing  15.9SS4  ouuees  by 
371.25  grains.     The  operation   is  as  fol-

The  relative  proportion  of  the  poor  be- 
tween iSyoand  1895  is  exactly  the  same, 
85  per  cent;  but  the  decline  in  the  per 
centage  of  those  with  deposits  in 
savings  banks  is  still  more  significant. 
In  1870  it  was  60  per  cent,  of  the  entire 
population.  Note  the  regularity  of  the 
decline;  from  60  per  cent,  down  to  49  in 


1895.  There  is  still  another  significant 
fact,    the    smaller   the  average  number 

the  higher  the  per  capita  average.  In 
iS;o  the  average  deposit  of  each  depos- 
itor was  5412.00;  in  1895  it  was  $529.00. 
The  demonstration  is  absolute  ;  here 
in  Providence  there  has  been  no  "gen- 
eral prosperity;"  on  the  contrary,  the 
poor  have  grown  poorer,  and  the  rich 
have  grown  richer,  all  the  newspaper 
talk  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 


There  are  so  many  of  us  who  value 
the  "honor"  of  an  election  by  our 
neighbors  to  "represent  themy%  in  the 
General  Assembly,  that  the  possible 
number  of  such  positions  is  entirely 
inadequate  to  our  desires.  There  is  an 
apparent  tangibility  to  these  "honors," 
hence  our  desires  are  not  irnreasonable. 
In  1896  the  Hon.  George  F.  A.  Beaue,  of 
Johnston  finding  it  impossible  to  resist 
the  urgent  desires  of  his  neighbors  that 
he  should  represent  them  in  the  senate, 
at  last  conseuted.  The  honorable  gen- 
tleman wa>  paid  for  those  services  in

The  stores  in  the  Central  Land  Com- 
pany Building  are  only  forty-five  feet 
deep,  while  mine  are  sixty  feet  and 
should  certainly  rent  for  as  much  as 
they  do. 

Again  you  say  that  I  am  offering  the 
stores  at  little  more  than  half  price, 
$458.34  per  year.  If  you  will  multiply

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The  "Success  "  of  Esek    Hopkins   in 

the    Affair    with    the    British 

Frigate  the  "Diamond." 

These  examinations  concerning  the 
capacity,  as  a  naval  commander,  of 
Esek  Hopkins,  and  of  Mr.  Field's  state- 
ments of  the  same,  will  now  be  closed 
with  the  affair  of  the  "Diamond,"  a 
British  frigate  then  lying  at  Newport, 
or  in  the  harbor.  Mr.  Field  says 
(p.  171)  that  on  the  2d  January.  1777, 
at  about  one  o'clock  in  the  afternoon, 
while  the  Warren,  32  guns,  was  lying 
off  Field's  Point,  at  the  entrance  of 
Providence  harbor,  an  orderly  from 
Col.  Bovren.  who  was  located  at  War- 
wick, came  on  board  and  delivered 
Hopkins  a  message  containing  the  in- 
formation that  a  British  war  vessel 
was  aground  near  Warwick  Xeck.  The 
ship  Providence,  32  guns,  lay  about 
a  mile  below  the  (Field's)  Point;  and 
the  sloop.  Providence,  14  guns,  lay 
about  four  miles  still  further  south- 
ward. These  distances,  Mr.  Field 
says,  would  make  the  sloop  Provide/ice 
lay  against  Pawtuxet;  but  the  chart 
shows  that  the  sloop  must  have  been 
off  Conimicut.  or  Gaspee  Point,  and 
thus  in  a  position  to  quite  see  New- 
port itself.  It  must  not  be  forgotten 
that  Mr.  Field  (p.  77)  describes  Hop- 
kins as  "a  successful  and  experienced 


Master  Mariner,"  and  again  as  "a  most 
experienced  and  venerable  Sea  Cap- 
tain." Hopkins  was  59  years  old 
when  this  Diamond  affair,  the  last  of 
his  naval  exploits,  took  place.  As  a 
matter  of  fact,  in  the  ordinary  mean- 
ing of  the  phrase,  Hopkins  was  never 
a  "Sea  Captain."  The  most  extensive 
of  his  voyages  was  to  Surinam.  His 
entire  marine  experience  was  in  Nar- 
ragansett  Bay,  and  along  the  coast. 
Now  observe  what  he  did  when,  not  a 
naval  officer  but  a  military  officer  came 
and  told  him  that  a  British  frig- 
ate was  aground '  within  five  or  six 
miles  of  one  of  his  fleet.  Instead  of 
acting,  he  consulted  a  pilot.  For  thir- 
ty years  Mr.  Field  says  Hopkins  had 
been  in  command  of  trading  vessels 
sailing  out  and  in  this  bay.  He  was 
himself  a  pilot,  and  yet  he  consulted 
a  pilot"as  to  the  advisability  of  taking 
one  of  his  ships  down  to  the  point 
where  the  grounded  vessel  lay." 
(p.  171.)  Hopkins  says  his  pilot  re- 
plied "the  wind  was  so  far  westerly 
and  blowed  so  hard  that  the  ships  could 
not  be  carried  down."  Nobody  ever 
before  heard  such  utter  nonsense  as 
that  a  ship  could  not  with  a  west  wind 
sail  up  or  down  Narragansec-:  Bay 
(page  172.)  Incredible  as  it  is,  *t;is, 
true.  Mr.  Field  states  ,ofi ..this T same, 
page  that  Hopkins  tool:  a  pinnace  and 
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went  on   board   the  Providence   sloop 
14  guns,  "fully  manned,"  "immediately 

got  under  weigh  and  proceeded  down 
the  river  toward  he  stranded  vessel." 
How  he  went  down  the  Hay  when  his 
pilot  had  just  shown  him  how  he 
couldn't,  is  a  mystery.  Mr.  Field  con- 
tinues, "As  the  sloop  drew  down  upon 
her.  it  was  discovered  that  she  was 
the  frigate  Diamond,  and  that  she  lay 
on  a  shoal  which  runs  off  S.  W.  from 
Patience  about  half  a  mile  from  that 
island,  and  a  little  more  S.  E.  from 
Warwick  Neck."  (p.  172.)  The  best 
chart  of  Narragansett  Bay  is  that  of 
1873;  consult  it  for  finding  this  local- 
ity, and  you  will  find  that  Mr.  Field 
can  show  no  such  place.  The  near- 
est to  correctness  would  be  directly 
west  from  the  northern  end  of  the  isl- 
and, and  this  locality  is  within  half  a 
mile  of  Warwick  lighthouse.  Where- 
ever  the  vessel  was,  if  Field's  distances 
are  true,  she  was  in  plain  sight  of  the 
sloop  Providence. 

Mr.    Arnold    makes    no    mention    of 
this   affair    in    his   History    of   Rhode 


Island,       Mr.    Field    continues,     "the 

;  United  by  the  tide  at  2  o'clock 
the  next  morning."  As  a  matter  of 
fact,  she  had  not.  been  seriously  dis- 
turbed by  Hopkins,  and  his  fleet.  In- 
stead of  using  the  sloop's  battery, 
Hopkins  landed  two  18-pounders  on 
Warwick  Neck,  and  fired  20  shots  at 
the  Diamond,  doing  her  practically  no 
damage.  Mr.  Field's  account  does  not 
state  these  things,  but  go  to  Lieut. 
John  Trevett's  Journal,  (R.  I.  Hist. 
Mag.,  v.  6,  pps.  194-5)  and  there  you 
can  read  them.  Reference  above  has 
been  made  to  Arnold's  account,  but 
Arnold's  account  relates  entirely  to 
another  matter.  He  says,  "a  British 
schooner,  8  guns,  run  aground,  the 
sloop  Providence  went  down  to  cap- 
ture her,  but  the  crew  set  fire  to  and 
blew  her  up  before  the  Providence 
could  reach  the  spot."  (Hist.  R.  1.,  v. 
2,  p.  397.)  All  of  which  is  error.  The 
British  neither  blew  up  nor  burned 
any  of  their  ships.  It  was  the  crew 
of  the  Providence  which  set  on  fire 
and  burned  one  of  their  own   (Ameri- 
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can)  ships.  (Trevett's  Journal,  R.  1. 
Hist.  Mag.  6,  p.  194.)  For  a  fitting 
climax  to  this  history  of  a  sham,  read 
Hopkins  own  account.  (Field,  p.  174.) 
Hopkins  had  landed  on  Warwick 
Neck,  and  while  talking  with  Whipple 
his  boat  drifted  away  and  "I  could  not 
get  on  board  again."  Such  was  the 
end  of  the  naval  services  of  Esek 
Hopkins  in  the  war  of  the  Revolu- 
tion. It  was  one  successive  series  of 
failures  from  first  to  last,  with  not  one 
even  accidental  success — and  wrought 
too  by  sheer  incapacity.  Go  read  of 
the  successes  of  the  under  officers., 
the  moment  they  were  relieved  of  the 
incubus  of  such  a  commander — and 
yet  Mr.  Field  feels  it  necessary  to 
write  like  this,  "Hopkins  was  made 
Commander-in-Chief  by  the  Rhode 
Island  General  Assembly  in  October, 
1775,  a  month  before  he  was  made 
Commander-in-Chief  of  the  Continen- 
tal navy— his  peculiar  fitness  for  the 
responsibilities  involved  was  the  sole 
consideration."  (p.  44.)  I  beg  to 
submit  that  Hopkins's  peculiar  fitness 


had  not.  then  boon  demonstrated,but  six 
months  later  it  had  been  shown,  and 
he  was  under  tin    ci  nsure  of  Co: 
All   through   his  book  Mr.  Field   mis- 
r<  ;    •  .-    matters:    here    is   a    speci- 

men: "The  duties  devolving  upon  Gen- 
eral Hopkins  wore  now  becoming  so 
arduous  that  he  was  authorized  to 
appoint,  a  secretary."  It  was  not  a 
secretary  for  himself  that  he  was  au- 
thorized to  appoint,  but  a.  secretary 
for  the  regiment.  (Oct.  1775,  Schedule 
p.  192.)  It  was  a  mere  matter  of  jeal- 
ousy, and  herein  lies  the  real  secret, 
''and  that  he  have  the  same  wages  as 
General  Greene's  secretary  has."  It 
seems  strange  after  such  a  sequence 
of  failures,  and  things  worse,  Mr. 
Field  should  write  a  chapter  en- 
titled, '"The  Conspiracy  (against)  and 
Dismissal"  (of  Hopkins),  but  even 
so  he  did.  Let  me  give  a  bit  of  chro- 
nology:

Such    was    the      doleful    diary.       It 

seems   incredible   after  such   a   record 

that    Mr.    Field    should    write    such    a 

sentence  as  this:   •'Without  a  hearing, 

without    the    privilege    of    saying    one 

word  in  his  own  defence,  and  without 

so  much  as  the   formality  of  a  trial, 

the   Commander-in-Chief   of   the   navy 


had  been  summarily  suspended  from 
his  command,  and  his  good  mime  as- 
sailed." 1  p.  216.)  At  the  very  begin- 
ning of  the  trouble  Hopkins  petitioned 
Congress  for  copies  of  all  proceedings 
against  him  (Aug.  5,  1776).  Conj 
gave  him  seven  days  to  examine  the 
charges,  until  Aug.  12.  On  that  day 
•'agreeably  to  the  order  of  the  day, 
Commodore  Hopkins  attended  and  was 
admitted;  when  the  examination,  taken 
before  the  Marine  Committee,  and  the 
report  of  the  said  committee  in  con- 
sequence thereof,  were  read  to  him; 
and  the  Commodore  being  heard  in 
his  own  defence,  and  having  delivered 
in  some  further  answers  to  the  ques- 
tions asked  him  by  the  Marine  Com- 
mittee, and  two  witnesses  being  at  his 
request  introduced  and  examined,  he 
withdrew.  (Journals  of  Congress  un 
der  dates  specified).  Does  Mr.  Field's 
statement  run  on  all  fours  with  that 
record?  Most  certainly  it  does  not. 
Nor,  indeed,  does  his  story  tally  with 
this:  "Congress  having  no  farther  oc- 
casion   for   the   service   of   Esek   Hop- 
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kins,  Esq..  (no  rank)  Resolved,  that 
the  said  Esek  Hopkins,  Esq.,  be  dis- 
missed from  the  service  of  the  United 

Stales.  It  is  these  things  that  make 
history,  and  not  such  stuff  as  Mr. 
Field  has  published, 

Hopkins  was,  more  than  anything 
else,  a  "small  politician."  From  1763 
to  1786  he  ws  continuously  struggling 
for  office.  Mr.  Field  mentions  these 
things:  "In  the  field  of  political  strife 
he  took  a  firm  stand."  (p.  13.)  "In 
1763  Hopkins  entered  into  the  political 
campaign  with  activity  and  acrimony." 
(p.  14.)  "Hopkins  had  a  personal  in- 
terest in  the  campaign,  he  was  one  of 
the  candidates."  (p.  16.)  "Not  long 
after  he  entered  political  life  this  con- 
troversial tendency  asserted  itself." 
(p.  17.)  "Hopkins  again  a  candidate 
for  the  General  Assembly  and  active 
in  the  campaign."  (p.  23.)  From  the 
year  1763  to  17S6  Hopkins  was  in  the 
House  of  Representatives  16  years. 
From  1765  to  1767  he,  heing  at  sea 
could  not  work  politics;  in  176S  he 
went  asrain  into  the  business.     So  too

His  brotln 
died  in  ITS.",  and  in  178G  em 
litical  career,  Mr.  Field   say.-, 
rip.  a  :•■  of  73  his  public  career  termin- 
ated."    He  was  born  in  171 S.  and  never 
i  ■■      ed    after    17S6,    hence    he    was    68 
years  old  when  he  retired.     Mr.  Field 
has   copied    a   curious  error   from    the 
Providence  Gazette;  he  says    (p.   247, > 
"Hopkins  was  a   member  of   the   Gen- 
eral Assembly  at  the  time  of  the  adop- 
tion of  the  Federal  Constitution,  which 
he    strenuously    advocated."     He    was 
not  then  a  member  of  the  General  As- 
sembly, nor  a  member  of  the  Conven- 
tion;   the    General    Assembly    did    not 
adopt  the  Constitution,  but  a  Conven- 
tion  adopted    it:    both   representatives 
from    Hopkins's    town,    North    Provi- 
dence,   voted      against      the    adoption. 
But    these    reviews,    already    too   long, 
must  be   brought  to  a  close;    so  with 
these   conclusions,   all   written   by   Mr. 
Field,  we  end  them:    "As  a  politician 
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he  (Hopkins)  was  wise,  active  and 
aggressive."  (p.61.)  His  dismissal  for 
disobedience  of  orders  Mr.  Fi<  Id  culls 
"being  persecuted  by  a  sot  of  men 
whose  influence  was  so  powerful  that 
it  was  wiser  to  disregard  it  than  to  an- 
tagonize it."  (p.  236.)  "Esek  Hop- 
kins owed  much  to  his  brother's  influ- 
ence in  official  preferment."  (p. 239.) 
"It  was  the  influence  of  Stephen  Hop- 
kins (and  not  merit)  that  brought 
this  appointment  as  Continental  Com- 
mander-in-Chief of  the  navy."  (p.  77.) 
"He  was  a  victim  of  circumstances." 
(p.  253.)  But  Mr.  Field  has  not 
shown  that  these  circumstances  were 
not  under  the  control  of  the  victim 
himself.  Then  comes  this  extraordin- 
ary paragraph  (p.  253)  "he  lacked 
certain  essential  qualities  that  con- 
stitute a  commander;"  but,  on  page  44, 
he  wrote  this:  "His  peculir  fitness  for 
the  responsibilities  involved  was  the 
sole    consideration."     Had    Mr.    Field 


rstood  the  full  meaning

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In  18D7  Mr.  Brooks  Adams  published 
(by  The  Macmillan  Company)  "The 
Law  of  Civilization  and  Decay.''  It 
was  a  book  full  of  original  thought, 
of  profound  study,  and  of  laborious 
research,  and  it  at  once  attracted 
wide  attention  among  thoughtful 
scholars.  Just  lot/  Mr.  Adams  comes 
with  another  similar  book.  He  calls 
it  "America's  Economic  Supremacy." 
It  is  written  in  six  chapters,  the  names 
of  which  point  unerringly  to  the  line 
of  thought  of  the  author.  Their  sub- 
jects are.,  the  Spanish  war  and  the 
equilibrium  of  the  world;  the  new 
struggle  for  life  among  the  nations; 
England's  decadence  in  the  West  In- 
dies; natural  selection  in  literature; 
the  decay  of  England;  Russia's  inter- 
est in  China.  Mr.  Adams  points  to 
the  fact  that  the  Spanish  war.  was 
but  an  incident  in  a  long  series  of 
events,  which  when  taken  together 
go  to  make  those  revolutions  "wherein 
civilizations  pass  from  old  to  new  con- 
ditions." The  last  such  revolution 
ended  with  Waterloo,  and  resulted  in 
transferring  the  "economic  center  of 
the  civilized  world"  from  Holland,  to 
England.  This  Spanish  war  is  not  yet 
ended,  in  the  sense  that  it  is  an  evo- 
lutionary, or  revolutionary  factor,  but 
Mr.  Adams  expects  it  to  go  on,  for  it 


lies  entirely  outside  of  all  human 
power,  and  he  expects,  in  truth  I  may 
say,  that  he  desires  and  believes  that 
the  economic  center  of  the  world  will 
be  brought  across  the  Atlantic,  to 
America.  He  believes,  and  supports 
his  belief,  with  evidence  that  this 
transference  has  now  begun.  The  sec- 
ond chapter,  on  the  struggle  for  life 
among  nations  is  really  a  contest  for 
the  possession  of  markets  for  the  ab- 
sorbing of  surplus  manufactures. 
The  third  chapter  shows  how  Eng- 
land's decadence  in  the  West  Indies, 
began  when  Germany  demonetized  sil- 
ver, in  1S70;  and  when  that  same  na- 
tion  developed  the  beet  sugar  indus- 
try, following  that  same  period.  These 
changes  transferred  political  and  fi- 
nancial power  from  rural  to  urban 
constituencies,  and  the  "industrial" 
element  is  now  preponderating.  The 
fourth  chapter  "natural  selection  in 
literature,"  seems  foreign  to  the  sub- 
ject; but  it  shows  this  evolution  from 
the  miltary,  to  the  industrial  im- 
by  adroit  illustrations  drawn 
from  Sir  Walter  Scott,  and  Charles 
Dickens,  forming  one  of  the  most  in- 
teresting: chapters  in  the  book.  The 
chapter  on  He  decay  of  England  is 
very  elaborate,  rising  from  the  more 
minute  de:a:K  couiviv^ments  of  great 
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magnitude.  The  last  chapter  points 
out  the  precise  thing  for  which  the 
nations  are  now  struggling  in  China, 
and  why  they  want  it.  and  the  part 
which  he  thinks  America  should  play;  I 
Mr.  Adams  desires  an  Anglo-Saxon 
liance,  and  he  believes  it  inevitable  j 
that  the  United  States  must  act  heav- 
ily in  the  far  east;  and  he  believes 
that  while  the  United  States  is  now 
mistress  of  the  situation,  it  is  veil  to 
realize  that  safety  lies  in  being  armed 
and  organized  against  all  emergencies.

Microbes,  are  they  inherently  path- 
ogine?  Such  is  the  title  of  an  article- 
in  the  September  Westminster  Re- 
view, written,  by  Maurice  L.  Johnson. 
The  word  pathogenic  means,  disease 
producing.  The  article  is  a  summari- 
zation of  the  recent  work  of  most  pa- 
tient, and  learned  English  physicians 
done  in  the  investigation  of  the  ques- 
tion. In  direct  language  does  the 
-Klabs-Loeffler  bacillus  produce  diph- 
theria; or.  does  the  tubercle  bacillus 
produce  tuberculosis.  A  decided  neg 
ative  is  the  answer  to  both  questions. 
The  paper  which  resulted  from  the 
most  profound  studies,  and  an  array 
of  facts  absolutely  invincible  was  the 
work  of  Dr.  George  Granville  Ban- 
tock.  He  says  after  resting  his  opin- 
ion upon  a  great  mass  of  evidence  in 
the  forms  of  farts.  'T  claim  then  to 
have  shown  that  the  poison  of  variola. 
vaccina,  and  syphilis,  are  not,  and 
cannot  be  the  product  of  a  bacillus; 
the  Leoffler's  bacillus  is  not  a  con- 
stant, and  therefore  cannot  be  the  es- 
sential, element  for  the  production  of 
an  attack  of  diphtheria;  that  the  es- 
sential element  in  a  case  of  gonorrhea 
is  uot  the  gonococcus;  that,  the  essen- 
tial element  in  a  case  of  typhoid  fever 
is  not  the  bacillus  typhosus;  that 
this  bacillus  cannot  live  but  a  few 
hours  in  ordinary  sewage:  that  nor  a 
single  specimen  of  this  bacillus  has 
ever  been  discovered  in  sewer  air 
and  hence  that  typhoid  fever 
cannot  be  attributed  to  it  becau 
its  germs;  thai  in  the  cases  of  th 
demies  at  Maidstone,  and  Kings  Lynn. 


There  exists  no  proof  of  the  contami- 
nation of  the  water  by  typhoidal  mat- 
ter, as  indicated  by  the  presence  of 
the  bacillus  typhosus;  that  there  is 
no  eivdence  worthy  of  the  n 
that  tuberculosis  is  due  to  the 
ravages  of  the  tubercle  bacillus;  that 
the  comma,  bacillus  cannot  be  regard- 
ed as  the  essential  element  in  an  at- 
tack of  cholera  and  the  same  can  be 
said  of  the  plague,  and  its  special  bac- 
illus: of  the  bacillus  coli  the  late  Prof. 
Kanthack  showed  that  this  organism 
is  a  natural  inhabitant  of  the  digest- 
ive track,  and  that  the  absence,  or  the 
reduction  in  number  of  it  (in  this 
track  must  be  a  departure  from  per- 
fect health;  that  the  so-called  patho- 
genic micro-organisms  are  constantly 
found  under  conditions  consistent  with 
perfect  health,  and  that  in  more  than 
one  notable  instance  they  not  only 
appear  to  exert,  and  to  actually  exert 
a  beneficial  influence.  All  these 
things,  which  are  facts  (and  not 
opinions)  capable  of  demonstration

India  is,  singularly  enough  our  only 
standby,  and  the  failure  of  th<  a1 
tempt  to  set  up  a  gold  currency  in 
that  country  as  a  corollary  to  the  de- 
creed gold  standard  is  becoming  every 
week  more  conspicuous.  All  the  ear- 
marked gob.1  that  the  Simla  Govern- 
ment bought  in  London  and  asked  the 
Bank  of  England  to  put  to  one  side  as 
a  part  of  a  reserve  against  its  paper 
money  circulating  in  India  lias  been 
released  again,  and  now  £500,000,  the 
product  of  Indian  gold  mines,  which 
had  been  intercepted  by  the  same 
Government,  is  on  its  way  home  to 
buy  silver.  Indian  mints  are  so  busy 
coining  silver  rupees  that  they  have 
been  compelled  to  stop  the  production 
of  the  British  trade  dollar,  which  has 
for  some  years  back  been  forced  upon 
the  Further  East  in  order  to  supplant 
the  Mexican   dollar.

In  a  single  case 
the  Supreme  Court  destroyed  three 
distinct  verdicts,  by  three  different 
juries,  in  three  separate  trials,  of  the 
same  case.  The  first  paragraph  in 
the  Declaration  of  Rights  reads:  "We 
do  declare  that  the  essential  and  un- 
questionable -rights  and  privileges 
hereinafter  mentioned  shall  be  es- 
tablished, maintained  and  preserved, 
and  shall  be  a  paramount  obligation 
in  all  legislative,  JUDICIAL  and  ex- 
ecutive proceedings."  If  my  "right" 
shall  remain  inviolate,  am  I  not  en- 
titled to  the  results,  of  the  verdict 
whether  it  be  salvation,  or  destruction' 
without  the  obstruction  of  any  judge? 
The  Court  has  doubtless  found  that 
nothing  being  said  of  my  right  to  a 
verdict,  hence,  by  implication,  it  rests 
with  the  Court  to  say  whether  I  am 
so  entitled  or  not.  What  remedy  ex- 
ists for  this  judicial  wrong  I  do  not 
know.  There  is  now  no  check  upon 
the  encroachments  of  the  General  As- 
sembly, for  the  Court  is  in  effect  a 
part  of  that  body — and  there  is  no 
check   upon   the   aclion   of   the   Court.

Providence.  This  application 
■  the  9th  April,  1892,  asked  ex- 
emption, for  no  consideration,  of  a 
large  tract  of  land  which  came  to  the 
Grosvenors,  by  a  marriage;  the  Gros- 
venors  coolly  ashed  the  town's  peo- 
ple to  lay  out  streets  through  these 
lands,  thus  opening  the  lands  to  oc- 
cupation at  the  cost  of  the  towns  peo- 
ple, and  to  the  profit  of  these  "poor" 
Grosvenors.  In  case  the  town  ac- 
cepted the  request  the  Grosvenors 
would  build  for  themselves,  on  their 
own  land  another  factory  1S4  feet 
long.  &c,  &c.  Two  days  later,  on  the 
11th  April,  certain  of  the  electors, 
with  no  previous  discussion,  accept- 
ed  the   proposition. 

This  vote  was,  that  the  exemption 
should  be  "in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  any  acts  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  that  might  be  passed," 
none  of  which  had  then  been  passed, 
"authorizing  such  exemption  ('19  R. 
I.  270).  The  Grosvenors  quickly  se- 
cured the  exemption,  by  giving  the 
town  the  deeds  for  the  land  for  the 
streets;  this  on  the  28th  April,  and 
on  the  14th  May  the  town  officers 
placed  the  deeds  on  record.  One  week 
later  the  Legislature  met  at  New- 
port, on  the  21st  May  and  enacted  a 
te  authorizing  the  town  to  ex- 
empt certain  manufacturing  prop- 
erty from  the  "burden  of  a  public 
tax."  One  might  suppose,  that  in  or- 
der to  give  legal  force  to  the  actions 
at  East  Providence,  this  statute  must 
possess  retroactive  power,  and  hence 
wbuld  be  unconstitutional.  Litiga- 
tion soon  followed  in  the  case  Mc- 
Twiggan  vs.  Hunter.  The  case  was

The  court  held 
"that  the  exemption  of  the  property 
in  the  absence  of  constitutional  legis- 
lative authority  was  beyond  the 
power  of  the  town  (page  272)  :  and 
that  the  Statute,  21st  May  1892,"  was 
doubtless  passed  for  enabling  the 
making  of  the  exemption  (page  271); 
and  that  the  exemption  of  the  Grosve- 
nors by  the  electors  "was  to  be  in  ac- 
cordance with  any  act  of  the  General 
Assembly  which  might  be  passed  au- 
thorizing such  exemption'-  (page  270; 
"but  (continues  the  court)  it  (the 
sta.tute)  does  not  purport  to  be  retro- 
active (page  271).  In  view  of  these 
ooiniens.  the  words  of  the  court  in 
the  Crafts  case,  to  wit  "that  the 
statute  of  21st  May  1892,  was  held  to 
be  not  retroactive"  becomes  interest- 
ing.

peal. Hearings  were  held,  and  "lieu- 
tenants" of  the  political  party,  now 
dominant,  were,  brought  in  from  cer- 
tain towns;  one  hearing  was  attended 
hv  certain  Supreme  Court  judges. 
Why  these  Judges  should  have  attend- 
ed, or  what,  influence  their  presence 
had,  upon  future  events  we  do  not 
know.  But  Senator  Studley's  bill  was 
smothered  in  committee.  He  is  no 
longer  Senator,  and  the  case  Crafts 
vs.  Ray,  immediately  followed.  The 
gravest  suspicions  rest  against  this 
case  from  its  inception  to  its  finish. 
Charles  E.  Crafts  owned  an  estate  in 
East  Providence,  upon  which  was  as- 
sessed a  tax  of  $20.00.  Crafts  had  not 
paid  his  tax  when  the  Studley  episode 
took  place;  levy  was  made,  the  prop- 
erty advertised;  these  costs,  made 
Craft's  tax  $25.89;  this  was  paid,  by 
Crafts,  or  by  somebody  in  Craft's 
name,  August  14th,  1S99.  It  was 
paid  under  protest,  and  demand  to  re- 
cover, by  reason  of  illegality,  was 
made.  The  legal  time,  having  elapsed, 
and  no  action  taken  by  the  town,  ac- 
tion was  brought  11th  Nov.  Isy9.  A 
young  attorney;  then  less  than  a  year 
at  the  Bar;  son  of  one  of  the  Appel- 
late Judges;  was  selected  as  the  attor- 
ney for  Crafts.  The  case  was  crrci- 
fied  up,  briefs  were  filed,  the  courts 
never  heard  the  case;  no  arguments 
were  made;  on  ihe  20th.

Such  was  the 
story  of  the.  reception,  and  the  a  I  *- 
tion  of  the  charter  of  Charles  the 
Second  now  for  the  first  time  truly 
stated.  The  people  reserved  unto 
themselves,  under  both  charters  the 
power  to  levy  taxes  upon  themseive 
It  was  in  fact  a  constitutional  repre- 
sentative government,  the  sov«  : 
power  held  by  the  people.  Under 
both  charters  town  meetings  were  held 
after  being  "legally  warned."  It  is 
not  to  be  supposed  that  the  inhabi- 
tants of  a  town  could  not  have  held 
a  meeting,  had  some  town  officer  or  set 
of  officers,  declined  to  "legally  warn" 
the  people.  Precisely  so  it  was  with 
General  Assemblies  of  the  entire  body 
of  the  people  (Code  of  1647.  p.  17). 

The  court  held,  in  the  McTwigg  in 
cr^e,  1S95,  that  "The  power  to  tax 
resides  in  the  state  alone  and  conse- 
quently can  be  exercised  only  by  the 
General  Assembly"  (22  R.  L  189).  The 
power  to  tax  rests  where  the  sover- 
eign power,  the  whole  body  of  the 
people,  placed  it,  to  wit.  in  the  towns 
just  as  the  court  in  its  latest  opinion 
declares.  The  colony  was  planted 
on  the  principle  of  taxation  of  them- 
selves, by  themselves,  and  it  was 
placed  in  the  towns.  It  was  the  act 
of  the  entire  people  in  1647  adopting 
the  Warwick  charter,  and  it  was 
again  the  act  of  the  whole  body  of 
the  people  in  1664  In  adopting  the 
Charter  of  Charles  the  Second.  The 
General  Assembly,  under  this  charter, 
supplemented  as  it  was  by  the  act 
of  the  sovereign  power  of  the  whole 
body  of  the  people,  had  no  power  to 
tax,  nor  to  make  a  law  authorizing  a 
town  to  tax;  it  could  not  grant  a  pow- 
er, which  it  did  not  possess,  nor  could 
it  grant  permission  to  exercise  a  pow- 
er which  the  sovereign  power  had  al- 
ready fixed.  The  Courts  had  held 
that  taxation  being  a  legislative  pow- 
er, cannot  bedelegated.  Where  the  sov- 
ereign placed  the  power  to  legislate, 
there   it  must   remain;    only   the  eov-

aid,  tax,  tallage  £c  shall  be  imposed, 
levied,  or  required  of  any  of  his  j 
esty's  subjects  within  this  colony,  or 
upon  their  estates,  but  by  the  act  and 
assent  of  this  General  Assembly" 
(Digest.  171?  p.  3).  According  to  the 
authority  of  this  Digest,  (page  ]), 
this  law  was  enacted  March  1st,  1662, 
and  hence  the  words  "General  As- 
sembly meant  the  whole  body 
of  the  people."  In  the  Di- 
gest of  1730  the  date  of  passage  of 
this  law  is  given  as  1663,  and  so  it 
also  appears  in  the  Digest  of  1744,  and 
1767.  If  these  Digests  state  a  fact 
then  the  words  "General  Assembly," 
in  that  statute,  meant  the  whole 
body  of  the  people,  for  the  reason  that 
the  name  '"General  Assembly"  was 
not  given  to  that  body,  which  we  now 
know  under  that  name,  until  the  adop- 
tion of  the  Charter  of  Charles  the  Sec- 
ond, 1st  March,  1644.  Bui  the  Digests 
do  not  state  a  fact;  the  statute  was  a 
fraudulent  construction  interpolated 
into  the  Digest  of  1719,  probably  con- 
cocted by  Richard  Ward,  the  Record- 
er, or  Secretary  of  the  Colony.  This 
subject  has  been  fully  discussed  in  an- 
other place  by  the  present  writer.  (R. 
I.  Hist.  Tract,  Sec.  Ser.  1).  No  such 
law  was  at  that  time,  nor  ever  before 
that  time  presented,  to,  nor  accepted 
by,  the  people.  The  General  Assem- 
bly then,  as  now,  taxed  the  towns,  and 
the  towns  taxed  the  people.  Such  an 
idea  as  the  exemption  of  taxation,  of 
any  town,  or  any  individual,  had  not 
then  occurred.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  the 
law  of  1744,  provided  that  "all  neat 
cattle;  all  horsekind;  all  sheep  and 
goats;  all  swine;  all  slaves  for  life: 
all  decked  vessels;  all  trading  stock; 
all  lands,  houses,  mills,  wharffs,  and 
other  real  estate;  all  males  sixteen 
years  old  and  upwards,  shall  be 
deemed  rateable  in  all  public  colony 
rates  and  taxes;  and  ratemakers  shall 
have  power  to  require,  and  take  an 
account  of  as  visible  estate,  what  es- 
tate every  man  hath,  either  in  money, 
bonds,  or  other  estate  that  lies  con- 
cealed." Again,  "The  assessors  in  all 
and  every  rafe,  shall  consider  all  per- 
sons who  make  profit  by  their  facul- 
ties and  shall  rate  them  accordingly." 
(Digest  1744  p.  295.)  Does  that  stat- 
ute which  stood  for  many  years  have 
the  appearance  of  a  "historical"  foun- 
dation for  the  principle,  or  lack  of 
principle,   in  the  making  this  sort  of 
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the  right  of  being  governed  by 
their  own   assembly  in  the  Article  of 
Taxes,  and   Internal    Police;    and    that 
the  same  hath  never  before  forfi 
or  any     other     way     yielded     up  &c; 
therefore    the      Gener  ]    Assembly    of 
this    colony    have,    intheir    representa- 
tive capacity  the  only  exclusive   rii 
to    lay    taxes    and    imposts    up.-: 
inhabitants  of  this  Colony"   (Digest  of 
1767,  p.  227).     It  was  the  time  c 
stamp  act,  and  thi.-   ;  i      ion  by  the 

General  Assembly  was  the  outcome  of 
the  tierce  opposition  to  that  act.  It 
was  one  of  those  assumptions  of  pow- 
er by  the  Legislature,  under  the  char- 
ter, with  which  the  colonial  history 
of  Rhode  Island  is  filled.  Such  was 
the  assumption  of  judicial  power; 
the  making  of  freemen,  and  the  con- 
trol of  the  elective  franchise: 
making  and  control  of  judges,  and  the 
overthrowing  of  decisions  &c.  This 
law  in  1765,  however,  did  not  take 
from  the  towns  the  power  to  tax,  and 
to  fix  the  rate,  which  power  the  Di- 
gest of  179S  reiterates,  and  which  has 
so  continued  unto  this  time. 

The  court  held  in  the  McTwiggan 
case,  in  1895.  that  "the  power  :. 
empt  property  from  taxation  is  i 
converse  of  the  power  to  determine 
what  property  shall  be  the  subject  oi 
taxation"  (19  R.  I.  270).  The  court 
also  hekd,  in  the  Crafts  case,  in  1 
that  "the  power  to  tax  necessarily  im- 
plies a  power  to  exempt"  (22  R.  I. 
183).  Under  the  decision  of  1S95,  the 
state  alone  can  tax,  and  hence  the 
state  alone  can  exempt;  but  under  the 
decision  of  1899  the  towns  alone  can 
tax;  and  licncc  the  General  Assembly 
can  exempt.  The  court  has  held  that 
taxation  is  a  legislative  power  (22  R. 
I.  183);  a  legislative  power  cannot  be 
delegated  (Gooley  Const.  Limits  138) 
how  then  can  a  legislature  give  to  the 
"electors"  the  power  to  exempt.  "Un-

(Acts  and  Resolves  Feb.  1769,  p.  74).  ! 
The  close  connection  of  Trinity 
Church.  Newport,  with  these  Acts,  is 
well  worth  study.  The  charter  grant- 
ed" t*  this  church  in  February  1769. 
was  the  first  church  charter  granted 
in  the  colony.  It  incorporated  "The 
min  ster,  church  wardens,  vestry,  and 
congregation"  No  names  of  individ- 
uals are  in  the  grant.  The  "minister" 
and  five  of  the  congregation  are 
named  in  the  College  Charter;  and 
the  church  had  a  strong  delegation 
at  that  time  in  the  General  Assembly; 
and  five  years  later,  in  1769;  a  much 
stronger  one.  It  was  in  February 
1769,  five  minutes  before  the  grant- 
ing of  Trinity  Church  Charter,  that 
the  statute  exempting  "religious 
houses  and  lands"  from  taxation 
was  enacted.  Still  more  significant  is 
the  preliminary  section  of  the  statute. 
It  granted  permission  to  Metcalf 
Bowler,  a  member  of  the  Trinity  con- 
gregation, to  'give  in  a  list  of  his 
ratable  estate"  which  the  assessors,  so 
far  as  the  record  shows  had  never 
denied;  and  to  this,  the  tax  exemp- 
tion, or  clause,  was  attached.  The 
Trinity  Charter  followed  at  once. 
There  were  not  less  than  seventeen 
(17)  men  identified  with  Trinity 
Church,  at  that  moment  connected 
with  the  colonial  government.  Four 
vestrymen  were  members  of  the  Gen- 
er:;! Assembly.  Thus  it  is  now  clear 
how,  when,  and  by  whom,  "religious 
bouses  and  lands"  came  to  be  ex- 
d  from  taxation  in  the  Colony. 
Members  of  the  congregation  of  this 
church  were  then,  and  long  had  been 
in  political  control  of  the  Colon:-.  II 
was  done  by  those  men.  It  was  a 
rank  violation   of   the  policy  pursued 
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the  charter,  nor  the  acts  of  tl      "G 
eral    Assembly   of   the   who  • 

e,  who   ad  op  tod    the   cl 
granted    to    the    Legislature    .- 
power.     But   the   people  had    no    rem 
edy,    there    were    no    courts,    with    re- 
strictive powers,  such  as  we  are  now 
supposed  to  have,  upon  that  mo 
gerous  body.     The  General    Assembly 
held    the    courts    in    complete    subjec- 
tion. 

Now  we  have  the  court  in  the 
Craft's  case  (page  1S5)  undertaking 
to  justify  its  decision  authorizing  the 
Legislature  to  exempt  business  firms 
from  a  public  tax,  by  resting  upon 
these  unconstiutional  acts  of  the  Leg- 
islature in  17  69.  The  foundation  is 
rotten.  The  Legislature  had  no  pow- 
er to  tax.  nor  by  implication  •'■ 
have  the  power  to  exempt.  Slight 
changes  were  made  in  this  exemp- 
tion statute  in  179S,  and  again  in 
1S29.  It  was  the  same  law  as  in  the 
Digest  of  1S44  (p.  431)  adopted,  af- 
ter the  constitution  was  adopted.  The 
scope  of  exemptions  was  not  enlarged, 
but  confined  to  eleemosynary  institu- 
tions, and  only  certain  classes  of 
such  institutions.  In  the  early  part 
of  the  18th  century  bounties  were 
given  by  the  General  Assembly  os- 
tensibly for  the  encouragement  of  the 
increased  production  of  certain  agri- 
cultural products — specificaBy  hemp 
— but  the  product  was  never  exempted 
from  the  burden  of  a  public  tax.  So 
likewise  bounties  were  given  for  the 
killing  of  wolves,  and  foxes,  but  these 
bounties  were  never  confined  to  cl  iss 
es:  any  member  of  the  community 
was  free  to  kill  a  wolf  and  collect  the 
bounty.  Such  was  the  history  of  ex- 
emptions of  "business  concerns"  pre- 
vious to  that  of  the  Grosvenors. 

Before  entering  upon  a  history  of 
the  clause  in  the  constitution  "the 
burdens  of  the  state  ought  to  be  fair- 
ly distributed,"  let  me  present  a  few 
phrases  from  Cooley's  Constitutional 
Limitations,  showing  the  meaning  of 
such  an  Instrument.  "The  sovereignty 
is  in  the  people"  (105);  "Legisla- 
tures only  exercise  a  certain  portion 
of  the  sovereign  power"  (105;  "The 
people  conferred  full  power,  subject 
to  such  restrictions.  &c."  (106); 
"Legislatures  may  exercise  legislative 
power  except  as  restrictions  are  im- 
posed" (106);  "Every  positive  direc- 
tion contains  an  implicatiot  against 
anviliing  contrary  to  it"  (107);  "]  eg- 
islators  have  the  power  solely  to 
make   laws    for   the   public    good,   and 
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Constitutional   Rights  and    Prii 
adopted   by  the     people  in   S 

These  rights  thus  set  forth,  are 
commonly  en  lied  "Bills  of  Rights' 
ai  pr<  .".•■-■  1  to  many  Constitui 
la  Charta  was  the  or 
The  original  enactment  of  the  Bill  of 
Rights  in  Rhode  Island,  was  by  the 
whole  body  of  the  people  in  1647,  at 
the  time  of  the  acceptance  of  the 
Warwick  Charter.  This  charter  to 
gether  with  these  acts  of  the  people, 
formed  the  fundamental  law.  It 
formed  the  famous  code  of  1G47.  It 
was  first  printed  in  1847,  with  notes 
by  Chief  Justice  Staples,  of  the  Su- 
preme Court  of  this  state.  Into  this 
code  the  people  incorporated  four  par- 
agraphs, or  sections  entitled  "Touch- 
ing Laws."  These  paragraphs  were, 
what  subsequently  were  called  a  "Bill 
of  Rights."  Concerning  them  Chief 
Justice  Staples  wrote,  "These,  four 
sections  constitute  the  Bill  of  Rights 
of  the  People  of  this  state,  as  under- 
stood and  claimed  by  them,  at  this 
early  (1647)  period  of  their  history; 
as  such  they  demand  the  serious  pe- 
rusal and  careful  attention  of  their 
descendants  for  upon  these,  as  a  sure 
foundation,  rests  all  their  subsequent 
legislation,"    (Code  of  1G47,   p.   19). 

The  second  section  of  this  Bill  of 
Rights  is  in  this  language,  "No  per- 
son shall,  but  at  his  great  peril  pre- 
sume to  bear,  o  r  execute  any  office 
that  is  not  lawfully  called  to  it.  and 
confirmed  in  it;  nor  though  he  be 
lawfully  called  and  confirmed,  pre- 
sume to  do  mere,  or  less  than  those 
that  had  power  to  call  him  did  author- 
ize him  to  do"  (Code  1647  p.  IS) .  In 
his  note  upon  this  section  the  former 
Chief  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court 
wrote,  "It  would  not  be  easy  for  the 
experienced  law  maker  of  the  present 
day  better  to  guard  the  abuse  of  de- 
legated powpr."  These  fundamen- 
tal constitutional  laws  were  binding 
upon  the  representatives  of  the  peo- 
ple by  whatever  name  denominated, 
or  however  assembled  or  however  act- 
ing. They  were  held  in  force,  until 
the  charter  of  1663  was  adopted,  when 
the  whole  body  of  people,  expressly 
re-enacted  them,  thus  making  them 
binding  upon  every  "General  Assem-  i 
bly"  under  the  charter  until  the  adop- 
tion of  the  constitution  in  IS 42.  The 
binding  force  of  Bills  of  Rights  is 
clearly  set  forth  by  one  of  the  most 
learned,  and  most  authoritative  law 
writers,  thus:  "If  during  the  long  , 
struggle  for  constitutional  liberty  in 
land,  importance  was  justly  at- 
tached   to   a    distinct   declaration   and 
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law,  and  be  st(b. 
Ion,  or  repe;  1,  except  b; 
people  themselves  whose  rights  i 
-  tied  <o  protect"  (Coole;  I 
tutional  Limitations,  p.  315).  This 
very  learned  writer  thus  contii 
"In  considering  state  constitutions  we 
must  not  commit  the  mistake  of  sup- 
posing that  because  individual  rights 
are  guarded,  and  protected  by  I 
they  (these  rights)  must  also  be  con- 
sidered as  owing  their  origin  to  them: 
these  instruments  measure  the  power 
of  the  rulers;  but  they  do  not  measure 
the  rights  of  the  governed"  (Constitu- 
tional Limitations  47).  In  consider- 
ing the  principles  which  underlie 
these  free  governments  in  America, 
no  name  carries  greater  weight  than 
that  of  Thomas  Jefferson.  These  are 
his  words:  "In  a  constitutive  act 
which  leaves  some  precious  articles 
unnoticed  and  raises  implica 
against  others,  a  Declaration  of 
Rights  becomes  necessary;  it  will  be 
the  test  whereby  they  (the  governed) 
will  try  all  acts  of  government:  the  in- 
conveniences of  a  want  of  a  Declara- 
tion are  permanent,  active,  and  ir- 
reparable. They  (the  inconveniences) 
are  a  constant  progression  from  bad 
to  worse  *  *  *  the  tryanny  of 
legislatures  is  the  most  formidable 
dread  at  present,  and  will  be  for  many 
years"  (Jefferson's  Works  v.  3,  p.  4.) 
The  colonial,  and  state  history  of 
Rhode  Island,  will  illustrate  the  truth 
of  every  word  of  this  extract  from  Mr. 
Jefferson.  Let  me  cite  one  more  au- 
thority, "The  principles  embodi 
a  Dill  of  Rights,  properly  corns! 
are  the  most  concrete  of  all.  as  being 
such,  not  simply  certain  conditions 
hut  irrespective  of  all  conditions" 
(Jameson's  Const.  Conv.  92).  Such 
was  the  Bill  of  Rights  of  16  47. 
These  principles  appear  in  word  and  in 
essence,  in  every  subsequent  code;  but 
in  the  Code  of  1798,  the  first  code  fol- 
lowing the  Revolution,  they  assumed 
a  more  coherent,  or  concrete  form. 
From  179S.  to  1842,  there  was  no 
change.  The  Digest  of  1798  was  the 
work  of  the  wisest  and  ablest  men 
then  living  in  Rhode  Island.  Their 
nnmes  wore  Stephen  Hopkins,  James 
M.  Varnum,  Rouse  J.  Helme,  William 
Ellery.  Ceorge  Champlin,  David  How- 
ell. Moses  Brown,  Carder  Hazard, 
Simeon  Perry,  Shearjashub  Bourne, 
William  T.  Miller,  Gideon  Mumford, 
Daniel  Rowland,  and  William  ''ban- 
ning. These  men  drafted  the  Bill  of 
Rights,  and  the  General  Assembly 
adopted    it;    the   same   body   which    is 
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as    Jefferson      describes      them,    were  \ 
written    in    the    constitution,    and    or- 
dained  by  the  whole  body  of  the  peo-  i 
pie. 

At  the  very   begining   of   their   De- 
claration of  Rights,   the  people  wrote 
these  words,  "We  declare  that  the  ba- 
sis of  our  political  system  is  the.  right 
of  the  people  to  make  and  alter  their 
constitutions  of  government;   but  that 
the  constitution     which     at  any  time 
exists,     till     changed    by    an    explicit 
and  authentic  act  of  the  whole  people, 
is  sacredly   obligatory    upon   all."      In 
the  light  of  such  a  fundamental  law, 
where  does  the  court  derive  the  power 
to  change  the  whole  tenor  of  the  con- 
stitution   in  its  most  vital  part,  by  a 
mere    dictum.        Is      this      court,    the 
"whole  body"  of  the  people;   and  was 
the   court's   opinion,   an   authentic   act 
the  "'whole  body"  of  the  people,  or 
was  it  a  violation  of  the  constitution. 
That  instrument   declares,      "All    free 
governments    are    instituted    for    the 
protection,  safety,     and     happiness  of 
the  people;  all  laws  therefore  shall  be 
made  for  the  good  of  the  whole"  and 
then    the    people    ordained,    "and    the 
burdens  of  the  state  ought,  to  be  fair- 
ly    distributed     among     its     citizens" 
(Art.    1,    Sec.    2).        Now      comes    the 
court,  and   decides,     that  these  words 
were  merely  a  piece  of  advice,  inject- 
ed into  the  instrument.     Directly  over 
these     words,     the     constitution   lays 
down     this      fundamental     principle, 
"We  do  declare  that  the  essential,  and 
unquestionable   rights,   and  principles, 
hereinafter  mentioned  shall  be  estab- 
lished,    maintained,     and     preserved, 
and  shall  be  a     paramount  obligation 
in   all   legislative,  judicial  and  execu- 
tive   proceedings"      (Preamble    to    the 
Constitution,      Digest      1844      p.      44). 
When    the      court     decides     that   the 
words  "Ought  to  be  fairly  distributed 
among  its  citizens"     are     "merely  ad- 
visory," and   that   "ought  to  he  fairly 
distributed."    may    mean    by    implica- 
tion,   permission    to    tax    one    citizen, 
and  exempt  another,  the  court  we  say 
has  not  obeyed  the  paramount  obliga- 
tion resting     upon     it,     to    establish, 
maintain,  and     preserve     the  unques- 
tionable right  of  equality  of  taxation. 
On  the  contrary,     the  court  has  ques- 
tioned,   overthrown,    and    at    last    de- 
stroyed  that    right,    the   most   vital   to 
any  of     us.       Are     we  to  believe  that 
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lic  burden    of   taxation,   upon,    for    in-

can  be  done  just  as  properly  as  that 
already    done? 

■  -court   holds   the  clause   "ought 
to    be    distributed    fairly    among    the 
citizens,"  to  be  advisory,  not  manda- 
tory,"    (22    R.    I.    Reports    1S3);    the 
court   also    holds    that    the    "clause    in 
question    has    been    understood    to    be 
director},"     (22    R.    I.    Reports    1S4). 
The   court   is     merely       playing   with 
words.     Let   me   cite  the  lexicograph- 
ers.    Webster     defines  the  word   "ad- 
visory"   as    containing   advice;    as    an 
"advisory     council."       Hence     in     the 
court's   opinion,    the   people   of    Rhode 
Island  must  be     a     sort     of  advisory 
council  to  the  General  Assembly.     The 
same  authority  defines  the  word  "di- 
rectory" as   containing  directions,  en- 
forcing,   instructing,    directorial;    and 
the   same   authority   defines   the   word 
"directorial"    as    directive.      The    Cen- 
tury Dictionary  defines  "advisory."  as 
"having  power  to  advise  as  their  opin- 
ion is  only  advisory;"  the  same  author- 
ity defines  the  word     "directory"     as 
guiding,    or    directing,    directive;    and 
the    word    "directive"    as    having    the 
power   of   directing;    causing   to   take, 
or.   to   occupy     a     certain     direction; 
and  the  word  "mandatory"  as  contain- 
ing   a    command,    or    mandate,    din    t- 
ory.     The  greatest  of  all  authorities, 
Murray's  New  English  Dictionary  de- 
fines "advisory,'  as  "having  the  attri- 
bute of  advising";    and  the  word  "di- 
rectory" as  serving,  or  tending  to  di- 
rect— directive;    and    it    defines       "di- 
rective,"    as     having     the   quality  or 
function  of  directing;    authoritatively 
guiding:  or  ruling.    Bouvier,  the  lead- 
ing   authority    in    legal    lexicography, 
defines  the  word  "directory"  as  "that 
which  points  out  a  course  of  proceed- 
ings"   (Law   Diet.    1,    424L      But   still 
more   to   the     point     comes    Mr.    Bou- 
vier:       "A    declaratory     statute,"     he 
says,  "is  one  which  is  passed  in  order 
to  put  an   end    to  a   doubt,   as  to  the 
meaning    of    another    statute"      (Law 
Diet.  2,  546).     Listen  to  the  words  of 
the    highest    authority    upon    constitu- 
tioua.1  law  in  this  country.

lature  habitually  disregard  it.  there  is 
all  the  more  urgent  necessity  that  the 
courts  enforce  it."  In  the  light  of 
these  great  authorities  what  becomes 
of  the  opinion  of  the  court,  that  the 
clause  "is  advisory."  and  "directory" 
but  not  mandatory?  How  in  view  of 
such  playing  with  words  can  the 
court  defend  itself  against  its  own 
opinion.  These  are  its  words.  "A 
declaration  of  right,  or  duty  sufficient- 
ly important  to  be  imbodied  in  the 
constitution  should  not  be  put  aside 
as  a  mere  generality  if  it  is  of  such 
a  character  that  effect  can  be  given  to 
it  as  the  equivalent  of  a  more  positive 
statement"  (22  R.  I.  184).  Had  the 
court  followed  its  own  opinion  would 
it  now  be  possible  to  exempt  one  busi- 
ness, while  taxing  another? 

Certain  expressions  used  by  Chief 
Justice  Ames,  in  the  opinion  in  the 
Dorrance  Street  case,  which  are  used 
by  the  court  in  its  opinion  in  the 
Craft's  case,  deserve  examination  in 
the  light  herein  set  forth.  The  lan- 
guage of  Judge  Ames  is,  "These  words 
'ought  to  be  fairly  distributed'  were 
addressed  to  the  General  Assembly  by 
way  of  advice  and  direction."  Did 
Judge  Ames  intend  to  convey  the  idea 
that  a' direction  by  the  people,  to  the 
Legislature,  was  not  to  be  followed; 
or  did.  Judge  Ames,  seriously  think,  or 
does  anybody  believe,  that  pieces  of  ad- 
vice were  injected  into  the  "restric- 
tions" of  a  constitution.  Such  an 
opinion  is  preposterous.  Is  a  consti- 
tution of  government  interlarded  with 
pieces  of  advice,  to  be  considered,  and 
reconsidered  from  week  to  week. 
From  whatever  standpoint  such  a 
statement  is  regarded,  it  is  not  ten- 
able. Advice,  which  is  directive  is 
not  advice,  but  a  mandate.  It  is 
neither  more,  nor  less  than  a  contra- 
diction in  terms.  "But  the  courts 
tread  upon  very  dangerous  ground 
when  they  venture  to  apply  rules 
which  distinguish  directory  and  man- 
datory statutes  to  the  provisions  of  a 
constitution"  (Cooley  Constitutional 
Limitations  93.) 

The  court  holds  "It  is  axiomatic 
that  a  law  is  to  be  held  constitutional 
unless  it  violates  a  provision  of  the 
constitution"  (R.  I.  Reports  22  p. 
186).  Can  the  constitution  be  held  in- 
violate, in  case  powers  can  be  inject- 
ed into  it,  by  implication?  "The  pow- 
er to  call  a  convention  to  revise  the 
constitution  is  prohibited  by  impli- 
cation"' (Opinion  R.  I.  Sup.  Court, 
1883,  p.  6).  "The  power  to  tax  implies

The  court  in  both  opinions  in  these 

Providence  cases,  uses  practical- 
ly, this  phrase.  "The  power  to  u  x 
necessarily  implies  a  power  to  ex- 
empt" property  from  taxation.  It  is  the 
converse    of   the    power   to    determine 

property  shall  be  the  subject  of 
taxation"  (19  R.  J.  270).  Does  a 
power  to  tax  the  whole  body  of  the 
people,  necessarily  imply  the  -power 
to  exempt  one-half  of  the  whole  body, 
thus  doubling  the  burden  of  the  oth- 
er half?;  does  the  power  to  exempt  a 
person  nnn  compos  mentis  from  serv- 
ing upon  a  jury,  necessarily  imply  a 
r  to  exempt  the  Grosvenors? 
The  court  has  the  power  to  force  a 
statute  to  fit  the  constitution:  is  the 
converse  of  the  proposition  true;  can 
the  court  force  the  constitution  to  fit 
a  statute?  Almost  at  the  opening  of 
its  opinion  in  the  Craft's  case,  the 
court  cites  in  support  certain  parts 
of  an  opinion  already  referred  to  giv- 
en by  Chief  Justice  Ames  in  a  mat- 
ter of  damages,  and  benefits,  to  in- 
dividuals in  opening  Dorrance  street, 
in  this  city  in  1856.  It  was  claimed 
that  the  damages  and  benefits  had 
been  unfairly  assessed,  and  hence  were 
in  violation  of  the  clause  of  the  con- 
stitution, to  wit,  "The  burdens  of  the 
state  ought  to  be  fairly  distributed." 
It  was  not  shown  that  any  man  whose 
lands  had  been  benefited  had  been 
exempted  from  the  assessment.  Con- 
cerning the  application  of  the  clause 
to  those  cases,  the  Court  then  held, 
"It  is  addressed  rather  to  the  General 
Assembly  by  way  of  advise,  than  to 
the  courts  by  way  of  enforcing  re- 
straint." Therefore  the  present 
court  holds  the  words  to  be  "advis- 
ory"— hence  "directory"  but  not 
"mandatory"  and  it  also  holds,  that 
"The  power  to  tax  necessarily  implies 
a  power  to  exempt"  and,  hence  when 
the  Legislature  exempts,  it  being  a 
legislative  power  it  is  not  the  province 
of  the  court  to  interfere.  But  Chief 
Justice  Ames  although  cited  in  sup- 
port, does  not.  sustain  such  reason- 
ing. He  hfld  (4  R.  I.  245),  "Every

Again,  "There  can  be  no  doubt 
that  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly, 
not  warranted  by  the  constitutional 
powers  vested  in  that  body  ca 
liave  the  force  of  laic:  and  that  it  is 
the  duty  of  this  court,  when  prop 
en  Med  upon,  so  to  declare  (4  R.  1.240). 
Is  it  to  be  supposed,  that  the  present 
court  would  hold,  in  plain  English, 
that  the  exemption  of  certain  busi- 
ness corporations  from  a  public  tax. 
was  a  power  warranted  by  the  consti- 
tution. On  the  contrary  the  injection 
by  implication,  is  admission  of  ;fc 
absence.  Judge  Ames  conti 
"With  general  truth  we  say  that 
every  oppression  and  injustice  of  the 
state,  violates  the  spirit  of  the  consti- 
tution, which  was  intended  to  confine 
(not  extend)  the  action  of  the  stat« 
within  the  limits  of  equal  justice  (4 
R.  I.  255).  The  present  court  can 
draw  no  support,  for  its  Craft's  judg- 
fent,  from  its  former  Chief  Justice. 
"Again,  Judge  Ames  said,  "The  lan- 
guage in  question  (the  burdens  ought 
to  be  fairly  distributed)  can  h 
be  said  to  impose  any  restrictions 
upon  the  General  Assembly  except 
ichat  would  be  imposed  by  the  fact 
of  our  free  institutions,  and  the  gen- 
eral principles  of  constitutional  law." 
Restrictions  from  doing  what?  mak- 
ing exemptions,  or  imposing  taxes. 
But  the  words  italicised  are  down- 
right destruction  for  the  Craft's  opin- 
ion. "Where  fundamental  rights  are 
declared  by  the  constitution  it  is  not 
necessary  in  express  terms  to  prohibit 
the  legislature  from  taking  them 
away."  (Cooley  Const.  Limits  210.) 
There  is  no  use  in  wasting  words:  the 
opinion  of  Chief  Justice  Ames  has 
been  unfairly  used:  and  a  wrong 
meaning  has  been  "inferred"  from 
that  which  was  cited. 

The  view  of  the  present  court,  upon 
the  matter  of  fairness  is  an  eye-open- 
er, when  compared  to  the  view-  of  its 
former  Chief  Justice,  Ames:  "Perfect 
fairness  would  be  to  make  all  those 
who  are  benefitted  by  the  hurde

it.  Here  are  its  own  words,  "If  the

fairly  distributed"  (18  R.  I.  Reports 
778).  Dogs  that  sound  like  legalizing 
exemptions?  But  the  court  proceed. 
"The  property  of  the.  Grosvenordale 
Company  *  *  *  subject  to,  and 
liable  to.  taxation  *  *  *  (the  as- 
sessors) intentionally  neglected  to  as- 
sess *  *  *  and  illegally  exempted 
the  corporation  from  the  tax  and  as- 
sessment. Taking  this  allegation  to  be 
true,  as  on  demurrer  we  must,  we  are 
of  opinion  that  the  assessment  was 
clearly  illegal"  (IS  R.  I.  777).  Such 
was  the  position  of  the  court  in  Octo- 
ber 1895. 

in  spite  of  the  fact  that  Chief  Jus- 
tice Ames  does  not  sustain  the  pres- 
ent action  of  the  court,  the  latter 
holds  that  his  words  are  entitled  to 
great  weight,  as  an  interpretation  of 
the  consti ution,  not  alone  because  he- 
was  eminent  as  a  jurist,  "but  a'lso 
from  his  prominence  as  a  member  of 
the  General  Assembly  when  the  Con- 
stitution was  adopted,  giving  him  a 
peculiar  opportunity  to  know  the  in- 
tende  scope  of  its  provisions"  (22  R. 
I.  184).  Mr.  Ames  had  been  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Legislature  only  three 
month*?,  when  the  convention,  of 
which  he  was  not  a  member,  framed 
the  instrument.  He  had  seen  exactly 
seventeen  days  service  at  the  time  of 
the  framing;  and  precisely  six  days, 
after  the  framing,  and  before  the 
adopting,  in  all.  twenty-three  days; 
during  which  time  the  proposed  con- 
etitution  had  not  been  for  one  instant 
of  time  before  that  body.  Moreover, 
the  membership  of  Ames  covered  the 
earliest  movements  of  the  Dorr  war, 
and  as  Quartermaster  General.  Ames 
was  in  constant  service.  But  in  this 
"peculiar  opportunity  to  know"  the 
present  court  runs  square1:''  against 
another  of  its  former  Judges — Elisha 
R.  Potter.     Unlike  Mr.  Ames,  Mr.  Pot- 
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Kingston,   and   chairman    of   the   Judi- 
Coramittee   of    tb<     S  .     te;    the 
late    Benjamin    F.    '  d    was    his 

colleague    on    the    committee. 

On  the   27th   August,   1862,  th 
ate   ordered    printed   a    report   by    this 
committee  on  the' Right  of  a  Leg 
ture   to   grant   a   perpetual    exem 
from    Taxation."        It     held    this    lan- 
guage,   "If   a    legislature    can    irrevoc- 
ably exempt  a  corporation  from  taxa- 
tion,   they    can    do    the    same    with    a 
town;    for  services  to  the  state,   they 
might   exempt   an    individual    ar  I 
descendants   forever;    for  a   sum   paid 
down    by    way    of    commutation,    they 
might  exempt  an  individual,  or  a  city 
forever;   or  they  might  exempt  a  part 
of     the     land     in     a     town     forever.''' 
Thereupon    the    Judiciary    Cnr- 
puts   this   question.    "Have   the   : 
ever  given  them    (the  General  As 
bly)   such  a  power?"    (Judiciary  Com. 
Rent.    15).        Here    was    a    man,    who 
positively  had  "opportunity1  to  fc; 
what  the  men  who  made  the  constitu- 
tion, intended.     Does  it  look  like  ex- 
emptions    of     business      corporations 
from  a  public  tax?     Asking  the  ques- 
tion shows  its  absurdity.     The   vv 
"perpetual,"  and  "forever"  used  h 
report    have    no   special    force;    if    the 
Legislature    can    exempt    the    Grosve- 
nors  for  ten  years,  it  can  do  the  same 
for  twenty  years,  if  for  twenty  year-. 
then  a  century;'  it  is  not  a  matter  of 
time;   it  is  eternity.     The  plain  mean- 
ing   of    the    people    was    this:       It    is 
not  within  human  power  to  impose  a 
tax    with    exact    equality.      Men    hide 
their    property,      and      perjure    them- 
selves   by   their    personal    returns:    in 
these  public     burdens     you   ought   to 
come  as  near  to  equal  justice  as  it  is 
possible  for  men  to  come. 

The  Court  uses  this  language  in  i*c 
opinion.  "By  the  statute  in  question 
the  electors  themselves  make  the  ex- 
em pr ion:  doubtless  they  see  an  ad- 
vantage in  it."  Then,  continues  the 
court,  "Much  has  been  said  of  late 
in  form  of  the  referendum,  here  is  an 
example  of  it"  (22  R.  I.  Reports  U  I). 
This  does  not  appear  to  be.  what  the 
court  declares,  "an  example  of  the 
referendum."  Let  us  examine  the  sit- 
uation. The  General  Assembly  enact 
a  statute  in  which  it  delegates  the 
power  to  exempt,  which  it  assumes 
the  right  to  use.  to  the  electors  of 
towns;  but  these  electors  possess  no 
power  over  the  statute.  By  the 
endum  is  meant  that  power  pos- 
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st;  tute,    no1  utte      it.        "It    shall 

stand  iov  law,  till  the  next  General 
Assembly  of  all  the  people  then  and 
there  to  be  considered  whether  any 
longer  to  stand  yea,  or  no"  (Code  of 
1647,  p.  12).  "The  towns  thus  debat- 
ing and  concluding,  the  votes  shall 
be  collected  and  sealed  up  *  *  * 
and  if  the  major  vote  determine  in- 
case, it  shall  stand  as  a  law,  till  the 
next  General  Assembly  then  and 
there  to  be  confirmed,  or  nullified" 
(Code  of  1647,  p.  13).  If  such  is  the 
referendum,  as  it  certainly  was,  here 
in  Rhode  Island,  the  court  is  Rot  quite 
happy  in  its  definition  of  the  word. 

The  court  says,  "The  burden  of  oth- 
er tax  payers  is  not  increased  if  ■  the 
new  property  would  not  have  come 
into  the  town  without  the  exemption" 
(22  R.  I.  190).  Exactly  what  that 
means  we  do  not  know;  the  land  was 
already  in  the  town.  It  can  be  as  log- 
ically argued,  thai  the  tax  payers' 
burden  would  be  reduced,  by  keeping 
the  "new  property"  of  the  Grosve- 
Dor's  out.  The  same  court,  the  pres- 
ent Chief  Justice,  coinciding,  held  in 
the  Me.Twiggan  case,  "That  it  is  urged 
that  the  complainants  are  not  injured 
because  the  present  assessment  on 
their  property  is  no  greater  by  reason 
of  the  exemption  of  the  property  of 
the  Grosvenordale  Company.  Though 
this  may  be  true  of  the  assessment  of 
the  present  year,  if  a  portion  of  the 
ratable  property  in  the  town  is  ex- 
empted from  taxation  the  burden 
must  necessarily  fall  more  heavily  on 
the  other  ratable  property  in  the  town 
for  the  next,  and  subsequent  years" 
(13  R.  I.  778).  The  court  in  its  latest 
oninion,  cites  its  former  opinion  thus. 
"It  was  held  that  chapter  1088  Pub. 
Laws  (allowing  towns  to  exempt 
from  tax  business  corporations)  was 
not  retroactive,  and  hence  did  not  au- 
thorize the  contract  of  April  11th, 
1892  (22  R.  I.  182).  The  court  has 
held,  the  present  Chief  Justice  assen- 
ting that  chapter  10SS,  "was  doubtless 
passed  for  the  purpose  of  enabling 
the  making  of  the  (Grosvenor)  ex- 
emption" (19  R.  I.  271).  If  the  ac- 
tion of  the  town  was  attempted  to 
be  made  legal  by  that  statute,  which 
but  for  the  statute  was  illegal,  how  is 
„it  now  legal.  It  is  simply  impossible. 
The  court  has  said  that  the  original 
resolutions  of  the  electors  of  East 
Providence  "do  not  propose  to  ex- 
empt any  property  from  taxation, 
but  confer  authority  on  the  town 
council  to  exempt  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  any  act,  or  acts  of

The  present  court  holds,  that,  "Tax- 
ation being  a  Icgi-1  over,  it  is 
not  the  province  of  a  court  to  re- 
view  it  (22  R.  I.  183).  On  the  same 
page,  it  cites  its  former  Chief  Justice, 
Ames,  "that  a  law  purporting  to  im- 
pose a  tax  upon  a  citizen  might  be 
so  outrageously  subversive  of  all  rules 
fairness,  as  to  enable  the  court  to 
save  the  citizen  from  oppression,  by 
declaring  it  void"  (i  R.  I.  230,  2  40). 
Hence  the'T  present  court  holds  that 
exempting  one  business  man,  while 
levying  upon  another,  is  not  "sub- 
versive of  all  rules  of  fairness."  The 
handling  of  the  question  of  fairness, 
by  the  court,  is  instructive.  It  holds 
that,  "Conceding  the  power  of  the 
General  Assembly  to  make  exemp- 
tions (of  non  compos  jurors)  the 
f,uesticn  remains  as  to  its  fa.irness" 
(22  R.  I.  189).  But  the  court  has  be- 
fore held  that,  "If  exemptions  are  to 
be  sustained  only  on  the  ground  of 
fairness  then  the  power  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  is  no  longer  a  ques- 
tion" (p.  1S5).  It  also  declares  that 
"We  have  a  constitutional  provision 
which  necessarily  leaves  to  the  Legis- 
lature the  mode  of  carrying  it  out, 
with  no  other  restriction,  if  we  as- 
sume it  to  be  one,  than  that  the  bur- 
den shall  be  fairly  distributed;  this 
clearly  implies  a  reasonable  power  oi 
exemptihon,  at  least  since  distribu- 
tion is  not  to  be  positive,  but  fair 
(22  R.  I.  188).  We  should  like  to  find 
any  such  constitutional  provision  as 
the  court  here  describes.  No  such 
tnmgs  exist  in  our  copy.  How  the 
court  expects  us  to  understand  the 
intended  meaning  of  the  word  "posi- 
tive" we  do  not  know.  Does  fairness 
become  positive  by  exempting  a  rich 
corporation,  while  levying  upon  the 
property  of  a  poor  man. 

Because  the  General  Assembly  ex- 
empted certain  men  from  service  as 
jurors;  and  aged,  or  infirm  men  from 
military  service;  and  Quakers  from 
bearing  arms;  and  because  such  ex- 
emptions have  been  continued  with- 
out question,  the  court  thus  reasons: 
"If  they  are  to  be  sustained  only  on 
the  ground  of  fairness  then  the  pow- 
er of  the  General  Assembly  to  make 
exemptions  (of  business  corpora- 
tions?) is  no  longer  a  question  (22 
R.  I.  185).  Is  there  no  difference  be- 
tween the  exemption  of  an  aged  and 
infirm  man  from  military  service.,  and 
the  exemption  of  the  Grosvenors  from 
a  public  tax?  Is  there  no  difference 
between  the  exemption  of  a  town  poor 
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School    House,    the    e'ourt    holds    ipso

Why  were  the  "Acts  (Pub.  Laws, 
Ch  I  srs  386,  3S7)  not  then  before 
us.k  Because  the  decision  was  given 
2S  Oct.  1S95,  wh;!e  the  "Acts"  in  ques- 
tion were  not  enacted  until  the  21st 
and  22d  of  April  1896.  The  only  pos- 
sible inference  is  that  had  the  Acts 
been  then  before  us,  cur  action  would 
have  been  different.  Hence  the  court 
admits  the  retroactive  purpose  of  the 
"Ac?s"  which  it  has  decided  "Are  not 
unconstitutional"  (22  R.  .  I.  Rep. 
190).

The  Supreme  Court  of  the  U.  S.  in 
the  ease  Wilkinson  vs.  I.  el  and,  in  con- 
sidering the  powers  of  the  Rhode  Is- 
land General  Assembly  under  the  lim- 
itless bounds  of  the  charter  uses  this 
language,  "That  government  can 
scarcely  be  dreamed  free  where  the 
rights  of  property  are  left  solely  de- 
nt upon  the  will  of  a  Legisla- 
tive bed  v."  Again  "The  fundamental 
maxims  of  a  free  government  seem  to 
recognize  that  the  rights  of  personal 
liberty  and  private  property  shall  be 
held  sacred."  The  opinion  continues. 
"No  court  of  justice,  in  this  country, 
would  be  warranted  in  assuming  that 
the  power  to  violate,  and  disregard 
them,  a  power  so  repugnant  to  the 
common  principle  of  justice  and  civil 
liberty;  lurked  under  any  general 
grant  of  legislative  authority;  or 
ought  to  he  implied  from  any  general 
expressions  of  the  will  of  the  people." 
In  the  light  of  these  judgments, 
which  rest  firmly  upon  human  reason, 
given  by  the  highest  court  in  this 
country,  what  can  be  said  in  defence 
of  the  opinion  of  the  Rhode  Island 
court  giving  to  the  General  Assembly 
the  power  to  exempt  its  political 
friends,  and  tax  its  political  enemies. 
Is  such  a  decision  in  line  with  the 
force  of  the  "fact  of  our  free  insti- 
tutions" which  Chief  Justice  Ames 
cited?     Most   certainly    no. 

By  a  strange  transformation,  that 
power,  established  by  the  constitu- 
tion, the  Supreme  Court,  whose  "par- 
amount obligation,"  the  constitution 
declares  shall  be  to  "maintain  and 
preserve"  certain  "rights  and  prin- 
ciples" inherent  in  man,  and  therein 
set  forth, — by  a  strange  transforma- 
tion I  say,  this  court  from  being  a 
power  to  preserve,  has  become  a 
court,  to  destroy.  It  has  given  to  the

The  court  appeals,  to  history  to  sus- 
tain its  opinion.  I  also  appeal. 
body,  which  we  now  call  the  General 
Assembly,  was  so  named  in  the 
King's  Charter.  Whether  by  design, 
or  otherwise  we  do  not  know:  but  it 
was,  under  the  conditions,  misb 
ing;  and  became  ultimately  danger- 
ous. It  was  the  name  which  it.:. 
foundation  of  the  colony  had  been 
given  to  those  periodical  gatherings 
of  the  whole  Body  of  the  People  foi 
legislative,  or  elective  purposes:  and 
never  to  the  representatives  of  the 
"Whole  Body."  Two  very  different 
bodies;  one  the  sovereign  power:  the 
other  merely  representative,  came  in 
time  to  mean,  to  common  minds,  the 
same.  Hence  there  grew,  in  time,  the 
idea,  fostered  by  the  General  Assem- 
bly, that  the  "Whole  Body  of  the 
People"  could  not  meet  for  political 
action,  save  upon  the  invitation  of 
their  representatives.  The  call  for  a 
General  Assembly  of  the  Whole  Body, 
made  25  Nov.  1663,  was  the  last  call 
made,  until  that,  forced  by  the  revo- 
lution of  1842,  the  outcome  of  the 
"Dorr  War."  The  General  Assembly 
began  with  its  birth  these  us 
tions  of  power  which  for  nearly 
two  centuries  were  continued,  grow- 
ing more  and  more  virulent  until  a 
revolution  became  an  accomplished 
fact.  Let  me  present  a  condensed 
summary  of  a  few  of  these  usurpa- 
tions. The  most  effective  was  in 
May  1665.  when  the  Legislature  fixed 
the  qualifications  of  a  voter;  in  July 
16G4  it  created  itself  into  a  court  for 
Judicial  Action;  in  1650  if  refused  ap- 
peals to  the  English  Courts,  thus  be- 
ing the  sole  legislator,  and  the  court 
of  last  resort:  it  established  prime- 
genature  in  1719:  in  1723  it  made  the 
possession  of  land  the  prime  factor  in 
the  elective  franchise;  in  174  0  it  is- 
sued unlimited  quantities  of  irre- 
deemable proper  money;  in  1705  it 
created  itself  into  a  Court,  of  E<

statute,  which  gave  validity  to  a  void 
transaction;  in  1S22  if  denied  access 
to  the  courts,  as  plaintiffs,  to  all  per- 
sons without  land;  a  landless  man 
could  be  made  defendant,  but  could 
not  be  a  plaintiff.  Such  is  a  brief 
summary  of  an  extended  study  of  the 
development  of  constitutional  govern- 
ment in  Rhode  Island.  Things  came 
at  last  to  a  revolution;  the  outcome 
of  which  was,  the  crude  constitution 
of  1S42.  This  instrument  was  intend- 
ed to  fix  some  limit  to  the  power  of 
General  Assembly;  and  a  court  was 
created  to  exercise  this  restrictive 
power,  over  a  body  which  ajudicated 
the  very  laws  which  it  enacted;  and 
in  one  case,  in  1792,  enacted  a  law, 
to  fit  a  case,  decided  two  years  before 
the  enactment;  how  different  is  the 
present  action  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly in  the  Grosvenor  exemption  cases 
now  sustained  by  the  very  court 
created  to  restrict  the  legistative 
power? 

These  great  wrongs  ail  arose  from 
the  usurpation  of  the  power  to  fix  the 
Qualifications  of  electors  in  1665.  The 
present  court  has  by  its  decision  in 
the  Crafts  case  placed  in  the  hands  of 
the  General  Assembly  a  greater  pow- 
er, than  that,  usurped  in  1GG5.  In  a 
moment  the  court  has  overthrown 
every  safeguard  in  the  constitution; 
for  the  power  to  tax,  or  to  exempt, 
or  both,  at  will,  covers  them  all; 
and  the  relations  existing  between 
the  court,  and  the  Legislature  under 
the  Charter  of  the  King,  are  now  re- 
stored under  a  constiution.  We  have

if  there  is  no  implied  limitation  to  the 
uses  for  which  the  power  may  he  ex- 
ercised;     *      *      *     To   lay   with    one 
hand  the  power  of  the  government  on 
the  property  of  the  citizen,  and   with 
the   other   to   bestow    it   upon    fa 
individuals  to  aid  private  enterprises 
and  build  up  private  fortunes,  is  none 
the    less    robbery   because    it    is    done 
under  the  form  of  law,  and  is  called 
taxation;    this  is  not  legislation;    it   is 
a    decree,    under    lagislative    forms." 
Such   is  the  result  of  the  decision   of 
the  Appellate  Court  of  Rhode  Island, 
in   the   Crafts   case,   on   the   people   of 
the    state,    and    upon    their    property. 
The  principle  of  the  law  is  com  ; 
stated  by  Sir  William  Blackstone,  'So 
great    is    the    regard    of    the    law    for 
private   property   that   it  will   not  au- 
thorize  the   least    violation    of    it 
not  even  for  the  general  good  of  ties 
whole      community"         (Commentary 
par.   139).

A  scheme 
whieh  when  Mr.  Bryan  was  robbed  of 
an  election  this  invaluable  editor  pro- 
nounced dead,  and  which  only  a.  month 
later  it  advocates.  A  "lifty-cent"  dol- 
lar, but  how  stirh  a  coin  can  be  made

My  own  publication,  but  the  loss  if 
any,  to  be  borne  by  Ex-Gov.

The  President  of  the  Massachusetts 
Single  Tax  League,  recently  asked 
Charles  Francis  Adams  for  his  views 
of  rhe  single  tax.  The  reply  of  Mr. 
Adams  is  too  long  for  Book  Notes, 
but  here  is  the  opening:  "I  might 
say  a  good  deal  in  regard  to  one 
strong  argument  in  its  favor.  I  refer 
to  the  moral  side  of  the  question. 
But  I  shall  refrain  from  more  than  a 
slight  reference  to  it. 

On  this  mora!  side,  which  to  my 
mind  is  the  most  important  side  of 
all.  there  can.  so  far  as  I  see.  be  but 
one  way  of  looking  at  the  thing.  The 
single  tax  would  be  an  enormous  im- 
provement over  the  existing  system, 
or  over  any  other  system  which  I 
think  could  be  devised.  It  would  re- 
duce taxation  to  a  basis  of  absolute 
certainty  and  fairness,  rendering  eva- 
sion impossible.  A  complete  stop 
would  thus  be  put  to  the  whole  sys- 
tem  of   cheating,   and    consequent    un- 


just transfer  of  a  burden  from  those 
who  have  no  conscience  to  those  who 
have  a  conscience — from  those  who 
can  escape  the  law  to  those  who  can- 
not escape  the  law — which  is  the  un- 
answerable argument  against  the 
continuance  of  the  present  system— 
a  system  which  puts  a  confessed,  be- 
cause quite  undeniable,  premium  on 
perjury;  and  no  system  which  puts  a 
premium  on  perjury  admits  of  justi- 
fication. 

This  argument  alone  to  my  mind 
would  be  conclusive  in  favor  of  the 
single  tax.  Any  possible  amount  of 
wrong  or  injury  it  might  incidental- 
ly inflict  would  to  my  mind  be  little 
more  than  dust  in  the  balance  com- 
pared with  the  advantage  which 
would  result,  after  the  thing  fairly 
adjusted  itself,  from  the  complete 
freedom  it  would  bring  about  from 
all  temptation  to  evasion  and  false 
swearmg.  From  the  moral  point  or 
view,  consequently,  there  do  not  seem 
to  be  any  two  sides  to  the  question: 
and  the  moral  point  of  view  is  in  ray 
judgment  the  all-important  point  of 
view.
